VISITORS  TO  CITY  COUNCIL 

President  MENINO,  for  all  the  Councillors,  wel- 
comed to  the  Council  twenty-four  visiting  students  with 
their  teacher  and  principal,  Senora  Maryhela  Viquez, 
who  are  visiting  Boston  on  an  exchange  program  with 
Boston  Latin  School  now  in  its  third  consecutive  year. 
The  students  are  from  the  Liceo  de  Heredia  in  Costa 
Rica.  One  of  the  students,  acting  as  the  spokesperson  for 
the  group,  thanked  the  Councillors  for  their  welcome  and 
citation  and  expressed  his  happiness  in  being  in  Boston. 


The  reason  for  my  disapproval  is  that  Section  17G  of 
the  Charter  prohibits  the  Council  from  partaking  in  the 
executive  or  administrative  business  of  the  City.  The  or- 
dinance is  also  an  impermissible  interference  with  the 
Police  Commissioner's  powers  under  St.  1906,  c.  291 ,  as 
amended. 

In  no  way  does  this  veto  suggest  any  lack  of  commit- 
ment from  my  administration  regarding  sexual  assault. 

In  fact,  the  sexual  assault  unit  of  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment routinely  gives  out  crime  statistics  including 
rape  to  the  public.  On  the  matter  of  stranger  sexual  as- 
sauU  the  primary  concern  is  for  the  victim's  safety  and 
that  safeguard  must  be  respected. 

Furthermore,  other  reasons  for  the  police  reserving  the 
right  to  withhold  information  about  rapes  are; 

1 .  the  victim  is  fearful  of  retribution; 

2 .  the  rape  occurred  months  before  being  reported; 

3 .  an  arrest  has  already  been  made; 

4.  police  are  unsure  of  the  victim's  credibility; 

5 .  release  of  information  may  compromise  an  ongoing 
investigation. 

By  attempting  to  pass  this  ordinance,  the  City  Council 
is  acting  in  a  clearly  illegal  fashion.  My  administration 
will  continue  to  implement  public  safety  policies  that 
serve  the  best  interests  of  our  citizens.

Whereas,  Very  often  vehicle  owners  show  up  at  the 
storage  lot  at  late  hours  of  the  night  and  do  not  carry 
sufficient  currency  to  pay  towing  costs;  and 

Whereas,  The  practice  of  recognizing  only  cash  for 
release  of  a  towed  vehicle  is  outdated  in  this  age  of  elec- 
tronic banking;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  could  receive  instant  payment 
through  telephonic  validation  and  processing  of  a  credit 
card  by  a  properly  identified  owner  of  a  vehicle;  there- 
fore be  it: 

Ordered,  The  Boston  City  Council  urges  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  the  Transportation  Commissioner  and  Direc- 
tor of  Administrative  Services  to  explore  the  advantages 
of  allowing  credit  card  payments  at  all  hours  for  towing 
and  storage  charges  in  order  to  release  vehicles  to  own- 
ers.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CBC,  ORDINANCES, 
CHAPTER  6,  SECTION  6.6,  IMPOUNDMENT 
OF  VEHICLES  (DOCKET  NO.  0262) 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Attendants  at  the  City  of  Boston  Transporta- 
tion Department  storage  facility  on  Frontage  Road  refuse 
to  accept  checks  or  credit  card  payments  for  release  of 
motor  vehicles  towed  to  the  lot;  and 

Whereas,  The  "cash  only"  stricture  is  an  archaic  pol- 
icy for  these  times  and  often  an  imposition  on  reputable 
persons  unable  to  produce  the  requisite  currency  on  the 
spot;  and 

Whereas,  Owners  of  vehicles  which  have  no  other 
parking  tickets  outstanding  ought  to  receive  the  courtesy 
of  vehicle  release  on  promise  to  remit  towing  charges; 
and 

Whereas,  Certain  safeguards  could  be  taken,  such  as 
restricting  such  privilege  to  Massachusetts  residents 
whose  re-registration  could  be  blocked  if  the  promised 
payment  is  reneged;  and 

Whereas,  A  trust  policy  with  courteous  treatment  of 
motorists  at  the  impoundment  facility  would  improve  the 
city's  image  and  avoid  many  angry  confrontations  that 
now  occur;  therefore, 
BE  IT  ORDAINED 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code  6-6.6  (Impoundment 
of  Vehicles)  is  amended  by  inserting  the  letter  "a"  be- 
fore the  first  paragraph . 

Section  2.  These  shall  be  added  after  CBC  6-6.6  a, 
the  following: 

b.  If  a  motor  vehicle  with  no  outstanding  parking 
tickets  issued  in  Boston  is  towed  to  the  city's  storage 
lot  and  bears  Massachusetts  license  plates,  and  the 
owner  does  not  have  sufficient  cash  to  cover  towing 
charges,  the  vehicle  may  be  immediately  released, 
contingent  on  the  following: 
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1 .  The  owner  shows  proof  of  identity. 

2.  The  owner  signs  an  agreement  promising  to 
pay  towing  and  storage  costs,  if  any,  as  soon  as 
possible  and  in  any  case  within  60  days. 

3 .  The  agreement  shall  note  that  failure  to  com- 
ply with  the  payment  promise  could  prevent  re- 
registration  of  the  vehicle  and  would  cause  the 
owner's  name  to  be  placed  on  a  special  list  in  the 
Parking  Clerk's  office  to  be  denied  any  subsequent 
courtesies.

Whereas,  Rapid  response  to  911  phone  calls  from 
Boston  telephones  is  an  essential  service,  but  is  unavail- 
able from  thousands  of  Boston  telephones;  and 

Whereas,  Neighborhoods  located  on  Boston's  city 
boundaries,  such  as  AUston,  Brighton,  Jamaica  Plain, 
Charlestown,  East  Boston,  and  West  Roxbury  have  non- 
Boston  exchanges;  and 

Whereas,  In  spite  of  widespread  public  awareness  of 
this  problem,  deep  concern  among  those  affected,  and 
tragic  results,  calls  to  911  by  thousands  of  residents  in 
those  neighborhoods  are  sent  to  police  departments  in 
cities  and  towns  surrounding  Boston,  causing  delays, 
confusion,  and  reducing  public  safety;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council's  Committee  on  Perambu- 
lation reported  upon  this  problem  in  1990;  and 

Whereas,  Companies  providing  phone  services  were 
made  aware  of  this  problem,  the  delays  and  confusion  it 
causes,  and  the  resulting  risk  to  public  safety  in  1991, 
when  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Transportation 
held  hearings  on  the  subject;  and 

Whereas,  New  England  Telephone  company  has  de- 
veloped a  limited  capability  to  identify  residential  tele- 
phones with  this  problem  and  individually  change  such 
telephone  numbers  to  re-route  91 1  calls  from  them;  and 

Whereas,  New  England  Telephone  company  is  com- 
mitted to  re-routing  911  calls  of  all  Boston  telephones 
with  Brookline  exchanges  so  that  such  calls  go  to  Boston 
91 1  and  is  seeking  a  means  of  automating  this  process; 
and 

Whereas,  New  England  Telephone  company  is  prepar- 
ing to  identify  Boston  telephones  with  non-Boston  ex- 
changes other  than  those  with  Brookline  exchanges,  and 
to  conduct  a  sticker  campaign  to  provide  a  seven-digit 
phone  number  by  which  Boston  911  can  be  contacted; 
and 

Whereas,  New  England  Telephone  company  has  up- 
dated between  three  and  four  hundred  pay  telephones  so 
that  911  calls  from  them  are  routed  correctly,  but  other 
companies  providing  pay  telephone  service  may  not  have 
done  so;  and 

Whereas,  Efforts  undertaken  thus  far  and  contem- 
plated for  the  future  will  not  assure  that  telephones  lo- 
cated in  Boston  will  call  Boston  911;  and 

Whereas,  It  will  be  particularly  difficult  to  assure  this 
essential  service  in  areas  where  large  numbers  of  people 
move  and  therefore  change  phone  service,  or  for  people 
who  often  change  phone  service;  and 

Whereas,  Enhanced  91 1  service,  which  New  England 
Telephone  identifies  as  a  system-wide  solution  to  this 
problem,  will  not  be  available  until  a  new  police  head- 
quarters building  is  in  operation;  Now,  therefore,  be  it 


Ordered,  That  a  hearing  be  held  on  the  attached  Home 
Rule  Petition  by  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Trans- 
portation and  that  the  appropriate  representatives  of  com- 
panies providing  telephone  service  in  Boston  and  of  the 
Boston  Police  be  invited  to  attend.

Whereas,  The  Stewart  B.  McKinney  Homeless  Assist- 
ance Act,  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  11381-11388),  con-

Ordered,  That  the  attached  rules  be,  and  hereby  are, 
adopted  as  permanent  rules  for  1993. 

Boston  City  Council 
1993  Rules 

Meeting  Time  and  Date 

Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to  time, 
and  except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting  of  the  City 
Council  shall  be  held  on  every  Wednesday  at  ten  o'clock 
A.M.  in  the  council  chamber.  City  Hall,  I  City  Hall 
Square,  Boston.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the 
president's  discretion,  provided,  however,  that  no  special 
meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  called,  except  in  the  case 
of  an  emergency  and  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members,  upon  less  than  forty-eight  hours  from  the 
time  the  notices  are  mailed  or  dispatched  by  special  mes- 
senger. 
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Quorum 

Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  City  Council  shall  consist  of 
seven  members  and  any  member  may  call  for  a  roll  call 
on  the  question  in  the  presence  of  a  quorum.  If  at  any  time 
any  meeting  is  called  to  order,  or  if  during  a  meeting  a 
roll  call  shows  less  than  a  quorum  present,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  a  recess  of  not  more  than  ten  min- 
utes, after  which  time,  if  a  quorum  is  not  present,  the 
meeting  shall  be  adjourned. 

Presiding  Officer 

Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  assume  the 
chair  at  the  hour  set  by  the  previous  adjournment;  shall 
call  the  members  to  order  and  after  a  roll  call  showing  a 
quorum  present,  shall  proceed  with  the  regular  order  of 
business.  If  no  president  has  been  chosen,  the  senior 
member  by  age  present  shall  preside  as  temporary  presi- 
dent until  a  presiding  officer  is  chosen. 

Rule  4.  The  presiding  officer  may  speak  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  from  the  deci- 
sion of  the  chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be  considered  unless 
properly  seconded.  No  other  business  except  a  motion  to 
adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  in  order  until  the 
question  on  appeal  has  been  decided. 

The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by  a  roll  call,  and  it 
shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative  unless  a  majority  of  the 
votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

Rule  5.  The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time,  dur- 
ing debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not  more 
than  ten  minutes,  and  such  action  shall  not  be  subject  to 
appeal,  nor  shall  any  motions  apply  thereto. 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  propound  all  mo- 
tions in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  unless  the 
subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous  in  its  nature,  pro- 
vided that  in  naming  sums  and  fixing  times  the  largest 
sum  and  the  longest  term  shall  be  put  first. 

Rule  7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  the 
presiding  officer  shall,  without  debate,  decide  all  ques- 
tions relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  upon. 

Rule  8.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  at  the  request  of 
any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when  the 
sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  9.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all  votes; 
but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote  the  president  shall  cause 
a  rising  vote  to  be  taken  and,  when  two  members  so  re- 
quest, shall  cause  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  a  roll  call. 

Rule  10.  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  desire  to 
vacate  the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it;  but  the 
president  or  the  president  pro  tempore,  as  the  case  may 
be,  may  resume  the  chair  at  will. 

Rule  lOA.  The  president  of  the  City  Council,  when 
absent,  shall  appoint  a  president  pro  tempore  who  will 
conduct  meetings  and  assume  all  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties of  the  president  of  the  City  Council  when  absent. 

Agenda 

Rule  11.  The  original  and  twenty-one  copies  of  any 
message,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote  or  other  measure 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  delivered  to  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk  before  10:00  A.M.  on  the  regular  work 
day  preceding  any  meeting  of  the  Council  as  a  prerequi- 
site to  its  consideration  at  such  meeting;  the  original  and 
two  copies  of  any  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or  com- 
mittee report  submitted  by  a  Councillor  (excepting  re- 
ports of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  voted  during  a  re- 
cess of  the  Council  meeting)  shall  also  be  delivered 
before  such  time  to  such  place  as  a  prerequisite  to  its 
consideration  at  such  meeting.  Nineteen  copies  of  each 
are  to  be  delivered  to  the  City  Messenger  by  each  Coun- 
cillor's office  submitting  the  same. 


Rule  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk,  acting 
as  the  clerk  of  the  Council,  to  prepare  and  cause  to  be 
printed  for  each  meeting  a  list  in  detail  of  matters  submit- 
ted for  consideration  to  the  Council  in  accordance  with 
Rule  1 1  and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  agenda,  which  shall 
be  divided  into  two  sections,  the  latter  of  which  shall  be 
known  as  the  consent  agenda.  One  copy  of  each  matter  to 
be  considered  on  the  Consent  Agenda  is  to  be  given  to  the 
City  Messenger. 

Said  agenda  shall  include  unfinished  business  of  pre- 
ceding meetings,  matters  on  the  table,  assignment,  and 
thirty-day  and  sixty-day  orders  not  acted  upon  in  pre- 
vious meetings.  Said  matters  shall  be  listed  in  accordance 
with  the  order  of  business  as  described  in  Rule  1 3 . 

After  an  ordinance  is  passed,  but  prior  to  its  presenta- 
tion to  the  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel  if  necessary,  may  make  such 
changes  therein  as  will  make  it  correct  as  to  form;  pro- 
vided, however,  its  substance  is  not  thereby  affected. 

Rule  12A.  In  the  event  that  resolutions  or  orders  con- 
cerning the  same  subject  matter  are  filed  with  the  City 
Clerk  for  consideration  by  the  Council,  the  Clerk  shall 
cause  to  have  entered  on  the  agenda  only  that  resolution 
or  order  which  was  first  filed  and  the  name  of  the  spon- 
sor(s)  to  the  similar  resolution  shall  be  added  as  a  spon- 
soring member  to  the  resolution  or  order  which  is  placed 
on  the  agenda.  Such  action,  however,  shall  not  preclude 
any  member  from  offering  an  amendment  to  said  resolu- 
tion. 

Resolutions  of  condolences  and  congratulations  filed 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Rule  37  shall  be 
listed  upon  the  consent  agenda;  provided,  however,  that 
upon  the  objection  of  any  member  to  the  Clerk  of  the  City 
Council,  prior  to  the  scheduled  start  of  said  meeting,  the 
matter  being  objected  to  by  said  member  shall  be  re- 
moved from  the  consent  agenda  and  placed  on  the  agenda 
of  regular  Council  business.  No  such  resolution  shall 
bear  the  name  of  any  councillor  not  indicating  consent  to 
sponsorship. 

All  matters  contained  on  the  consent  agenda  shall  be 
read  as  one  and  the  question  of  adoption  or  passage  of  all 
said  matters  shall  be  by  a  single  motion.  The  quesfion 
shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"The  question  now  comes  on  approval  of  the  various 
matters  contained  within  the  consent  agenda." 

Said  agenda  shall  be  delivered  to  each  member  of  the 
council  by  1:30  P.M.  on  the  regular  work  day  preceding 
the  scheduled  meeting.  Upon  receipt  of  matters  submit- 
ted by  the  Mayor  and/or  Council  members  to  be  consid- 
ered at  a  Council  meeting,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City 
Messenger  to  promptly  deliver  a  copy  of  any  such  mes- 
sage, report  or  any  other  document,  commonly  known  as 
"the  packet",  to  each  Council  Member. 

Order  of  Business  and  Debate 

Rule  13.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  the 
order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  Communications  from  the  Mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials,  and  remon- 
strances. 

3 .  Reports  of  City  officers  and  others. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Orders  and  resolutions. 

7.  Consent  agenda. 

Rule  14.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  follow- 
ing motions  only  shall  be  entertained  and  shall  have  prec- 
edence in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5 .  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 
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7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Motions  and  Orders 

Rule  15.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost 
shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a  motion  to  strike  out 
and  insert. 

Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any 
time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition  or  pending  a  ver- 
ification of  a  vote;  and  that  motion,  the  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the  table,  and  the  mo- 
tion for  the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  17.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  dif- 
ferent from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted 
under  color  of  an  amendment. 

Any  motion,  order,  or  resolution  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a  direct  bearing  on 
the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  and  shall  not  be  further  considered 
by  the  Council  except  upon  report  by  that  Committee. 
There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair 
hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject  to  suspen- 
sion. No  mofion  shall  apply,  nor  shall  unanimous  consent 
to  speak  on  the  matter  so  referred  be  in  order. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  may  report  that  any  mo- 
tion, order,  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is  out  of  order 
because  of  not  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  business  of 
the  Council,  and  its  report  shall  be  a  final  disposition  of 
the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal  which  shall  be  governed 
by  the  same  provisions  as  those  governing  appeals  from 
rulings  of  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  18.  Any  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote,  or 
other  measure  submitted  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  rejected 
without  prejudice,  unless  when  it  is  filed  with  the  City 
Clerk,  it  bears  the  certificate  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
that,  if  adopted  or  passed  in  the  form  submitted  by  the 
Mayor,  it  will  be  in  accordance  with  law. 

Rule  19.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the  presiding 
officer  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except  by  unanimous 
consent  and  every  motion  to  amend  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  copies  of  it  given  to  the  members. 

Committee  Assignment  and  Action 

Rule  20.  When  a  petition,  order,  or  resolution  relates 
to  a  subject  which  may  properly  be  examined  and  re- 
ported upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the  Council, 
such  order  or  resolution  shall,  upon  presentation,  be  re- 
ferred to  such  committee.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer 
any  subject,  and  different  committees  are  proposed,  the 
motions  shall  be  put  in  the  following  order: 

1 .  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  Council . 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  Council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order,  or  resolution 
which  is  referred  to  a  committee  may  be  given  a  hearing 
on  the  same  by  the  committee  before  a  report  is  made 
thereon  if  he  so  requests  at  the  time  of  offering  the  same 
or  before  final  action  thereon  by  the  committee. 

If,  within  twenty -one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members  is  not 
reported  upon,  it  may  be  called  by  a  majority  vote  of  all 
members. 

If,  after  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members  is  not 
reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled  by  a  standing  vote  of 
four  members  of  the  Council. 

If,  after  forty-two  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee is  not  reported  upon,  any  member  may  recall  such 
matter  from  the  committee,  and  such  matter  shall  not 
again  be  committed  to  any  committee  other  than  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole.  A  majority"  of  any  committee 
may  refer  all  or  part  of  any  matter  referred  to  it  to  another 
committee  of  the  Council. 


After  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  year,  any  matter 
which  has  been  in  committee  longer  than  forty-two  days 
and  not  reported  on,  shall  be  placed  on  file  by  the  City 
Clerk. 

Voting 

Rule  21.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression  shall  be 
"Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of  command,  and  the 
form  shall  be  "Resolved"  for  everything  expressing 
opinions,  principles,  facts,  or  purposes. 

Rule  22.  Upon  the  request  for  a  call  of  the  ayes  and 
nays,  the  president  shall  hold  the  calling  open  for  a  per- 
iod no  longer  than  five  minutes,  during  which  time  the 
City  Messenger  shall  summons  all  members  who  are  ab- 
sent from  the  chamber.  The  Clerk  shall  then  call  the 
names  of  the  members  in  alphabetical  order  without  in- 
terruption. Each  member  shall  respond  to  his  name  as  it 
is  called  by  the  Clerk.  No  member  shall  be  recorded  after 
the  name  of  the  next  member  has  been  called  in  the  pre- 
scribed manner,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  the 
members  present. 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a 
question  is  put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by  interest,  shall 
vote  in  the  affirmative  or  negative  or  shall  respond 
"present"  unless  the  Council  for  special  reason  shall  ex- 
cused that  member  from  voting. 

Rule  24.  In  the  event  that  the  sponsoring  member  of 
any  order,  resolution,  or  other  matter,  excepting  those 
contained  upon  the  consent  agenda,  is  not  present  when 
the  Clerk  reads  said  matter,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
instruct  the  Clerk  to  withdraw  said  matter  from  consider- 
ation at  that  meeting. 

Reconsideration 

Rule  25.  When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any  member 
may  move  reconsideration  thereof  only  at  the  same  meet- 
ing. Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to 
thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than 
five  minutes,  but  on  a  vote  upon  any  subsidiary  or  inci- 
dental question  debate  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes,  and 
no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  two  minutes. 

Rule  25A.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been  de- 
cided that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no 
question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless  it  has  been 
amended  after  the  reconsideration;  nor  shall  any  recon- 
sideration be  had  upon  the  following  motions: 

1 .  To  adjourn. 

2.  The  previous  question. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table  or 
postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such  action  in 
either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

Readings 

Rule  26.  Except  for  matters  listed  on  the  consent 
agenda,  every  ordinance,  order  and  resolution,  unless  re- 
ported upon  by  a  committee  or  rejected,  shall  have  two 
separate  readings,  both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the 
same  session  unless  objection  is  made;  provided  that  all 
orders  for  the  expenditure  of  monies,  unless  reported 
upon  by  a  committee  of  the  Council,  shall  lie  over  for  one 
week  before  final  action  thereon.  Whenever  the  second 
reading  immediately  follows  the  first  reading,  the  docu- 
ment may  be  read  on  the  second  occasion  by  its  title  only. 
All  orders  releasing  rights  or  ea.semcnts  in  or  restrictions 
on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land,  all  appropriations 
for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  all  loans  voted  by  the  Coun- 
cil shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate 
readings  and  by  two  .separate  votes,  the  second  of  said 
readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
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after  the  first,  except  in  cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is 
authorized  by  law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order  for  any 
of  the  foregoing  purposes  shall  require  the  same  number 
of  readings  and  of  votes  as  was  required  for  the  passage  of 
the  original  order. 

Rule  26A.  No  ordinance  may  be  adopted  at  the  meet- 
ing at  which  it  is  submitted. 

Committee  Structure 

Rule  27.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall  be 
called  upon  less  than  forty-eight  hours  from  the  time  the 
Council  staff  shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched 
them  by  special  messenger;  provided  that  meetings  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  may  be  held  upon  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Council,  at  the  completion  of  other  Council 
business  and  prior  to  final  adjournment  of  any  meeting  of 
the  council  without  such  notice. 

At  the  start  of  any  committee  hearing  or  meeting  the 
committee  chairman  shall  state  the  procedure  by  which 
the  hearing  shall  be  governed.  Unless  changed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  committee  members,  the  chairman's  proce- 
dure shall  govern.  The  chairman  and  members  of  any 
committee  shall  speak  and  question  witnesses  for  not 
more  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time;  provided  that  the  sponsor 
or  sponsors  of  the  various  committee  proposals  shall  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  make  the  initial  presentation. 

No  committee  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the 
Council  shall  incur  any  expense,  including,  but  not  lim- 
ited to  advertising  and  stenographic  costs.  No  committee 
meeting,  except  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  shall  be 
conducted  on  the  day  of  any  regular  meetmg  of  the  Coun- 
cil. No  committee  meeting  shall  be  conducted  on  the 
same  day  and  time  as  another  committee  meeting.  The 
chairman  of  each  committee,  prior  to  scheduling  a  com- 
mittee hearing,  shall  consult  with  each  member  of  the 
committee,  and  before  reporting  on  any  matter  pending 
before  said  conmiittee  shall  obtain  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  the  committee  in  favor  of  the  said  report. 

The  staff  director  shall,  upon  the  scheduling  of  a  com- 
mittee meeting  or  hearing,  promptly  post  a  record  of 
time,  place,  and  subject  matter  of  such  meeting  or  hear- 
ing and  the  time  at  which  such  meeting  or  hearings  is 
scheduled  and  shall  cause  a  written  notice  thereof  to  be 
delivered  to  all  Councillors. 

Committees 

Rule  28.  The  president  of  the  City  Council  shall  ap- 
point all  standing  committees,  all  special  committees, 
shall  fill  any  committee  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank 
of  the  members  of  each  committee  unless  specifically  di- 
rected otherwise  by  two-thirds  of  the  Council.  All  stand- 
ing committees  shall  consist  of  five  members,  provided, 
however,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  consist  of 
all  Council  members  and  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  shall  consist  of  seven  members.  All  special  com- 
mittees shall  consist  of  three  members,  unless  otherwise 
specified  by  the  president. 

The  role  of  each  committee  shall  be  to  provide  a  forum 
for  in-depth  review  and  analysis  of  all  City  departments, 
boards  and  agencies,  and  to  provide  a  vehicle  for  the  resi- 
dents of  Boston  to  address  their  concerns  with  regard  to 
services  provided  by  the  City  and/or  required  for  the 
common  wealth. 

Committees  shall  focus  upon:  (1)  public  policy,  (2)  ef- 
ficiency of  service  delivery,  and,  (3)  cost  containment,  it 
being  the  goal  of  our  City  government  to  provide  appro- 
priate services  while  ensuring  that  public  monies,  which 
derive  from  our  citizenry,  are  spent  wisely  and  cau- 
tiously. 

Each  committee  shall  recommend  such  changes  in  the 
ordinances  or  statutes  as  will  provide  the  greatest  neces- 
sary service  for  the  tax  monies  expended. 


There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees. 

A)  Committee  of  the  Whole,  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  any  litigation  involving  the  City  Council  and 
all  other  matters  referred  to  it. 

B)  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Transportation, 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  various  inspectional, 
regulatory  and  licensing  activities,  conmierce,  trade,  and 
transportation  policy  of  the  City,  including  promotion  of 
fair  trade,  equal  access,  consumer  education  and  protec- 
tion, including  Council-issued  licenses  and  permits.  The 
committee  shall  define  transportation  policies  for  the 
City,  including  all  issues  relating  to  mass  transit,  the  im- 
position of  tunnel  tolls,  the  effects  of  the  Third  Harbor 
Tunnel,  and  construction  of  the  1-93  Connector,  with  spe- 
cial regard  to  mitigating  the  adverse  impact  of  construc- 
tion on  the  people  and  neighborhoods  of  the  City.  The 
committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  In- 
spectional Services  and  Transportation  Departments,  the 
Licensing  Board,  Zoning  Commission,  the  Parking 
Clerk  and  the  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing. 

C)  Committee  on  Council  Rules  and  Administra- 
tion, which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  City  Council 
rules,  budget,  facilities,  equipment,  staff  and  supplies. 

D)  Committee  on  Education,  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  quality  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  in- 
cluding the  structure  of  the  School  Department.  The 
Committee  shall  monitor  educational  policy  especially  as 
regards  English  language  fluency,  special  education,  vo- 
cational education,  adult  literacy  and  the  need  to  link 
technical  education  to  employment  opportunities.  The 
committee  shall  work  to  strengthen  cooperation  among 
the  City,  State,  private  enterprise,  and  institutions  of 
higher  learning.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  School  Department,  Community 
School  Commission. 

E)  Committee  on  Equity,  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  promoting  equal  and  fair  access  to  public  and  pri- 
vate services  and  facilities  for  all  Bostonians,  including 
males,  females,  minorities,  veterans,  disabled,  and  those 
of  any  religious  persuasion,  race  or  ethnicity,  to  the  end 
that  within  our  City,  the  rights  and  privileges  espoused  as 
the  American  ideal  are  not  denied.  The  committee  shall 
exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Women's,  Compa- 
rable Worth,  and  HumanRights  Commissions,  and  the 
Commission  for  Persons  with  Disabilities. 

F)  Committee  on  Government  Operations,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  organization  and  structure  of 
City  government,  including  departmental  fees  and 
charges.  The  committee  is  charged  with  analysis  and 
evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  City's  organization 
as  it  relates  to  the  delivery  of  services,  with  special  re- 
gard to  delivering  such  services  as  meet  the  needs  of  our 
residents  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the  taxpayers.  The 
committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Administrative  Services,  Election,  and  Law  Depart- 
ments; the  Office  of  the  Mayor  except  those  components 
assigned  to  other  committees;  City  Clerk,  Registrar, 
Group  Insurance,  Executions  of  Courts,  Workers'  Com- 
pensation Service,  Retirement  Board  and  pension  liabili- 
ties. 

G)  Committee  on  Housing,  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  public  policy  involving  the  preservation,  crea- 
tion, and  rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  City,  including 
public  housing  programs.  The  committee  is  charged  with 
evaluation  of  policies  and  programs  of  the  City  to  insure 
an  adequate  supply  of  affordable  housing;  to  insure  fair 
practices  and  consumer  protection  in  residential  housing; 
to  encourage  the  maintenance  of  existing  housing;  to  ad- 
vocate toward  the  goal  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable 
housing  for  all  Bostonians.  The  committee  shall  exercise 
oversight  with  respect  to  the  Commission  on  the  Home- 
less, the  Emergency  Shelter  Commission,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  and 
the  Institutional  Expansion,  and  Rent  Equity  Boards. 
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H)  Committee  on  Neighborhood  Services,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  delivery  of  municipal  serv- 
ices to  the  residents  and  neighborhoods  of  Boston,  espe- 
cially as  they  impact  on  youth ,  elderly,  veterans ,  and  job- 
less persons.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with 
respect  to  the  Boston  Employment  Commission,  the 
Health  and  Hospitals,  Veterans'  Services,  and  Parks  and 
Recreation  departments.  Library,  and  Office  of  Neigh- 
borhood Services,  the  Commission  on  the  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly,  Youth  Fund,  and  the  White  and  Browne  Funds. 

I)  Committee  on  Planning  and  Economic  Develop- 
•  ment,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  physical  and 
economic  preservation  and  development  of  the  City;  the 
relationship  of  the  City  to  the  Metropolitan  Area  Plan- 
ning Council;  planning  of  public  buildings,  including  jail 
construction,  depression  of  the  Central  Artery,  construc- 
tion of  the  Third  Harbor  Tunnel;  the  effect  of  large-scale 
development  on  the  neighborhoods  and  peoples  of 
Boston,  including  avoidance  of  noise  pollution,  damage 
to  the  water  table,  protecting  access  to  homes  and  busi- 
nesses, and  the  trucking  and  safe  disposal  of  construction 
materials  and  debris.  The  committee  shall  exercise  over- 
sight with  respect  to  the  Boston  Industrial  Development 
Finance  and  Boston  Redevelopment  Authorities,  the 
Public  Improvement,  Public  Facilities,  and  Economic 
Development  and  Industrial  Commissions. 

J)  Committee  on  Post  Audit  and  Oversight,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  evaluating  the  efficiency  of  City 
operations,  the  effectiveness  of  City  programs  and  ad- 
ministrative compliance  with  the  intent  of  legislation,  in- 
cluding administrative  regulations  of  departments,  agen- 
cies, and  programs.  The  committee  shall  also  concern 
itself  with  encouraging  cooperation  between  the  City  and 
other  levels  of  government  to  discourage  duplicative  pro- 
grams, coordinate  efforts  to  provide  services  and  maxi- 
mize revenues  available  to  the  City  from  state  and  federal 
sources.  The  committee  shall  exercise  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  Auditing  Department. 

K)  Committee  on  Public  Health,  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  City  efforts  to  stem  disease,  prevent  and 
treat  substance  abuse.  The  committee  shall  concern  itself 
with  efforts  to  prevent  the  onset  of  Acquired  Immune  De- 
ficiency Syndrome  and  to  offer  progressive  and  effica- 
cious treatments  to  those  persons  with  AIDS  or  AIDS- 
related  complex  as  well  as  the  causes  and  effects  of 
substance  abuse;  programs  available  to  discourage 
abuse,  treat  substance  abusers,  and  support  and  assist 
those  impacted  by  another's  substance  abuse;  and  to  en- 
courage, develop,  evaluate  and  facilitate  community- 
based  and  public  educational  programs  related  to  sub- 
stance abuse. 

L)  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  all  public  efforts  to  protect  the  citizens  of 
Boston  from  crime  and  fire.  It  shall  insure  the  delivery  of 
fire  and  police  protection  to  all  neighborhoods  of  Boston. 
The  committee  shall  also  concern  itself  with  evaluating, 
encouraging  and  facilitating  existing  citizen-driven  ef- 
forts to  prevent  crime,  including  arson,  vandalism,  gang 
and  youth  crime,  assault,  housebreak,  and  crime  com- 
mitted as  a  vehicle  of  prejudice.  The  committee  shall  ex- 
ercise oversight  with  respect  to  the  Police,  Fire,  and  Pe- 
nal Institutions  Departments,  the  Suffolk  County  Jail, 
Safe  Neighborhoods,  anti-crime  efforts  financed  by  the 
state  and  federal  governments,  and  county  matters. 

M)  Committee  on  Urban  Resources  and  Historic 
Preservation,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  natural 
and  historic  resources  and  landmarks  of  the  City,  includ- 
ing wetlands,  the  harbor,  and  the  harbor  islands.  The 
committee  shall  have  oversight  with  respect  to  the  care, 
management,  cu.stody  and  use  of  public  lands  and  build- 
ings, except  park  land.  The  committee  shall  involve  itself 
in  the  relationship  between  the  City  and  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission,  the  Massachusetts  Water  Re- 
sources Authority,  the  Boston  Water  aruiSewer  Commis- 


sion; the  problems  of  pollution,  conservation,  preserva- 
tion, and  energy.  The  committee  shall  also  concern  itself 
with  the  implementation  of  voluntary  recycling  and  other 
resource  recovery  efforts,  public  and  private;  protection 
from  improper  storage,  transportation,  and  disposal  of 
solid  wastes,  especially  hazardous  and  infectious  wastes; 
reclamation  of  dump  lands  and  polluted  lands;  and,  the 
means  and  costs  of  disposal  of  waste  products  by  the  City 
and  from  businesses  within  the  City.  The  committee  shall 
exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  Real  Property,  Public 
Works,  and  the  Environment  Division  of  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department. 

N)  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  which  shall  ex- 
ercise general  oversight  with  respect  to  revenues  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  other  component 
units  that  comprise  the  "governmental  reporting  entity'  as 
defined  by  National  Council  of  Governmental  Account- 
ing Statement  Three.  The  committee,  which  shall  consist 
of  seven  members,  may  report  to  the  Council  the  cost  of 
implementation  of  any  order,  ordinance,  program  or 
other  initiative  pending  before  the  body,  and  shall  make 
such  report  whenever  requested  by  another  committee  or 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  Council;  shall  have  referred  to  it 
all  matters  concerning  appropriations,  the  City  budget, 
expenditures  and  loans;  and,  further,  no  appropriation, 
budget  expenditure  or  loan  shall  be  voted  out  of  commit- 
tee except  upon  a  majority  vote  of  its  members.  The  com- 
mittee shall  also  concern  itself  with  the  delivery  of  bank- 
ing services,  including  the  availability  of  construction 
and  mortgage  loans  for  affordable  housing  in  every 
neighborhood  of  Boston. 


There  shall  be  the  following  special  committees: 

P)    Special  Committee  on  Arts  and  Humanities, 

which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  encouragement  of  the 
arts  and  humanities  within  the  City,  including  cultural 
development,  museums,  music,  performing  arts,  public 
art,  art  education,  the  support  and  funding  of  private  art 
and  cultural  amenities  within  Boston,  protection  of  art- 
ists' work  and  living  space,  and  locations  and  opportuni- 
ties to  display  and/or  present  art  works.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Art  Commis- 
sion, the  Mid-town  Cultural  District,  the  Boston  Arts 
Lottery  Council,  the  Commission  on  Arts  and  Humani- 
ties and  the  Office  of  Business  and  Cultural  Develop- 
ment. 

Q)  Special  Committee  on  Redistricting,  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  obtaining  and  reviewing  federal 
census  figures  when  they  are  finalized  and  proposing  an 
ordinance  to  achieve  required  redistricting  if  necessitated 
after  a  review  of  final  census  data  and  public  testimony. 

R)    Special  Committee  on  Tourists  and  Tourism, 

which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  promotion  of  visits  to 
our  City  by  individuals  and  convention  groups,  develop 
programs  whereby  city  agencies  encourage  tourism  and 
best  display  the  assets  of  our  City  to  those  who  visit  us, 
and ,  recommend  legislation  and/or  other  actions  to  make 
Boston  a  welcome  place  for  visitors. 

S)  Special  Committee  on  University-Community 
Relations,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  developing  an 
improved  relationship  between  our  neighborhoods  and 
academic  institutions  impacting  them,  including  the  en- 
couragement of  undergraduate  student  housing,  univer- 
sity master  plans  which  respect  neighborhood  concerns, 
equitable  agreements  for  services  and  payments  in  lieu  of 
taxes,  effective  programs  to  curtail  student  misbehavior, 
and,  mutually  beneficial  programs  allowing  university 
students  to  gain  practical  experience  with  assisting 
Boston  schoolchildren,  residents  and  neighborhoods. 
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CITY  COUNCIL 


Conduct  in  the  City  Council 

Members: 

Rule  29.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak  shall 
rise,  address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  recognized.  No 
member  shall  be  recognized  when  seated  or  when  away 
from  his  or  her  desk.  In  speaking  members  shall  refrain 
from  mentioning  other  members  by  name,  shall  confine 
themselves  to  the  question,  shall  not  use  unbecoming, 
abusive,  or  unparliamentary  language  and  shall  avoid 
personalities.  Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise, 
indulges  in  personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting 
upon  the  character  of  another  member  shall  make  an 
apology  in  open  session  at  the  meeting  at  which  offense  is 
committed  or  at  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  and, 
failing  to  do  so,  shall  be  named  by  the  president  or  held  in 
contempt  and  suspended  from  further  participation  in  de- 
bate until  said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  30.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  a 
question  when  another  member  who  has  not  spoken 
claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speaking  shall,  without 
his  consent,  be  interrupted  by  another,  except  on  a  point 
of  order. 

A  member  may  speak  upon  a  matter  for  no  more  than 
ten  minutes  at  a  time.  A  member  who  has  not  spoken  on  a 
matter  shall  have  priority  and  recognition  by  the  chair 
whenever  said  member  shall  rise.  The  Assistant  City 
Clerk  acting  as  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Council  shall  in- 
form the  president  whenever  a  member  has  spoken 
longer  than  ten  minutes. 

Rule  31.  No  member  shall  engage  in  any  business  or 
transaction  or  shall  have  a  financial  or  other  private  inter- 
est, direct  or  indirect,  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  or  her  official  duties.  A  member  who  has 
a  direct  or  indirect  financial  or  other  private  interest,  in 
any  proposed  legislation  shall  publicly  disclose,  on  the 
official  record  of  the  Council,  the  nature  and  extent  of 
such  interest,  and  upon  doing  so  shall  be  excused  from 
voting  on  said  question. 

Guests: 

Rule  32.  No  person  except  a  member  of  the  Council 
shall  at  any  time  be  permitted  to  occupy  a  seat  of  any 
member  of  the  Council.  The  City  Messenger  shall  en- 
force this  rule. 

Rule  33.  No  person  excepting  officials  connected 
with  the  Council  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anterooms  or 
upon  the  floor  of  the  Council  chamber,  except  upon  invi- 
tation of  the  presiding  officer  Seats  reserved  for  the 
press,  both  electronic  and  print  media,  shall  be  reserved 
solely  for  accredited  members  of  the  press,  or  upon  the 
direction  of  a  Councillor,  a  member  of  his  or  her  staff 
when  seats  are  available.  Members  of  the  press  in  attend- 
ance shall  refrain  from  discussion  within  the  Council 
chamber  with  Council  members  during  a  Council  meet- 
ing. 

Guests  will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  Council 
chamber  when  the  Council  is  in  session,  but  no  one  will 
be  admitted  to  said  gallery  after  all  the  seats  are  occu- 
pied. No  demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval  from 
guests  shall  be  permitted,  and  if  such  demonstrations  are 
made  the  gallery  will  be  cleared.  The  City  Messenger 
shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  34.  No  person,  who  for  compensation  or  re- 
ward acts  to  promote,  oppose,  or  influence  a  matter 
pending  before  the  City  Council  shall  be  admitted  at  any 
time  to  the  Council  chamber  or  anterooms  thereof  unless 
said  person  has  registered  with  the  City  Clerk  stating  the 
nature  of  his  or  her  business. 

Further  Rules,  Amendment  and  Suspension 

Rule  35.  Unless  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of 
these  rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 


Rule  36.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended,  or  repealed  at  any  time,  except  by 
the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the  Council. 
Provided,  however,  that  Rule  11  may  be  suspended  only 
in  the  case  of  an  order,  ordinance,  vote,  committee  re- 
port, or  other  measure  submitted  by  the  Mayor  or  by  a 
Councillor  calling  for  action  by  the  council,  that  is  of  an 
emergency  nature,  namely  that  which  poses  an  imminent 
threat  to  the  peace,  health,  or  safety  of  the  people  or  their 
property.  In  which  case  a  preamble,  which  describes  said 
emergency  in  clear  and  specific  terms  must  be  read  and 
offered  as  part  of  the  motion  to  suspend  said  rule  and 
provided  further,  that  Rule  26A  may  be  suspended  only 
by  a  unanimous  roll  call  vote  of  all  those  present. 

Rule  37.  Council  Accolades.  The  Council  shall  have 
the  honor  of  recognizing  persons,  groups  and  events  of 
significant  importance  to  the  City  of  Boston.  It  shall  be  a 
violation  of  ethics  to  offer  recognition  in  furtherance  of 
any  commercial  or  political  cause.  Such  recognition 
shall  take  one  of  the  following  forms; 

Proper  Bostonian(s)  shall  be  a  person,  a  couple,  a 
group  of  family  members,  oranon-family  groupof  sixor 
fewer  members,  all  of  whom  are  current  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  or  Boston  natives  now  living  outside  the 
Commonwealth,  or  long-time  residents  of  Boston  who 
made  the  major  accomplishments  of  their  careers  while 
residents.  They  shall  have  distinguished  themselves  by 
having  made  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  United  States  or  all  of  the  world.  No  Council- 
lor shall  nominate  more  than  fifty  recipients  (individual 
or  joint)  in  a  year  Recognition  shall  be  by  endorsement 
of  the  nominator  and  the  Council  President,  provided  that 
should  the  President  decline  to  endorse  a  nominee,  it  may 
be  by  vote  of  the  Council.  In  either  event,  the  accolade 
shall  be  filed  with  and  attested  to  by  the  City  Clerk. 

Honorary  Bostonian(s)  shall  be  a  non-resident  per- 
son, couple,  group  of  family  members,  or  a  non-family 
group  of  six  or  fewer  members,  who  are  distinguished 
visitors  to  the  city  who  have  distinguished  themselves  by 
having  made  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  United  States  or  all  of  the  world.  No  Council- 
lor shall  nominate  more  than  twenty-five  recipients  (indi- 
vidual or  joint)  in  a  year  Recognition  shall  be  by  en- 
dorsement of  the  nominator  and  the  Council  President, 
or  it  may  be  by  vote  of  the  Council.  In  either  event,  the 
accolade  shall  be  filed  with  and  attested  to  by  the  City 
Clerk. 

Day,  Week,  and  Month  Declaration  shall  be  made 
only  by  vote  of  the  Council  by  means  of  a  timely  filed 
resolution  appearing  on  the  printed  agenda.  Declarations 
shall  be  limited  to  those  made  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  pro- 
vided for  by  federal  or  state  statute,  and  the  following:  (a) 
to  mark  an  unusual  visit  by  a  head  of  state  or  by  a  native  of 
the  city  long  absent  who  achieved  singular,  international, 
fame  and  repute;  (b)  to  mark  a  visit  by  a  person  or  group 
who  has  recently  been  recognized  by  receipt  of  a  major 
international  or  national  prize  or  award  (including  a  na- 
tional or  international  championship);  (c)  to  mark  the 
twenty-fifth,  fiftieth,  sixtieth  or  seventy-fifth  wedding 
anniversary,  or  the  seventieth,  seventy-fifth,  eightieth  or 
any  subsequent  anniversary  of  birth,  of  a  Boston  resi- 
dent, or  the  twenty-fifth,  fiftieth,  seventy-fifth  or  any 
subsequent  anniversary  of  a  group  or  organization  lo- 
cated within  the  City;  (d)  to  mark  the  retirement  of  an 
employee  of  the  City  with  not  less  than  twenty-five  years 
of  service,  or  the  leaving  of  a  position  by  an  employee, 
appointee,  or  elected  official  who  has  devoted  not  less 
than  eight  years  to  the  faithful  performance  of  a  public 
trust  affecting  the  citizens  of  Boston. 

Condolence.  Any  Councillor  may  offer  a  resolution 
extending  condolence  to  the  family  of  a  person  who  has 
died  within  the  month  preceding.

Whereas,  After  reopening  the  bidding  process,  the 
CVS  pharmacy  bid  was  slightly  lower  than  EPIC  bid,  but 
was  based  on  a  program  change  of  which  EPIC  was  not 
informed  but  CVS  was  informed;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  determined  that  there  were  not 
enough  CVS  locations  in  Massachusetts,  so  Osco  and 
Brooks  joined  forces  with  CVS  to  provide  enough  phar- 
maceutical retail  stores  to  customers;  and 

Whereas,  This  decision  by  Baystate  to  reopen  the  bid- 
ding process  and  its  subsequent  failure  to  apprise  EPIC 
of  the  changes  in  the  program  upon  which  the  bid  was 
based  effechially  reduces  customer  choice  as  well  as  sets 
the  stage  to  squeeze  out  the  small,  independently  owned 
pharmacy;  and

ORDINANCE  RE  WORKPLACE  SMOKING 
POLLUTION  CONTROL  (DOCKET  NO.  0414) 

Couns.  YANCEY,  McLAUGHLIN,  BOLLING, 
NUCCI,  SALERNO,  HENNIGAN  CASEY,  CRAY- 
TON  and  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety-Three 
Workplace  Smoking  Pollution  Control  Ordinance 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  Gen- 
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eral  Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section   13,  and  any  other 
applicable  law,  as  follows: 

Legislative  Intent  —  The  use  of  tobacco  for  smok- 
ing purposes  is  found  to  be  increasingly  dangerous 
and  life-threatening,  not  only  to  the  person  smoking, 
but  also  to  the  non-smoking  person  who  is  required 
to  breathe  air  contaminated  by  environmental  tobacco 
smoke.  The  most  pervasive  intrusion  of  the  non- 
smokers'  right  to  a  healthy,  unpolluted  air  space  is 
the  uncontrolled  smoking  in  the  workplace.  The 
Boston  City  Council's  intent,  by  the  passage  of  this 
Ordinance,  is  to  protect  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
non-smoker  by  regulating  smoking  and  the  discom- 
forting effect  it  creates  in  the  confined  environment 
of  the  work  place. 

Title  —  This  Ordinance  shall  be  known  as  the 
Boston  Workplace  Smoking  Pollution  Control  Ordi- 
nance. 

Purpose  —  Because  the  smoking  of  tobacco  or  any 
other  weed  or  plant  is  extremely  dangerous  to  health 
and  is  a  cause  of  material  annoyance  and  discomfort 
to  those  employees  who  are  exposed  to  it  and  have, 
of  economic  necessity,  to  work  in  the  confines  of  a 
workplace,  the  City  Council  hereby  declares  that  the 
purposes  of  this  act  are  (1)  to  protect  the  public 
health  and  welfare  by  regulating  smoking  in  the 
workplace,  and  (2)  to  minimize  the  toxic  effects  of 
smoking  in  the  workplace  by  requiring  an  employer 
to  adopt  a  policy  that  will  accommodate,  insofar  as 
possible,  the  preferences  of  non-smokers  and  smok- 
ers, and  if  a  satisfactory  acconmiodation  carmot  be 
reached  for  all  employees,  to  prohibit  smoking  in  the 
workplace. 

This  Ordinance  does  not  prevent  an  employer  from 
totally  prohibiting  smoking  in  the  workplace.  If  an 
employer  allows  employees  to  smoke  in  the  work- 
place, this  Ordinance  requires  (1)  that  the  employer 
make  reasonable  accommodation  for  the  preferences 
of  both  non-smoking  and  smoking  employees,  and; 
(2)  that  the  employer  must  give  particular  preference 
to  employees  who,  as  a  result  of  either  a  cardiovas- 
cular illness,  pulmonary  illness,  or  any  other  physical 
condition  affecting  the  eyes,  nose  and  throat,  are  sen- 
sitive to  the  discomforts  of  tobacco  smoke,  and;  (3) 
that  if  an  accommodation  satisfactory  to  all  affected 
non-smoking  employees  cannot  be  reached,  the  em- 
ployer must  prohibit  all  smoking  in  the  workplace, 
and;  (4)  that  all  non-smoking  areas  be  designated  and 
conspicuously  marked  with  signs,  and;  (5)  that  em- 
ployers be  prohibited  from  terminating,  without  due 
cause,  or  discriminating  against  any  employee  solely 
because  the  employee  exercised  his  or  her  right  un- 
der the  act. 
Definitions  —  As  used  in  this  Ordinance: 

(1)  "City  Council"  means  the  law-making  body  of 
the  community  of  Boston  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts; 

(2)  "Board  of  Health"  means  the  municipal  de- 
partment, division,  unit,  or  body  of  the  municipality 
charged  with  regulating  and/or  enforcing  the  health 
laws  or  regulations  in  the  Massachusetts  community 
of  Boston; 

(3)  "Person"  means  any  individual  person,  firm, 
partnership,  association,  corporation,  company,  orga- 
nization, or  legal  entity  of  any  kind; 

(4)  "Employer"  means  any  person  who  employs 
the  service  of  an  individual  person; 

(5)  "Employer"  means  any  person  who  is  em- 
ployed by  any  employer  in  consideration  for  direct  or 
indirect  monetary  wage  or  profit; 

(6)  "Workplace"  means  any  enclosed  area  of  a 
structure  or  portion  thereof  intended  for  occupancy 
by  any  private  or  public  business  entities  which  will 


provide  primarily,  but  not  exclusively,  clerical,  pro- 
fessional or  business  services  of  the  business  entity, 
or  which  will  provide  primarily,  but  not  exclusively, 
clerical,  professional,  or  business  services  to  other 
business  entities  or  to  the  public,  at  that  location. 
The  workplace  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  office 
spaces  or  work  spaces  in  office  buildings,  office 
spaces  or  work  spaces  in  all  municipal  office  build- 
ings, office  spaces  or  work  spaces  in  all  federal  of- 
fice buildings  where  other  than  federal  employees  are 
employed  and  the  federal  regulations  restricting 
smoking  in  federal  buildings  are  not  applied,  medical 
office  waiting  rooms  or  areas  and  other  medical  treat- 
ment facilities,  all  manufacturing  plant  office  spaces 
or  work  spaces  not  under  the  control  of  the  federal 
government  regulations  restricting  smoking  in  federal 
buildings  or  the  General  Service  Administration 
(GSA)  regulations  restricting  smoking  in  federal 
buildings; 

(7)  "Office  Space"  or  "Office  Spaces"  or  "Work 
Space"  or  "Work  Spaces"  means  any  area  occupied 
by  an  employee  during  the  course  of  his  or  her  em- 
ployment, including,  but  not  limited  to,  hallways, 
waiting  areas,  rest  rooms,  lounges,  eating  areas,  as 
well  as  enclosed  motor  vehicles,  ships,  boats,  and 
airplane; 

(8)  "Smoking"  or  "to  smoke"  or  "smoke"  means 
the  inhaling,  exhaling,  burning  or  carrying  of  any 
lighted  cigarette,  cigar,  pipe,  or  other  article,  or  par- 
aphernalia for  tobacco  or  any  other  weed  or  plant, 
and; 

(9)  "Enclosed"  means  an  area,  other  than  a  public 
lobby,  which  is  closed  in  by  a  roof  and  four  walls  or 
sides  or  partitions,  either  complete  or  partial,  with 
appropriate  openings  for  ingress  and  egress. 
Regulation  of  Smoking  in  the  Workplace— 

(1)  Each  employer  who  operates  a  workplace  in 
Boston  must  implement,  maintain,  and  conspic- 
uously post  for  all  employees  to  see,  a  written 
smoking  policy  which  will  contain,  at  a  mini- 
mum, the  following  provisions  and  require- 
ments: 

(a)  Any  employee  may  object  to  his  or  her 
employer  about  the  smoke  hazard  or  dis- 
comfort in  his  or  her  workplace.  Using  ex- 
isting means  of  ventilation  or  separation  or 
partition  of  the  work  space,  the  employer 
must  attempt  expeditiously,  within  thirty 
(30)  days  of  the  initial  date  of  objection,  to 
reach  a  reasonable  accommodation,  insofar 
as  possible,  between  the  preferences  of  all 
the  non-smoking  and  smoking  employees. 
However,  an  employer  is  not  required  by 
this  Ordinance  to  make  any  expenditures  or 
structural  changes  to  accommodate  the 
preferences  of  non-smoking  or  smoking 
employees. 

(b)  If  an  accommodation  which  is  satisfactory 
to  all  affected  non-smoking  employees  can- 
not be  reached  in  any  given  workplace,  the 
preference  and  right  of  the  non-smoking 
employees  to  work  in  a  healthy  atmosphere 
free  from  the  hazards  or  discomforts  of  to- 
bacco smoke  shall  prevail  and  the  employer 
must  prohibit  all  smoking  in  the  workplace. 
Where  the  employer  prohibits  smoking  in 
either  the  entire  workplace  or  in  any  por- 
tion therein,  the  area(s)  in  which  smoking 
is  prohibited  must  be  clearly  and  conspicu- 
ously marked  with  signs. 

(2)  The  employer's  smoking  policy  must  be  an- 
nounced to  all  employees  and  posted  conspicu- 
ously in  all  workplaces  under  the  employer's 
jurisdiction  in  Boston. 
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(3)  Anyone  who  becomes  an  employer  in  Boston 
after   the   passage   of  this   Ordinance    must, 
within  three  (3)  months  of  becoming  an  em- 
ployer, adopt,   implement,   maintain,   and  con- 
spicuously post  for  all  employees  to  see,  a 
written  smoking  policy  with  all  the  provisions 
mentioned  herein. 
Where  Smoking  Not  Regulated  —  This  Ordinance 
is  not  intended  to  regulate  smoking  in  the  following 
places  and  under  the  following  conditions  within 
Boston: 

(1)  A  private  home  which  may  serve  as  a  work- 
place; 

(2)  Any  office  space  leased  or  rented  by  a  sole  in- 
dependent contractor  for  his  or  her  own  use; 
or, 

(3)  A  business  used  exclusively  for  the  sale  of  to- 
bacco products. 

Penalties  and  Enforcement  — 

(1)  The  Boston  Board  of  Health,  having  received  a 
written  and  signed  letter  of  complaint  from  an 
employee  citing  a  violation  of  this  Ordinance, 
must  enforce,  within  thirty  (30)  days,  the  en- 
tire Ordinance  against  violations  by  either  of 
the  following  actions: 

(a)  Serving  written  notice  to  comply  to  an  em- 
ployer, with  a  copy  of  the  notice  to  the 
complainant,  requiring  the  employer  to  cor- 
rect, within  ten  (10)  days,  any  violation  of 
any  section  of  this  Ordinance.  The  em- 
ployer must  also  be  sent  a  copy  of  this  Or- 
dinance at  the  time  notice  is  served.  Upon 
receiving  a  second  signed  complaint  at  the 
Boston  Board  of  Health  for  the  same  or 
continued  violation  by  the  same  employer, 
and  failing  all  other  attempts  by  the  Boston 
Board  of  Health  to  expeditiously,  and 
within  thirty  (30)  days,  mediate  the  com- 
plaint, the  complaint  must  be  resolved  by; 

(b)  Calling  upon  the  attorney  for  Boston  to 
maintain  promptly  an  action  for  injunction 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to 
cause  the  correction  of  such  violation  or 
section,  and  for  assessment  and  recovery  of 
a  civil  penalty  for  such  violation; 

(2)  An  employer  who  violates  this  act  shall  be  lia- 
ble for  a  civil  penalty,  not  to  be  less  than  fifty 
($50)  dollars  or  exceed  five  hundred  ($500) 
dollars,  which  penalty  shall  be  assessed  and  re- 
covered in  a  civil  action  brought  by  the  attor- 
ney for  Boston  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction. Each  day  such  violation  is  committed 
by  an  employer  or  permitted  to  continue  by  an 
employer  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense  and 
must  be  punishable  as  such.  Any  penalty  as- 
sessed and  recovered  in  an  action  brought  pur- 
suant to  this  paragraph  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  treasury  of  Boston  and  become  part  of  the 
general  fund. 

(3)  In  undertaking  the  enforcement  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, the  City  of  Boston  is  assuming  an  un- 
dertaking only  to  promote  the  health  and  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  working  public.  It  is  not 
assuming,  nor  is  it  imposing  on  its  officers  and 
employees,  an  obligation  for  breach  of  which  it 
is  liable  in  money  damages  to  any  person  who 
claims  that  such  breach  proximately  caused  in- 
jury. 

(4)  If  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  is  declared 
invalid  or  unenforceable  by  a  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  the  other  provisions  of  the  act 
shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  but  shall  continue 
in  full  force  and  effect.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  RE  "THE  FAMILY 
PROTECTION  ACT"  (DOCKET  NO.  0211) 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  January  27,  1993,  Docket  No.  0211,  the  so-called 
"Family  Protection  Act." 

The  proposed  ordinance,  which  focuses  upon 
health  benefits  for  city  employees,  is  reflective  of  a 
large  and  very  serious  problem  in  this  country.  As  I 
have  followed  this  matter,  I  have  come  to  understand 
the  discussion  is  not  so  much  about  "alternative  life- 
styles" as  it  is  about  access  to  universal  health  care. 

I  have  been  in  the  forefront  of  the  call  for  univer- 
sal health  care,  and  many  City  Councillors  have 
raised  that  same  cry.  Meanwhile,  our  city  has  shown 
great  compassion  and  creativity  not  only  in  the  bene- 
fits we  extend  to  our  city  employees,  but  with  the 
care  we  provide  through  Boston  City  Hospital  to  any- 
one who  walks  in,  regardless  of  their  ability  to  pay 
—  and,  as  you  know,  we  are  rebuilding  that  hospital 
so  that  future  generations  of  Bostonians  will  continue 
to  have  excellent  health  care  available  to  them. 
Through  our  sustained  efforts,  infant  mortality  rates 
in  Boston  have  declined  dramatically.  Our  newly  in- 
stituted "Healthy  Boston"  program  is  a  farsighted  ef- 
fort to  intervene  in  a  preventative  way  at  a  variety  of 
levels  to  make  this  a  healthier  city.  And,  as  I  an- 
nounced at  the  State  of  the  City  speech,  it  is  our  in- 
tention to  see  that  every  child  in  this  city  is  vacci- 
nated. The  health  care  crisis  cannot  be  resolved  at 
the  local  government  level  but  our  city  has  been  in 
the  forefront  of  caring  for  our  residents  where  we 
can  while  continuing  to  press  for  a  true  comprehen- 
sive solution  on  the  national  level. 

The  "Family  Protection  Act"  proposed  by  the 
Council  has  provoked  considerable  debate  and  discus- 
sion, not  only  on  the  Council  floor,  but  in  the  media 
and  in  the  neighborhoods  and  in  the  Mayor's  office.  I 


have  listened  to  that  debate  and  I  have  been  involved 
in  those  discussions  and  I  have  come  to  understand 
that  it  raises  fundamental  issues  of  common  concern 
about  denial  of  access  to  health  beneifts.  I  have 
learned  that,  despite  the  generous  health  care  benefits 
we  provide  to  city  workers  and  their  families,  present 
programs  exclude  some  household  members  and  can 
leave  them  denied  the  ability  to  obtain  adequate  cov- 
erage even  where  they  are  willing  and  able  to  pay  all 
of  the  additional  costs. 

We  have  great  expectations  that  President  Clinton 
will  fulfill  his  promise  of  a  reform  of  our  health  care 
system  to  provide  for  universal  health  care.  He  al- 
ready has  demonstrated  his  concern  for  the  American 
family  by  signing  the  Family  Leave  Act. 

While  we  await  the  reform  that  can  only  be 
achieved  at  the  national  level,  however,  there  may  be 
more  that  we,  as  a  city,  can  do  to  help  our  employ- 
ees —  not  by  expending  more  scarce  city  funds,  but 
by  challenging  the  health  care  providers  to  lift  the 
barriers  that  deny  the  household  members  access  to 
health  coverage.  Therefore,  I  have  asked  Irene  Car- 
rington.  Director  of  the  City's  Health  Benefit  and  In- 
surance Division,  to  aggressively  challenge  the  health 
care  providers  to  lift  these  barriers.  Her  mission  is  to 
devise  a  Pilot  Program  which  could  extend  access  to 
health  insurance  benefits  to  household  members  de- 
pendents of  City  of  Boston  employees;  the  household 
member  would  pay  the  full  cost  of  the  extended  cov- 
erage. This  Program  must  have  no  adverse  financial 
consequences  for  the  City  and,  consistent  with  state 
law,  there  would  be  no  government  employer  contri- 
bution towards  this  coverage. 

By  Executive  Order,  I  am  also  acting  to  bring  our 
personnel  policies  within  the  spirit  of  the  Family 
Leave  bill  recently  signed  by  the  President.  My  Ex- 
ecutive Order  will  extend  sick,  bereavement,  and 
family  leave  benefits  to  household  members  of  non- 
union City  of  Boston  employees.  I  shall  also  direct 
the  Office  of  Labor  Relations  to  engage  in  impact 
bargaining  to  extend  the  same  benefits  to  the  house- 
hold members  of  union  employees. 

We  will  move  forward  on  this  effort.  But  while  I 
thank  the  Council  for  bringing  attention  and  greater 
clarity  to  this  issue,  I  am  compelled  to  veto  the  ordi- 
nance presented  to  me  for  several  reasons. 

First,  we  are  prohibited  by  state  law  from  doing 
the  things  called  for  by  the  proposed  ordinance.  The 
principal  legal  obstacle  is  the  state  law  governing  mu- 
nicipal employee  health  insurance.  General  Law 
chapter  32B  which  does  not  permit  the  extension  of 
health  insurance  benefits  to  dependents  other  than 
those  specifically  delineated  in  that  statute  (see  May 
1,  1992,  Corporation  Counsel  opinion,  a  copy  of 
which  is  attached).  As  this  legal  issue  can  only  be 
addressed  at  the  state  level,  we  have  filed  a  bill  with 
the  legislature  which  puts  the  issue  in  the  proper  fo- 
rum for  its  debate  and  resolution.  Advocates  for  ex- 
tending municipal  health  beneifts  to  domestic  part- 
ners, such  as  the  Boston  Gay  &  Lesbian  Political 
Alliance  and  the  Massachusetts  Gay  &  Lesbian  Polit- 
ical Caucus,  have  also  filed  their  own  bills  in  an  ef- 
fort to  remove  the  prohibition  contained  in  state  law, 
G.L.  C.32B. 

Second,  it  is  extremely  important  that  we  reflect 
carefully  at  this  time  about  the  fiscal  consequences  of 
new  initiatives.  State  cuts  in  local  aid  and  other  de- 
clines in  the  City's  revenue  require  that  we  be  cau- 
tious in  pursuit  of  new  initiatives  at  this  time.  The 
true  cost  to  the  taxpayers  if  this  ordinance  were  to  be 
implemented  is  unknown,  but  all  who  have  ventured 
an  estimate  speak  in  terms  of  several  million  dollars 
in  the  first  year  alone.  We  simply  must  act  with  fis- 
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cal  responsibility  and  we  do  a  disservice  to  the  tax- 
payers if  we  were  to  enact  this  ordinance  without 
having  the  necessary  hard  data  and  hard  cash. 

There  are  other  legal  impediments  to  the  Council's 
proposed  ordinance  as  well,  of  which  I  will  cite  only 
a  few.  The  provisions  of  the  proposed  ordinance  also 
conflict  with  the  Commonwealth's  present  privacy 
and  confidentiality  laws,  including  the  Student  Re- 
cords Law,  G.L.  c.  71,  s.  34D,  34E  (1990  ed.)  lim- 
iting student  record  access  to  parents  and  guardians); 
the  Public  Records  Law,  G.L.  c.  66,  s.  10,  950 
C.M.R.  32.05(5)  (city  cannot  require  an  individual  to 
disclose  identity  as  a  condition  to  accessing  public 
records;  the  proposed  ordinance  requires  that  the 
City  Clerk  create  a  record  identifying  those  individ- 
uals who  access  certain  records  under  this  ordi- 
nance); as  well  as  some  Home  Rule  and  City  Charter 
provisions.  Even  the  language  of  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance itself  would  make  implementation  nearly  im- 
possible since  many  of  the  terms  used  are  so  ambigu- 
ous and  contradictory. 

In  summary,  as  I  have  discussed  with  a  number  of 
people  including  people  I  met  with  just  yesterday  at 
the  Fenway  Community  Health  Center,  this  issue  is 
about  access  to  quality  health  benefits,  not  about 
choice  of  lifestyle.  Therefore,  I  am  disapproving  this 
proposed  ordinance  while  moving  forward  in  pursuit 
of  a  program  that  will  address  the  injustice  that  oc- 
curs when  our  employees'  household  members  are 
denied  the  right  to  purchase  adequate  health  insur- 
ance.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
January  27,  1993,  Docket  No.  0323,  concerning  the 
posting  of  official  speed  limit  signs  in  the  business 
district  on  Centre  Street  in  West  Roxbury. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  because  the  posting  of 
official  speed  limit  signs  is  governed  by  Chapter  90, 
Section  18  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  This 
law  provides  that  before  posting  an  official  speed 
limit  sign  a  study  of  actual  vehicle  speeds  must  be 
made  at  each  proposed  location  and  the  official  speed 
limit  must  be  set  at  85  percent  of  actual  vehicle 
speeds. 

Rather  than  conduct  this  study  which  is  costly  and 
could  result  in  the  posting  of  an  official  speed  limit 
greater  than  30  miles  per  hour,  the  Transportation 
Department  has  recommended  that  warning  signs  be 
posted  at  several  key  locations  on  Centre  Street  in 
West  Roxbury  reminding  motorists  that  in  thickly  set- 
tled areas  the  speed  limit  is  30  miles  per  hour.  I  have 
directed  the  Transportation  Department  to  take  this 
step,  which  complies  with  the  spirit  of  the  order.

Whereas,  It  makes  much  more  sense  to  have  "Food  not 
Bombs"  work  out  an  agreement  with  the  City  to  do  what 
they  have  the  legal  right  to  do  in  a  way  that  accommo-

Therefore,  the  City  Council  is  precluded 
from  establishing  by  order  its  own  authority  over  the  op- 
eration of  the  Boston  Specialty  and  Rehabilitation  Hospi- 
tal.

It  is  not  feasible  for  the  School  Committee  to  self  insure

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1994  op- 
erating budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  County  of  Suf- 
folk. I  am  submitting  a  $1,318  billion  operating  budget, 
balanced  for  the  ninth  consecutive  year. 

This  will  be  the  last  budget  I  propose  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil as  Mayor  of  Boston.  I  commend  it  to  you  confident  in 
the  knowledge  that  I  am  leaving  Boston  with  its  books 
balanced,  with  'A'  -  rated  credit  on  Wall  Street  —  the 
highest  ever  —  and  with  its  parks,  roads,  and  public 
buildings  in  their  best  physical  shape  in  decades. 

Ten  years  ago  this  month,  I  transmitted  to  the  City 
Council  my  first  operating  budget.  Together  with  the 
City  Council,  we  have  used  those  ten  years  to  put  in  place 
sound  financial   management  practices  that  arc   n^w 
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deeply  rooted  and  have  allowed  us  to  rebuild  this  great 
City  of  Boston. 

A  decade  ago,  Boston  was  weighed  down  by  a  tradition 
of  red  ink .  Now ,  we  are  buoyed  by  a  tradition  of  balanced 
budgets.  Then,  our  infrastructure  was  crumbling  because 
of  a  drought  in  capital  investment.  Now,  we  are  in  our 
eighth  year  of  a  comprehensive  capital  investment  pro- 
gram .  Then ,  Boston  was  effectively  shut  out  of  the  capital 
markets,  burdened  by  below  investment  grade  credit. 
Now,  Boston  is  a  regular  issuer  of  credit  and  enjoys  an 
'A'  rating.  Then,  Boston's  pension  system  was  funded  on 
a  pay-as-you-go  basis.  Now,  the  City  is  adhering  strictly 
to  a  fully  funded  pension  schedule. 

Because  my  Administration  and  the  City  Council  have 
demonstrated  discipline  in  managing  the  city's  fiscal  af- 
fairs, we  have  been  blessed  with  the  capacity  to  improve 
the  quality  of  city  life  for  residents  and  visitors  alike.  We 
can  be  justifiably  proud  of  the  qualities  we  have  brought 
to  the  people  we  serve:  compassion  for  the  less  fortunate, 
better  services  for  homeowners  and  tenants  of  the  neigh- 
borhoods, greater  access  to  city  decision-makers,  and 
spending  within  our  means. 

But,  while  I  am  proud  that  we  have  restored  Boston  to 
the  top  ranks  of  well-managed  cities,  I  am  troubled  by  the 
service  delivery  and  revenue  problems  up  ahead.  Boston 
is  not  alone  in  facing  these  problems.  Consider  the  fol- 
lowing. During  1991  and  1992,  communities  across  the 
Commonwealth,  rich  and  poor  alike,  suffered  24  credit 
rating  downgrades.  That  is  a  rate  of  one  per  month,  an 
unprecedented  trend.  The  service  reductions  we  are  see- 
ing in  community  after  community  are  unacceptable.  We 
recently  issued  a  study  showing  that  38  of  the  state's  40 
cities  have  endured  reduced  police  and  fire  protection 
since  1990,  with  many  suffering  uniformed  staffing  level 
cuts  in  excess  of  20  percent. 

I  have  said  repeatedly  and  say  again:  these  problems 
are  not  of  our  own  making.  So  long  as  state  leaders  insist 
that  municipal  government  rely  on  level  funded  state  aid 
(after  a  $600  million  cut)  and  restricted  property  tax  reve- 
nues, city  and  town  residents  will  experience  reduced 
service  levels.  State  policy  is  all  the  more  unsound  given 
how  rapidly  state  spending  is  rising  today.  Governor 
Weld's  last  three  budget  submissions  have  seen  state 
spending  go  up  by  $2.2  billion,  a  17  percent  hike.  This 
compare's  with  Boston's  1.3  percent  increase  over  the 
same  period  of  time,  well  below  rising  costs. 

There  is  some  reason  for  hope.  I  have  met  twice  re- 
cently with  the  Governor  and  expressed  my  concern  that 
he  address  this  festering  problem.  Perhaps  my  departure 
holds  out  a  new  opportunity  for  this  issue  to  be  resolved 
absent  political  overtones. 

Since  FY  1989,  only  police  and  fire  protection,  public 
health,  public  education  and  youth  services  have  avoided 
expenditure  reductions.  We  can  take  pride  in  having  done 
our  best  to  protect  these  essential  services  from  the  sharp 
cuts  experienced  in  all  other  areas  of  government  opera- 
tions. 

My  proposed  FY  1994  spending  plan  continues  these 
priorities.  Unavoidably,  scarce  resources  in  the  coming 
year  mean  that  service  levels  must  again  be  reduced.  Po- 
lice and  fire  staffing  levels  will  fall.  Fewer  resources  will 
be  available  to  clean  city  streets  and  maintain  city  parks 
and  playgrounds. 

Funds  for  summer  jobs  will  be  reduced.  But  the  antici- 
pated continuation  of  stepped-up  state  and  federal  gov- 
ernment funding  of  summer  youth  jobs  means  Boston 
will  continue  to  have  one  of  the  nation's  best  summer  jobs 
programs.  For  example,  Boston  stands  to  gain  $40  -  50 
million  in  new  federal  fimds  if  President  Clinton's  eco- 
nomic stimulus  package  is  approved  by  the  Congress. 
Included  in  this  figure  is  $14  million  in  Block  Grants  and 
$5  million  in  programs  such  as  summer  jobs. 

Our  support  for  the  homeless  shelter  at  Long  Island 
will  be  maintained  at  current  levels.  The  Department  of 


Health  and  Hospitals  will  be  provided  with  funds  suffic- 
ient to  maintain  its  $4  million  in  general  support  grants  to 
neighborhood  health  centers. 

Most  city  employees  have  endured  three  hard  years  of 
waiting  for  a  new  collective  bargaining  agreement.  One 
of  the  toughest  budget  challenges  I  have  faced  as  Mayor  is 
striking  the  proper  balance  between  meeting  the  service 
needs  of  the  neighborhoods  and  the  compensation  needs 
of  hard-working  city  employees. 

It  is  no  longer  realistic  or  fair  to  expect  city  employees 
and  their  families  to  continue  to  shoulder  the  burden  of 
scarce  resources.  The  FY  1994  budget  allows  for  a  mod- 
est, but  well-deserved,  collective  bargaining  increase. 
Reaching  an  affordable  agreement  which  balances  fair- 
ness to  employees  with  essential  services  for  the  neigh- 
borhoods is  a  necessary  component  of  prudently  manag- 
ing Boston's  long  term  finances. 

We  have  realized  many  economies  and  improved  pro- 
ductivity through  careful  management  during  tough  fis- 
cal times.  There  are  1 ,238  fewer  city  employees  working 
today  than  when  I  first  took  office.  The  three  year  cumu- 
lative impact  of  spending  and  service  reductions  has  now 
reached  $260  million.  This  represents  a  significant  struc- 
tural downsizing  in  the  cost  of  city  government.  Further 
reductions  threaten  to  undo  the  solid  service  and  fiscal 
foundation  we  have  buUt  with  so  much  effort  in  the  last 
decade.  The  state  must  act  before  it  is  too  late. 

Three  and  half  years  ago,  the  Commonwealth  spon- 
sored a  comprehensive  re-examination  of  the  state  and 
local  government  fiscal  relationship.  Known  as  the 
Hamill  Commission,  it  found  that  the  system  of  financing 
local  government  was  in  disrepair.  Today,  if  anything,  the 
situation  is  worse.  Boston  needs  an  additional  $40  mil- 
lion in  recurring  revenues  in  order  to  maintain  current 
service  levels,  cover  the  cost  of  inflation,  and  rebuild  de- 
pleted public  safety  staffing  and  equipment  levels. 

The  weeks  and  months  ahead  will  test  our  ability  to 
move  toward  the  shared  goal  of  financial  independence, 
fiscal  restraint,  and  responsible  service  delivery.  I  look 
forward  to  your  constructive  analysis  and  support.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  an  appropriation  order  in  the 
amount  of  $374,000,000  for  the  Boston  School  Depart- 
ment for  FY94,  submitted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  amended  by  Chapter 
190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  as  further  amended  by  Chapter 
701  of  the  Acts  of  1986,  Chapter  613  of  the  Acts  of  1987 
and  Chapter  108  of  the  Acts  of  1991 . 

This  requested  appropriation  when  combined  with  the 
$4.5  million  in  state  Equal  Educational  Opportunity 
Grant  and  federal  Impact  Aid,  will  make  available  to  the 
School  Department  $378.5  million  for  FY94  in  direct 
operating  funds.  The  School  Department  projects  an  ad- 
ditional $68.2  million  in  categorical  grant  fijnds,  for  a 
total  operating  budget  of  $445. 7  million.  In  addition,  the 
City's  FY94  Capital  Plan  outlines  $191.5  million  in 
school  investment,  a  $13.3  million  increase  over  last 
year's  plan. 

With  the  City  facing  the  fourth  consecutive  year  of  de- 
creasing or  level  local  aid,  I  have  made  the  difficult,  but 
necessary  decision  to  level  fund  the  School  Department 
in  FY94.  The  School  Committee  and  Superintendent 
have  worked  diligently  to  allocate  available  revenues  to 
direct  instructional  services,  despite  a  $4  million  in- 
crease in  fixed  costs. 

Over  the  last  four  years  it  has  been  my  goal  to  hold 
harmless  essential  basic  services  such  as  education,  pub- 
lic safety  and  public  health  and  make  reduction  in  admin- 
istrative departments.  Between  FY89  and  FY  94,  the 
School  Department's  appropriation  increased  by  5.35 
percent,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospital's  by  7. 1 1 
percent,  the  Community  Centers'  by  5.36  percent,  the 
Fire  Department's  by  3.53  percent,  and  the  Police  De- 
partment's by  8. 10  percent,  while  administrative  depart- 
ments budgets  decreased  27.4  percent  over  the  same  per- 
iod. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  School  Commit- 
tee submitted  a  budget  within  appropriation.  At  the  same 
time  the  Committee  is  looking  forward  to  ending  FY93 
with  a  balanced  budget  for  the  third  consecutive  year.  In 
FY94  an  automated  school-based  budget  development 
process  has  been  implemented,  resulting  in  better  coordi- 
nation of  general  funds  and  external  funds.  A  significant 
step  has  been  made  in  the  fiscal  accountability  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee.

An  Ordinance 

Workplace  Smoking  Pollution 

Control  Ordinance. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  applicable 
law,  as  follows: 

Legislative  Intent  —  The  use  of  tobacco  for  smoking 
purposes  is  found  to  be  increasingly  dangerous  and  life- 
threatening,  not  only  to  the  person  smoking,  but  also  to 
the  non-smoking  person  who  is  required  to  breathe  air 
contaminated  by  environmental  tobacco  smoke.  The 
most  pervasive  intrusion  of  the  non-smokers'  right  to  a 
healthy,  unpolluted  air  space  is  the  uncontrolled  smoking 
in  the  workplace.  The  Boston  City  Council's  intent,  by 
the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  is  to  protect  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  non-smoker  by  regulating  smoking  and  the 
discomforting  effect  it  creates  in  the  confined  environ- 
ment of  the  workplace. 

Title  —  This  Ordinance  shall  be  known  as  the 
BOSTON  WORKPLACE  SMOKING  POLLUTION 
CONTROL  ORDINANCE. 

Purpose  —  Because  the  smoking  of  tobacco  or  any 
other  weed  or  plant  is  extremely  dangerous  to  health  and 
is  a  cause  of  material  annoyance  and  discomfort  to  those 
employees  who  are  exposed  to  it  and  have,  of  economic 
necessity,  to  work  in  the  confines  of  a  workplace,  the  City 
Council  hereby  declares  that  the  purposes  of  this  act  are 
( 1)  to  protect  the  public  health  and  welfare  by  regulating 
smoking  in  the  workplace,  and  (2)  to  minimize  the  toxic 
effects  of  smoking  in  the  workplace  by  requiring  an  em- 
ployer to  adopt  a  policy  that  will  accommodate,  insofar 
as  possible,  the  preferences  of  non-smokers  and  smok- 
ers, and  if  a  satisfactory  accommodation  cannot  be 
reached  for  all  employees,  to  prohibit  smoking  in  the 
workplace. 

This  Ordinance  does  not  prevent  an  employer  from  to- 
tally prohibiting  smoking  in  the  workplace.  If  an  em- 
ployer allows  employees  to  smoke  in  the  workplace,  this 
Ordinance  requires  (1)  that  the  employer  make  reason- 
able accommodation  for  the  preferences  of  both  non- 
smoking and  smoking  employees,  and;  (2)  that  the  em- 
ployer must  give  particular  preference  to  employees 
who,  as  a  result  of  either  a  cardiovascular  illness,  pulmo- 
nary illness,  or  any  other  physical  condition  affecting  the 
eyes,  nose  and  throat,  are  sensitive  to  the  discomforts  of 
tobacco  smoke,  and;  (3)  that  the  employer  use  without 
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incurring  additional  expense  to  the  extent  possible  exist- 
ing architectural  design  and  ventilation  systems  to  sepa- 
rate designated  smoking  areas  from  designated  non- 
smoking areas,  and;  (4)  that  if  an  accommodation 
satisfactory  to  all  affected  non-smoking  employees  can- 
not be  reached,  the  employer  must  prohibit  all  smoking 
in  the  workplace,  and;  (5)  that  all  non-smoking  areas  be 
designated  and  conspicuously  marked  with  signs,  and; 
(6)  that  employers  be  prohibited  from  terminating,  with- 
out due  cause,  or  discriminating  against  any  employee 
solely  because  the  employee  exercised  his  or  her  right 
under  this  act. 

Definitions  —  As  used  in  this  Ordinance: 

(1)  "City  Council"  means  the  law-making  body  of  the 
community  of  Boston  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts; 

(2)  "Board  of  Health"  means  the  municipal  depart- 
ment, division,  unit,  or  body  of  the  municipality 
charged  with  regulating  and/or  enforcing  the 
health  laws  or  regulations  in  the  Massachusetts 
community  of  Boston; 

(3)  "Person"  means  any  individual  person,  firm, 
partnership,  association,  corporation,  company, 
organization,  or  legal  entity  of  any  kind; 

(4)  "Employer"  means  any  person  who  employs  the 
service  of  an  individual  person; 

(5)  "Employee"  means  any  person  who  is  employed 
by  any  employer  in  consideration  for  direct  or  in- 
direct monetary  wage  or  profit; 

(6)  "Workplace"  means  any  enclosed  area  of  a  struc- 
ture or  portion  thereof  intended  for  occupancy  by 
any  private  or  public  business  entities  which  will 
provide  primarily,  but  not  exclusively,  clerical, 
professional  or  business  services  of  the  business 
entity,  or  which  will  provide  primarily,  but  not  ex- 
clusively, clerical,  professional,  or  business  serv- 
ices to  other  business  entities  or  to  the  public,  at 
that  location.  The  workplace  includes,  but  is  not 
limited  to,  office  spaces  or  work  spaces  in  office 
buildings,  office  spaces  or  work  spaces  in  all  mu- 
nicipal office  buildings,  office  spaces  or  work 
spaces  in  all  public  buildings,  office  spaces  or 
work  spaces  in  all  federal  office  buildings  where 
other  than  federal  employees  are  employed  and  the 
federal  regulations  restricting  smoking  in  federal 
buildings  are  not  applied,  medical  office  waiting 
rooms  or  areas  and  other  medical  treatment  facili- 
ties, all  manufacturing  plant  office  spaces  or  work 
spaces  not  under  the  control  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment regulations  restricting  smoking  in  federal 
buildings  or  the  General  Service  Administration 
(GSA)  regulations  restricting  smoking  in  federal 
buildings; 

(7)  "Office  Space"  or  "Office  Spaces"  or  "Work 
Space"  or  "Work  Spaces"  means  any  area  occu- 
pied by  an  employee  during  the  course  of  his  or  her 
employment,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  hall- 
ways, waiting  areas,  rest  rooms,  lounges,  eating 
areas,  as  well  as  enclosed  motor  vehicles,  ships, 
boats,  and  airplanes; 

(8)  "Smoking"  or  "to  smoke"  or  "smoke"  means  the 
inhaling,  exhaling,  burning  or  carrying  of  any 
lighted  cigarette,  cigar,  pipe,  or  other  article,  or 
paraphernalia  for  tobacco  or  any  other  weed  or 
plant,  and; 

(9)  "Enclosed"  means  an  area,  other  than  a  public 
lobby,  which  is  closed  in  by  a  roof  and  four  walls  or 
sides  or  partitions,  either  complete  or  partial,  with 
appropriate  openings  for  ingress  or  egress. 

Regulation  of  Smoking  in  the  Workplace  — 
(1)  Each  employer  who  operates  a  workplace  in 
Boston  must  implement,  maintain,  and  conspicu- 
ously post,  for  all  employees  to  sec,  a  written 


smoking  policy  which  will  contain ,  at  a  minimum, 
the  following  provisions  and  requirements: 

(a)  Any  employee  may  object  to  his  or  her  em- 
ployer about  the  smoke  hazard  or  discomfort 
in  his  or  her  workplace.  Using  existing  means 
of  ventilation  or  separation  or  partition  of  the 
work  space,  the  employer  must  attempt  expe- 
ditiously, within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  initial 
date  of  objection,  to  reach  a  rea.sonable  ac- 
commodation, insofar  as  possible,  between 
the  preferences  of  all  the  non-smoking  and 
smoking  employees.  However,  an  employer  is 
not  required  by  this  Ordinance  to  make  any 
expenditures  or  structural  changes  to  accom- 
modate the  preferences  of  non-smoking  or 
smoking  employees. 

(b)  If  an  accommodation  which  is  satisfactory  to 
all  affected  non-smoking  employees  cannot  be 
reached  in  any  given  workplace,  the  prefer- 
ence and  right  of  the  non-smoking  employees 
to  work  in  a  healthy  atmosphere  free  from  the 
hazards  or  discomforts  of  tobacco  smoke  shall 
prevail  and  the  employer  must  prohibit  all 
smoking  in  the  workplace.  Where  the  em- 
ployer prohibits  smoking  in  either  the  entire 
workplace  or  in  any  portion  therein,  the  ar- 
ea(s)  in  which  smoking  is  prohibited  must  be 
clearly  and  conspicuously  marked  with  signs 
such  as:  "This  is  a  smoke-free  building."  Des- 
ignated smoking  areas  will  be  provided  as 
long  as  it  is  not  cost  prohibitive  to  establish. 

(2)  The  employer's  smoking  policy  must  be  an- 
nounced to  all  employees  and  posted  conspicu- 
ously in  all  workplaces  under  the  employer's  juris- 
diction in  Boston. 

(3)  Anyone  who  becomes  an  employer  in  Boston  after 
the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  must,  within  three 
(3)  months  of  becoming  an  employer,  adopt,  im- 
plement, maintain,  and  conspicuously  post  for  all 
employees  to  see,  a  written  smoking  policy  with 
all  the  provisions  mentioned  herein. 

Where  Smoking  Not  Regulated  —  This  Ordinance  is 
not  intended  to  regulate  smoking  in  the  following  places 
and  under  the  following  conditions  within  Boston: 

( 1 )  A  private  home  which  may  serve  as  a  workplace; 

(2)  Any  office  space  leased  or  rented  by  a  sole  inde- 
pendent contractor  for  his  or  her  own  use;  or, 

(3)  A  business  used  exclusively  for  the  sale  of  tobacco 
products. 

Penalties  and  Enforcement  — 

(1)  The  Boston  Board  of  Health,  having  received  a 
written  and  signed  letter  of  complaint  from  an  em- 
ployee citing  a  violation  of  this  Ordinance,  must 
enforce,  within  thirty  (30)  days,  the  entire  Ordi- 
nance against  violations  by  either  of  the  following 
actions: 

(a)  Serving  written  notice  to  comply  to  an  em- 
ployer, with  a  copy  of  the  notice  to  the  com- 
plainant, requiring  the  employer  to  correct, 
within  thirty  (30)  days,  any  violation  of  any 
section  of  this  Ordinance.  The  employer  must 
also  be  sent  a  copy  of  this  Ordinance  at  the 
time  notice  is  served.  Upon  receiving  a  second 
signed  complaint  at  the  Boston  Board  of 
Health  for  the  same  or  continued  violation  by 
the  same  employer,  and  failing  all  other  at- 
tempts by  the  Boston  Board  of  Health  to  expe- 
ditiously, and  w  ithin  thirty  (30)  days,  mediate 
the  complaint,  the  complaint  must  be  resolved 
by; 

(b)  Calling  upon  the  attorney  for  Boston  to  main- 
tain promptly  an  action  for  injunction  to  en- 
force the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  cause  the 
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correction  of  such  violation  or  section,  and  for 
assessment  and  recovery  of  a  civil  penalty  for 
such  violation; 

(2)  An  employer  who  violates  this  act  shall  be  liable 
for  a  civil  penalty,  not  to  be  less  than  fifty  ($50.00) 
dollars  or  exceed  three  hundred  (300.00)  dollars, 
which  penalty  shall  be  assessed  and  recovered  in  a 
civil  action  brought  by  the  attorney  for  Boston  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

(3)  In  undertaking  the  enforcement  of  this  Ordinance, 
the  City  of  Boston  is  assuming  an  undertaking  only 
to  promote  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the 
working  public.  It  is  not  assuming,  nor  is  it  impos- 
ing on  its  officers  and  employees,  an  obligation  for 
breach  of  which  it  is  liable  in  money  damages  to 
any  person  who  claims  that  such  breach  proxi- 
mately caused  injury. 

(4)  Any  revenues  accumulated  from  violations  of  this 
ordinance  should  be  used  only  to  increase  the  pub- 
lic awareness  of  this  ordinance  or  for  public  health 
programs  related  to  this  issue  and  not  reverted  to 
the  city's  general  fund. 

(5)  If  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  is  declared  in- 
valid or  unenforceable  by  a  court  of  competent  ju- 
risdiction, the  other  provisions  of  the  act  shall  not 
be  affected  thereby,  but  shall  continue  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  90  days  after  passage.

(4)  Provided  further  that  no  employer  or  agent  of  any 
employer  shall  require  as  a  condition  of  employ- 
ment that  any  employee  or  prospective  employee 
refrain  from  smoking  or  using  tobacco  products 
outside  the  course  of  his  or  her  employment  or  oth- 
erwise discriminate  against  any  individual  with  re- 
spect to  his  or  her  compensation  terms,  condi- 
tions, or  privileges  of  employment  for  smoking  or 
using  tobacco  products  outside  the  course  of  his  or 
her  employment.  Provided,  however,  that  any  non- 
profit organization  or  corporation  whose  primary 
purpose  is  to  discourage  the  use  of  tobacco  prod- 
ucts by  the  general  public  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  this  statute;  and  provided  that  em- 
ployers within  the  Commonwealth  which  are  regu- 
lated under  M.G.L.   Chapter  22,   Section  9A; 
Chapter  26,  Section  2;  Chapter  3 1 ,  Section  64;  or 
Chapter  41,  Section  101 A  shall  be  exempt  from 
the  provisions  of  this  statute. 
In  any  civil  action  alleging  a  violation  of  this  provision, 
the  court  may : 

( 1 )  award  punitive  damages  to  a  prevailing  employee 
or  prospective  employee  in  addition  to  any  award 
of  actual  damages; 

(2)  award  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  and  costs  to  a  pre- 
vailing employee  or  prospective  employee;  and 

(3)  afford  injunctive  relief  against  any  employer  who 
commits  or  proposes  to  commit  a  violation  of  this 
provision.

act  are  (1)  to  protect  the  public  health  and  welfare  by 
regulating  smoking  in  the  workplace,  and  (2)  to  minimize 
the  toxic  effects  of  smoking  in  the  workplace  by  requiring 
an  employer  to  adopt  a  policy  that  reasonably  accommo- 
dates insofar  as  pyossible,  the  preferences  of  non-smokers 
and  smokers. 

If  an  employer  allows  employees  to  smoke  in  the  work- 
place, this  Ordinance  requires  (1)  that  the  employer 
make  reasonable  accommodations  for  the  preferences  of 
both  non-smoking  and  smoking  employees,  and;  (2)  that 
the  employer  must  give  particular  preference  to  employ- 
ees who  as  a  result  of  either  a  cardiovascular  illness,  pul- 
monary illness,  or  any  other  physical  condition  affecting 
the  eyes,  nose  and  throat,  are  sensitive  to  the  discomforts 
of  tobacco  smoke,  and;  (3)  that  the  employer  use  without 
incurring  additional  expense  to  the  extent  possible  exist- 
ing architectural  design  and  ventilation  systems  to  sepa- 
rate designated  smoking  areas  from  designated  non- 
smoking areas,  and;  (4)  that  all  non-smoking  areas  to  be 
designated  and  conspicuously  marked  with  signs,  and; 
(5)  that  employer  be  prohibited  from  terminating,  with- 
out due  cause,  or  discriminating  against  any  employee 
solely  because  the  employee  exercised  his  or  her  right 
under  this  act.

SECTION  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  following  pro- 
visions pertaining  to  firearms  shall  be  in  effect  in  the  City 
of  Boston: 

Section  1.     DEFINITIONS 

a.   "Firearm"  shall  mean  a  firearm  as  defined  in  G.L. 
c.  140,  sec.  121. 
(1)  "Firearm  shall  not  include: 

(a)  a  rifle  or  shotgun  as  defined  in  G.L.  c. 
140,  sec.  121; 

(b)  a  firearm  which  has  been  modified  so  as 
to  render  it  permanently  inoperable  or 
so  as  to  make  it  permanently  a  device 
which  may  not  appropriately  be  desig- 
nated as  a  firearm;  or 

(c)  an  antique  or  relic  firearm,  movie  prop 
or  other  weapon  not  capable  of  firing  a 
projectile  and  not  intended  for  use  as  a 
functional  weapon  and  which  cannot  be 
readily  converted  through  a  combina- 
tion of  available  parts  into  an  operable 
firearm. 

Section  2 .     RESTRICTION  ON  FIREARMS 

a.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell, 
rent,  lease,  barter  or  transfer  a  firearm  to  any  person  un- 
der the  age  of  twenty -one  (21)  years. 

b.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  under  the  age  of  twenty -one  (21)  years  to  sell, 
rent,  lease,  barter,  transfer,  possess  or  purchase  a  fire- 
arm. 

Sections.     EXCEPTIONS 

a.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  fire- 
arms by  officers,  agents,  or  employees  of  this  or  any 
other  state  or  of  the  United  States,  members  of  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States  or  any  other  state,  and  law 
enforcement  officers,  to  the  extent  that  any  such  person  is 
authorized  by  competent  authority  to  acquire,  possess  or 
carry  a  firearm  and  is  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  or  her 
duties. 

b.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  firearms  by 
dealers  licensed  under  G.L.  c.  140,  sec.  122  to  those 
persons  described  in  Section  3a  herein. 

c.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  fire- 
arms by  persons  who  are  non-residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  while  in  transit  through  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
purpose  of  going  or  coming  from  hunting;  provided, 
however,  that  any  such  person  has  on  his  person  a  firearm 
identification  card  for  the  firearm  issued  pursuant  to 
G.L.  c.  140,  sec.  129B  or  is  a  resident  of  the  United 
States  and  has  on  his  person  a  permit  or  license  to  carry  or 
possess  firearms  issued  under  the  laws  of  any  state,  dis- 
trict or  territory  which  has  requirements  which  prohibit 
the  issuance  of  pennits  or  licenses  to  persons  who  have 
been  convicted  of  a  felony  or  who  have  been  convicted  of 
the  unlawful  use,  possession  or  sale  of  narcotic  or  harm- 
ful drugs;  provided  further,  that  any  such  person  has  on 
his  person  a  currently  valid  hunting  or  sporting  license 
issued  by  the  commonwealth  of  by  the  state  of  his  destina- 


tion; and  provided  further,  that  any  firearm,  while  in 
transit,  shall  be  unloaded  and  packaged. 

d.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  fire- 
arms by  persons  specifically  authorized  to  acquire,  have, 
possess  or  carry  a  firearm  pursuant  to  federal  law. 

Section  4.  PENALTIES 

Any  person  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  to 
a  firearm  shall  for  a  first  offense  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00),  and  for  any  subse- 
quent offense  by  a  sentence  of  no  greater  than  two  and 
one-half  years.

Coun.  YANCEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is.  approved  under  Clause 
(1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  teh  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except  for 
clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form  only: — 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  curretnly  facing  a 
health  care  crisis  among  its  various  Health  Care  Cen- 
ters; and. 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  currently  con- 
fronted with  answering  such  acute  medical  and  social 
crises  such  as  AIDS,  infant  mortality,  lead  poisoning, 
alcoholism,  domestic  violence,  rape,  sexually  trans- 
mitted diseases  and  drug  addiction;  and 
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Whereas,  Maintaining  the  city's  neighborhood 
health  centers  throughout  Boston  is  critical  in  the  ef- 
forts of  providing  every  Boston  resident  access  to  su- 
perior medical  treatment:  and 

Whereas.  Community  Health  Centers  were  estab- 
lished with  the  expressed  purpose  of  relieving  the 
medical  service  gap  left  by  the  disappearing  private 
physician  in  both  urban  and  isolated  areas:  and, 

Whereas,  Community  Health  Centers  are  an  inte- 
gral part  of  the  communities  they  serve  and  that  all 
independently  licensed  Community  Health  Centers 
have  policy-making  boards  of  Directors  drawn  from 
the  communities  they  serve:  and 

Whereas,  Community  Health  Centers  often  are  ac- 
cessible to  and  valued  by  indigent  and  marginalized 
groups:  and. 

Whereas,  Community  Health  Centers  provide  a 
wide  range  of  ambulatory  care  services  to  the  neigh- 
borhoods they  serve,  providing  preventative  outreach 
and  social  services  in  addition  to  their  medical  care 
component;  and.

Whereas,  Family  health  workers  and  street  out- 
reach workers  also  deliver  services  and  that  other 
critically  needed  services  are  also  provided  by  affili- 
ated teaching,  community  and  municipal  hospitals  as 
well  as  municipal,  state,  federal  and  private  agencies; 
and 

Whereas,  Charges  for  services  at  community 
Health  Centers  are  based  primarily  but  not  exclu- 
sively on  (1)  the  total  cost  of  operating  the  center,  (2) 
the  various  funding  sources  available  to  the  center 
via  federal,  state,  municipal  and  private  philanthropic 
funding  and  (3)  the  general  income  level  of  each  cen- 
ter's total  patient  population;  and 

Whereas,  Community  Health  Centers  are  severely 
underfunded  in  their  expressed  mission  of  expanding 
to  meet  crucially  needed  healthcare  services  for  resi- 
dents in  communities  throughout  Boston:  and. 

Whereas,  Community  Healthcare  Centers  are  lack- 
ing the  needed  capital  funds  for  needed  physical  and 
programmatic  and  service  expansion  in  order  to  prop- 
erly respond  to  the  demanding  healthcare  needs  of 
residents  throughout  Boston;  and  now. 

Therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  invested  in 
The  City  of  Boston,  including  without  limitation, 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  176A  Section 
19,  any  other  applicable  laws,  the  following  petition

Section  One.  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  HEALTH 
CENTER  TRUST.  Pursuant  to  G.L.  cl76A  Section 
19,  there  is  hereby  established  in  the  City  of  Boston 
THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  HEALTH  CENTER 
TRUST  whose  authority  and  requirements  are  set 
forth  within.  Notwithstanding  G.L.  cl76A  Section  19 
there  shall  be  established  a  Neighborhood  Health 
Center  Trust  which  shall  have  the  authority  to  receive 
contributions  from  private  teaching  hospitals  and  cor- 
porations within  the  City  of  Boston.  Such  authority 
shall  not  be  vested  with  the  power  to  receive  contri- 
butions from  non-profit,  tax-exempt  municipal  hospi- 
tals within  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  Two.  Statement  of  F^irpose.  The  purpose  of 
this  ordinance  is  to  promote  the  public  health,  safety, 
convenience,  and  welfare:  to  maximize  the  overall 
health  stanis  of  residents  within  the  City  of  Boston; 
to  improve  the  health  conditions  of  Boston  citizens 
who  are  poor  and  disenfranchised;   to  provide  geo- 


graphically, culturally  and  linguistically  accessible 
health  care  services  to  residents  within  the  City  of 
Boston;  to  further  promote  a  stronger  working  rela- 
tionship between  the  larger  full-service  private, 
teaching  hospitals  with  Community  Health  Centers  in 
Boston;  to  provide  an  instrument  and/or  a  mechanism 
whereby  private,  teaching  hospitals  and  neighborhood 
health  centers  within  the  City  of  Boston  can  coexist 
in  an  atmosphere  optimally  benefiting  the  private, 
teaching  hospitals,  neighborhoods  health  centers  and 
the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and  to  establish  a 
financial  relationship  between  the  commitments  of  the 
Boston  non-profit,  private,  teaching  hospital  with  the 
various  Neighborhood  Health  Centers  within  the  city, 
which  serves  a  valid  public  purpose  and  is  in  the 
public  interest. 

Second  Three.  DEFINITIONS. 

"City"  Shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Neighborhood  Health  Center"  shall  mean  any  and 
all  of  the  health  care  centers  currently  existing  within 
the  City  of  Boston.  These  health  centers  shall  be  rec- 
ognized and  in  good  legal  standing  with  the  individ- 
ual and  various  municipal,  state  or  federal  funding 
sources  and  be  recognized  in  good  standing  pursuant 
to  the  various  municipal,  state  and  federal  statutes 
relevant  to  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  Neigh- 
borhood Health  Centers.  Said  Neighorhood  Health 
Centers  must  be  in  full  compliance  with  all  city, 
state,  and  federal  requirements. 

"Neighborhood  Health  Center  Trust"  shall  mean 
the  Declaration  of  Trust  for  the  Neighborhood  Health 
Center  Trust  as  attached  hereto. 

"Health  Crisis"  shall  mean  the  ability  of  applicant 
Health  Center  demonstrate  a  documented  expression 
of  needs  relating  to  improving  the  general  physical, 
mental  or  social  health  of  the  population  it  generally 
and  primarily  serves. 

"Boston  City  Hospital"  shall  mean  that  facility  and 
its  satellites  recognized  and  funded  directly  by  the 
City  of  Boston  and  administered  to  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 

Section  Four.  FINDINGS.  It  is  hereby  declared 
that  Neighborhood  Health  Centers  existing  within  the 
City  of  Boston  are  insufficiently  funded  and  that  such 
a  condition  constitutes  a  health  care  crisis  within  the 
City  of  Boston,  injurious  and  inimical  to  the  health 
and  morals  and  general  welfare  of  residents  of  the  re- 
spective neighborhoods  throughout  the  City:  that  this 
health  care  crisis  contradicts  the  goals  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  its  determination  to  provide  superior  medi- 
cal services  to  every  citizen  and  deprives  poor,  disen- 
franchised, culturally  and  economically  marginalized 
citizens  easy  access  to  full  medical  opportunities 
within  their  neighborhoods;  that  Boston  is  viewed  na- 
tionally as  a  city  possessing  superior  medical  facili- 
ties, schools  and  personnel:  that  Boston  is  recognized 
as  example  of  a  City  with  relatively  complaisant  fis- 
cal regulations  and  a  generally  unmonitored  and  un- 
checked medical  coummunity;  that  there  is  a  uniform 
lack  of  standards  for  taxpayer-supported  private 
teaching  hospitals  in  Boston;  that  there  is  no  formal 
and  uniform  relationship,  financial  or  otherwise,  ex- 
isting between  the  various  full-service,  private,  teach- 
ing hospitals  and  the  various  neighborhood  health 
centers  throughout  the  City  of  Boston  and  that 
Boston's  private  teaching  hospitals  are  supported  by 
federal,  state  and  local  revenues,  and  by  Medicare, 
Medicaid  and  the  National  Institute  of  Health  funding 
for  their  institutions  and  their  doctors:  that  said  hos- 
pitals receive  financing  from  tax  exempt  bonds  and 
tax  exempt  philanthropy,  their  buildings  and  their 
profits  tax  free:  that  hospitals  have  the  ability  to  ac- 
cumulate  vast   amounts   of  discretionary   cash   re- 
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sources  and  securities  without  effective  requirements 
for  charitable  care  or  communit}'  services:  that  there 
is  a  need  for  public  accountability  of  these  tax- 
exempt  private  hospitals  and  that  the  general  public 
could  benefit  from  a  process  which  evaluates  the  fi- 
nancial status  of  private  teaching  hospitals  within  the 
Cit>'  of  Boston;  that  from  1984  to  1992  the  Boston 
private  teaching  hospitals  spent  more  than  S2  billion 
on  new  property,  plant  and  equipment  and  that  this 
sum  was  spent  without  meaningful  community  health 
planning  which  would  prevent  the  duplication  and 
triplication  of  services;  that  these  twelve  hospitals  ac- 
cumulated over  the  same  time  approximately  one  bil- 
lion in  discretionary  cash;  that  a  public  exigency 
ought  to  exist  which  utilizes  financial  resources  from 
the  various  private,  teaching  hospitals  in  Boston  for 
the  direct  and  expressed  purpose  of  supporting  the 
short  and  long  term  financial,  infrastructural  and  pro- 
grammatic interests  of  said  Neighborhood  Health 
Centers  and  that  necessity  in  the  public  interest  for 
the  provision  hereinafter  enacted  is  hereby  declared 
as  a  matter  of  legislative  determination. 

Section  Five.  Appropriations. 

A.  Appropriations  may  be  made  annually  from  the 
general  ftind  to  a  trust,  the  provisions  of  which  are 
attached  and  incorporated  by  reference,  the  trustee  of 
which  is  the  Collector  Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  make  contri- 
butions of  cash  and  or  property  to  Neighborhood 
Health  Centers  so  designated  by  the  Neighborhood 
Health  Center  Trust  Managing  Committee.  Appropri- 
ations are  to  be  made  based  on  the  respective  needs 
of  the  various  Neighborhood  Health  Centers.  In  any 
fiscal  year  appropriations  made  hereunder  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  the  amount  collected  and  reserved 
during  that  fiscal  year  or  prior  fiscal  years. 

B.  The  Neighborhood  Health  Center  Trust  may  re- 
ceive and  accept  directly,  whether  real  or  financial 
from  any  hospital  and  or  foundation  or  any  person 
any  contribution  with  the  said  intention  that  it  be  di- 
rected toward  the  Trust.  The  Trust  will  have  all  au- 
thority of  distribution  of  grants,  gifts  or  contributions 
so  long  as  such  contributions  are  directed  to  the  \ari- 
ous  Neighborhood  Health  Centers  identified  by 
Neighborhood  Health  Center  Trust. 

Section  Six.  Operation  of  the  Trust. 

A.  The  Neighborhood  Health  Center  Trust  shall  be 
required  to  allocate  monies  or  property  to  qualified 
Neighborhood  Health  Centers.  Qualified  Centers 
must  be  located  within  the  City  of  Boston  and  serv- 
ing a  papulation  in  need  of  healthcare  anention. 

The  Neighborhood  Health  Center  Trust  must  insure 
that  Neighborhood  Health  Centers  requesting  assist- 
ance demonstrate  a  need  in  expanding  senices.  phys- 
ical infrastructure  and  or  programmatic  demands. 

B.  Neighborhood  Health  Centers  applying  for  as- 
sistance must  submit  an  affidavit  of  need  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Neighborhood  Health  Center  Trust  Man- 
aging Committee.  The  Committee  shall  then  evaluate 
the  application  of  need  and  award  resources  in  ac- 
cordance with  relative  levels  and  importance  of  appli- 
cant health  centers. 

C.  In  making  any  allocations  the  Trust  and  the 
composite  members  of  the  Trust  Managing  Commit- 
tee shall  require  strict  adherence  to  rules  promulgated 
by  the  Managing  Committee  which  will  ensure:  (1) 
the  most  acute  health  care  needs  are  attended  to  via 
the  allocation  of  Trust  resources  and  (2)  that  popula- 
tions within  low  to  moderate  income  level,  where 
health  care  and  health  education  are  needed  more, 
are  the  recipient  of  disproportionately  higher  resource 
focus. 

Section  Seven.  Severabilirv'  Clause. 


A.  If  any  provison  of  this  f)etition  is  invalid  or  un- 
enforceable by  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
other  provisions  of  the  act  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby,  but  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect.

THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  HEALTH 
CENTER  TRUST 
Know  all  men  and  women  by  these  presents  that 
the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  herein- 
after referred  to  as  "Trustee."  acknowledges  that  he 
or  she  has  received  on  behalf  of  the  Neighborhood 
Health  Center  Trust,  the  sum  of  SI  from  a  donor, 
whose  name,  together  with  the  names  of  all  other  do- 
nors to  this  Trust  and  the  amounts  contributed  by 
each,  shall  be  kept  b>'  the  Trustee  in  a  permanent  re- 
cord, and  agrees  and  declares  for  himself,  that  he  or 
she  shall  hold  this  sum  and  other  amounts  made  to 
him  or  her  as  Trustee,  hereunder,  for  the  uses  and 
purposes,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  powers  herein 
set  forth. 

Article  I 
Name  and  Purpose 
Section  1.1  Name 

This  Trust  shall  be  designated  and  known  as  the 
"Neighborhood  Health  Center  Trust"  (Trust"). 

Section  1.2  Purpose 

This  Trust  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing Boston  residents  with  access  to  superior  health 
care  opportunities  within  neighborhoods  throughout 
the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  intended  to  benefit  Neigh- 
borhood Health  Centers  in  their  various  efforts  to 
improve  the  health  stams  of  the  patients  and  residents 
within  reasonable  proximity  of  applicant  neighbor- 
hood health  centers.  It  is  intended  to  foster  a  coUe- 
gial  relationship  between  the  various  private  teaching 
hospitals  and  the  neighborhood  health  care  centers 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Trust  is  intended 
to  create  an  atmosphere  of  collective  effort  in  ad- 
dressing the  many  social  and  medical  realities  chal- 
lenging the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Trust 
property,  both  principal  and  income,  shall  be  used 
only  for  the  edification  of  Neighborhood  Health  Cen- 
ters within  the  City  of  Boston.  No  part  of  Trust  propn 
erty  or  the  earnings  thereof  shall  inure  to  the  benefit 
of  any  private  individual  except  as  herein  provided. 
Said  Trust  shall  not  take  part  in  any  political  cam- 
paign on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office.  It 
shall  not  be  used  in  any  way  other  than  the  expressed 
purposes  set  forth  in  section  two  of  said  legislation. 

Section  1.3  Method  of  Trust  Collection 

Properties  and/or  monies  received  by  said  Trust 
shall  be  collected  from  the  various  private  teaching 
hospitals  located  throughout  the  City  of  Boston.  Col- 
lections shall  be  based  upon  5  percent  of  annual 
gross  billings  of  each  private  teaching  hospital  within 
said  city. 

Section  1.3.1 

Said  billing  statements  from  each  teaching  hospital 
shall  be  forwarded  on  a  semi-yearly  bases.  Such  pro- 
ceeds based  on  annual  gross  billings  from  each  indi- 
vidual full-senice.  private,  teaching  hospital  shall  be 
presented  on  the  first  business  day  of  each  year. 

Article  II 
Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal 
Section  2 . 1  Method 

All  distribution  and  payments,  both  of  principal 
and  income,  shall  be  made  the  Trustee  upcm  written 
orders  of  the  "Managing  Committee"  hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  Managing  Committee.  The  Managing 
Committee  shall  exercise  all  powers,  duties  and  dis- 
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cretions  conferred  upon  it  through  the  action  of  a 
majority  of  its  members. 

The  Managing  Committee  shall  direct  yearly  allo- 
cations disproportionately,  funding  those  applicant 
Health  Care  Centers  serving  patient  populations  suf- 
fering from  the  highest  mobidity  and  mortality  rates 
within  the  City  of  Boston.  A  survey  of  said  mortality 
and  morbidity  statistics  shall  be  surveyed  on  a  two- 
year  schedule. 

Section  2.2  Distributable  Amount 

During  each  year,  the  Managing  Committee  may 
disburse  financial  allocations  and  gifts  in  accordance 
to  the  annual  net  income  of  the  Trust,  plus  so  much 
of  the  principal  as  the  Managing  Committee  in  their 
discretion  may  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Trust  notwithstanding  nor  contravening  Section  Five 
A  of  said  document. 

Section  2.3  Distribution  Provision 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  in  this  section  to  the 
contrary,  neither  the  Trustee  nor  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee shall  engage  in  any  activity,  nor  shall  any 
funds  be  disbursed  by  the  Managing  Committee,  ex- 
cept in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  or  similar  provisions  of 
municipal  and/or  state  revenue  acts  as  they  may  per- 
tain to  entities  organized  and  operated  exclusively  for 
charitable  and  educational  purposes. 

Article  III 
The  Managing  Committee 
Section  3 . 1  Composition  of  Committee 
The  Managing  Committee  which  shall  determine 
all  distributions  and  payments  of  Trust  property  shall 
consist  of  nine  members  who  shall  to  the  extent  pos- 
sible reflect  a  demographic  composition  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  who  shall  serve  in  a  fiduciary  capacity 
without  compensation;  provided,  however,  they  shall 
be  reimbursed   for  all  expenses   reasonably   incurred 
by  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.   The 
Managing  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  following 
persons,  each  of  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  shall  hold  office  until  the  appointment 
and  qualification  of  his/her  successor: 

1.  Collector-Treasurer 

2.  Two  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 

3.  Two  members  appointed  by  the  various  Boston 
teaching  hospitals. 

4.  Four  members  appointed  as  representatives  from 
the  total  number  of  operating  Neighborhood  Health 
Centers  within  the  City  of  Boston. 

3.2  Appointments 

Each  successor  shall  be  designated  within  sixty 
days  after  the  expiration  of  a  term.  If  such  a  designa- 
tion is  not  made,  the  member  whose  term  has  ex- 
pired shall  be  deemed  re-appointed  for  another  fiill 
term. 

Section  4.1  Term  of  Managing  Committee  Member 

The  term  of  office  of  each  Committee  member 
shall  last  two  years,  provided,  however,  that  term  in 
office  of  the  initial  appointees  shall  expire  in  January 
1994.  In  the  event  that  any  Managing  Committee 
member  shall  withdraw,  resign,  die,  become  incapac- 
itated or  become  otherwise  unable  to  serve,  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Boston  City  Council  shall  appoint  a  sub- 
stitute Committee  member  to  serve  the  remainder  of 
the  unexpired  term. 

Section  4.2  Election  of  a  Chairperson 

The  Managing  Committee  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  chairperson  to  serve  a  one-year  term. 

Section  4.3  Organization  of  the  Committee 

The  Managing  Committee  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  the  Managing 


Committee,  and  such  other  officers  or  employees  as 
it  shall  deem  necessary;  provided,  however,  the  Man- 
aging Committee  shall  not  expend  in  excess  of 
$120,000  annually  for  administrative  purposes,  ad- 
justed annually  or  semi-annually  to  reflect  inflation. 
The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Managing  Committee  and  shall  be  the  custo- 
dian of  books,  documents,  and  papers  filed  with  the 
Managing  Committee.  The  Managing  Committee 
shall  provide  for  regular  and  special  meetings.  The 
Managing  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt 
procedural  rules  for  the  regulation  of  its  affairs  and 
the  conduct  of  its  business.  A  majority  of  the  Manag- 
ing Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  the  act 
of  a  majority  of  the  full  Managing  Committee  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  the  act  of  the  Managing  Committee. 
The  Managing  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to 
adopt  substantive  rules,  policies  and  regulations  in 
connection  with  the  performance  of  its  functions  and 
duties;  provided,  however,  such  rule,  policy  or  regu- 
lation shall  not  contravene  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance  establishing  the  transfer  of  monies  to 
the  Trust;  provided  further,  however,  such  rule,  pol- 
icy or  regulation  shall  be  effective  fourteen  days  after 
the  date  of  publication  unless  prior  thereto  the  City 
of  Boston,  by  the  majority  of  all  of  its  members, 
shall  vote  to  rescind  such  rule,  regulation  or  policy. 

4.4  Compensation  for  Managing  Committee  Em- 
ployees 

The  Managing  Committee  shall  fix  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid  to  all  employee  other  than  members 
of  the  Managing  Committee.  Such  compensation  and 
all  expenses  of  the  Managing  Committee  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Trustees  from  Trust  accounts  and  prop- 
erty upon  receipt  of  vouchers  therefor  certified  by  the 
Managing  Committee  or  by  an  officer  designated  for 
the  purpose. 

Section  4.5  Orders  to  the  Trustee 

All  distributions  and  payments  shall  be  made  by 
the  Trustee  only  upon  written  orders  signed  by  the 
majority  of  the  Managing  Committee  stating  that 
such  orders  were  authorized  by  votes  passed  at  prop- 
erly called  meetings  of  the  Managing  Committee  and 
such  orders  shall  constitute  full  and  complete  author- 
ity to  the  Trustee  for  the  making  of  the  distributions 
or  payments  therein  called  for.  The  Managing  Com- 
mittee, however,  may  in  its  rules  provide  for  pay- 
ments of  sums  less  than  $300  upon  orders  signed  by 
an  officer  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  Manag- 
ing Committee. 

Section  4.6  Incorporation  of  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee 

If  the  Managing  Committee  deems  it  desirable,  the 
Managing  Committee  may  become  incorporated  as  a 
charitable  corporation  under  chapter  180  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or 
under  any  statutory  successor  to  said  chapter,  for  the 
purpose  of  performing  the  duties  and  powers  herein 
given  to  the  Managing  Commottee,  and  the  charter 
or  bylaws  of  such  corporation  shall  include,  by  refer- 
ence or  otherwise,  such  of  the  limitations  and  provi- 
sions hereof  as  relate  to  such  corporation  or  its  mem- 
bers and  such  as  relate  to  the  Managing  Committee 
and  apply  to  such  corporation  or  its  members.  Ex- 
cept as  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  said  chapter 
180,  the  members  of  the  corporation  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Managing  Committee.  Such  corporation 
shall  act  by  the  majority  vote  of  its  members.  In  gen- 
eral, all  of  the  provisions  of  this  Trust  relating  to  the 
Managing  Committee  and  its  members  shall  apply  to 
such  corporation  and  its  members;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  following  provisions,  even  though  in 
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conflict  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  trust, 
shall  govern: 

Section  4.6.1 

The  corporation  may  appoint  such  employees  or 
agents  as  it  deems  necessary.  The  expenses  of  the 
corporation,  including  such  compensation  to  the  em- 
ployees or  agents  thereof  as  the  corporation  may  fix 
and  the  Trustees  approve,  shall  be  paid  by  the  corpo- 
ration out  of  the  Trust  property;  provided,  however, 
the  corporation  shall  not  expend  in  the  excess  of 
$120,000  annually  for  administrative  expenses,  ad- 
justed to  reflect  inflation.  The  members  of  the  corpo- 
ration shall  serve  without  compensation;  provided, 
however,  members  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  ex- 
penses reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties. 

Section  4.6.2 

The  accounts  of  said  corporation  showing  receipts 
and  disbursements  on  account  of  income  and  on  ac- 
count of  principal  shall  annually  be  audited  by  an  in- 
dependent auditor  employed  by  the  Trustee,  whose 
reasonable  compensation  shall  be  paid  by  the  Trustee 
out  of  Trust  property. 

Section  4.6.3 

If  it  finally  shall  be  determined  by  decree  of  court 
that  the  incorporation  of  the  Managing  Committee  is 
for  any  reason  invalid,  then  the  Managing  Committee 
shall  forthwith  exercise  the  rights,  powers  and  duties 
given  to  it  as  fully  as  though  it  had  never  been  incor- 
porated. 

Section  4.6.4 

The  Trustee  and  the  corporation  may,  if  they  deem 
it  desirable,  dissolve  said  corporation,  and  after  such 
dissolution,  the  Managing  Committee  shall  exercise 
all  of  the  powers  and  duties  and  responsibilities  given 
to  it  as  fully  and  completely  as  if  said  corporation 
had  never  been  formed. 

Section  4.6.5 

If  the  corporation  shall  cease  to  act  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  4.6.3  hereof  or  if  it  shall  be  dissolved 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  4.6.4  hereof,  the 
then  members  of  the  corporation  shall  continue  to 
function  as  the  then  members  of  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee as  though  the  corporation  had  never  been 
formed. 

Article  IV 
Powers  of  the  Trustee 

Section  5.1 

The  Trustee  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  Trust 
property  and  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  and  au- 
thority to  invest  and  reinvest,  manage  and  held  Trust 
property  and/or  resources  for  the  purposes  of  pre- 
serving or  enhancing  the  Trust  property,  with  all  the 
rights,  and  privileges  pertaining  to  Trust  management 
which  are  granted  to  a  trustee  by  the  law  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  5.2  Particular  Powers 

Without  in  any  way  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  the  Trustee  shall  also  have  the  following 
powers  and  authority: 

Section  5.2.1 

For  the  purposes  set  forth  in  section  5.1  hereof,  to 
sell,  transfer,  exhange  or  convey  any  of  the  trust 
property  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  in  such 
manner  and  form  as  he/she  shall  deem  best,  and  exe- 
cute, acknowledge,  deliver  and  record  and  contract 
or  other  instrument  relating  to  the  trust  property 
which  he  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable. 

Section  5.2.2 

For  accounting  purposes  only  to  determine  to  what 
extent  money  and  other  property  coming  into  his  or 
her  possession,  in  order  to  do  justice  and  equity. 
shall  be  deemed  principal  or  income,  and  to  appor- 


tion the  same  between  principal  and  income  to  the 
extent  he/she  determines. 

Section  5.2.3 

To  determine  the  mode  in  which  expenses  inciden- 
tal to  the  administration  of  the  Trust  shall  be  borne 
as  between  principal  and  income,  and  to  apportion 
the  same  between  principal  and  income. 

Section  5.2.4 

To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  a 
part  of  the  Trust  property  or  refrain  from  doing  so  as 
he  or  she  shall  determine. 

Section  5.2.5 

To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  secu- 
rity given  to  the  Trust  for  as  long  a  period  as  he  or 
she  deems  advisable  subject  to  limitations  imposed 
on  the  gift. 

Section  5.2.6 

To  compromise,  arbitrate  or  otherwise  adjust 
claims  in  favor  of  or  against  the  Trust,  including 
claims  for  taxes,  either  in  total  or  partial  satisfaction 
of  any  indebtedness  or  other  obligation  and,  subject 
to  the  provisions  hereof,  to  continue  to  hold  the  same 
for  such  period  of  time  as  the  Trustee  may  deem  ap- 
propriate. 

Section  5.2.7 

In  exercising  the  powers  and  authority,  whether 
discretionary  or  otherwise,  given  to  the  Trustee,  to 
do  so  through  agents  or  employees  appointed  by  him 
or  her  and  to  select  and  employ  suitable  agents  and 
employees,  and  to  pay  their  reasonable  compensation 
and  expenses. 

Article  V 
Accounts 
The  Trustee  shall  submit,  on  behalf  of  the  Manag- 
ing Committee,  an  annual  account  of  the  Trust  to  the 
City  of  Boston's  City  Clerk  and  to  the  Division  of 
Public  Charities  of  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  to 
such  other  office  of  said  Commonwealth  as  shall  be 
authorized  to  receive  accounts  of  public  charities. 
Said  account  shall  be  the  result  of  an  independent  au- 
dit. 

Article  VI 
Dissolution 
It  is  intended  that  this  Trust  shall  continue  in  per- 
petuity; provided,  however,  if  for  any  reason  it  be- 
come impossible  so  to  do,  then  this  Trust  may  be 
terminated  upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  and  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  Thereupon 
the  Mayor  shall  determine  how  the  Trust  property 
and  resources  shall  be  used  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  and  all  applicable  law. 


Article  VII 
Miscellaneous 

Section  7.1  Titles  and  Subtitles 

Titles  of  the  articles  and  titles  and  subtitles  of  the 
sections  are  placed  herein  for  reference  only,  and  in 
case  of  any  conflict,  the  text  of  this  instrument,  other 
than  such  titles  and  subtitles,  shall  be  controlling. 

Section  7.2  Governed  by  Massachusetts  Laws 

This  Trust  shall  at  all  times  be  governed,  construed 
and  administered  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachu.setts. 

Section  7.3  Counterpart  Copies 

This  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  printed  and  exe- 
cuted in  as  many  counterparts  as  deemed  desirable, 
each  of  which  shall  be  always  be  kept  on  file  and 
open  to  public  inspection  in  the  Office  of  the  Boston 
City  Clerk. 
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Section  7.4  Recording 

One  executed  copy  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Office 
of  the  Boston  City  Clerk,  the  Division  of  Public 
Charities  of  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Office  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. Any  amendment  shall  take  effect  only  when  so 
recorded. 

Article  VIII 
Amendments 

This  Trust  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  the  ma- 
jority of  vote  of  the  Managing  Committee;  provided, 
however,  no  change  made  pursuant  to  this  section 
shall  change  in  any  way  the  purposes  of  this  Trust  as 
set  forth  in  Article  I  sections  1.2,  and  Articles  II  and 
III,  all  sections.  Any  amendment  made  pursuant  to 
this  section  shall  be  attached  to  each  original  counter- 
part of  this  instrument  and  shall  be  duly  recorded  as 
provided  in  section  7.4  hereof.

I  retransmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1994 
operating  budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  County  of 
Suffolk.  This  $1 .332  billion  operating  budget  will  be  the 
City's  ninth  balanced  budget  in  as  many  years. 

My  administration  and  the  City  Council  have  always 
worked  cooperatively  to  ensure  that  the  City's  budget  for 
the  upcoming  year  is  approved  on  time  and  is  balanced. 
As  a  result  of  extensive  Council  hearings  and  other  dis- 
cussions we  have  had,  I  am  today  resubmitting.a  pro- 
posed budget  which  responds  to  significant  concerns  that 
you  have  raised. 


First,  I  am  recommending  an  additional  $2  million  to 
the  Police  Department  to  add  a  new  class  of  100  police 
recruits.  These  new  officers  will  support  Boston's  com- 
munity policing  effort  and  address  the  public  safety 
needs  of  all  our  neighborhoods. 

Second,  this  budget  includes  an  additional  $1.2  million 
to  expand  the  summer  job  program  for  Boston  youth.  It  is 
disappointing  that  the  federal  government  has  been  un- 
able to  pass  a  summer  jobs  program  that  is  so  important 
to  our  City.  Similarily,  it  appears  that  the  Common- 
wealth will  not  increase  its  commitment  to  this  effort. 
But  we  cannot  stand  by  when  there  is  a  clear  and  pressing 
need  for  summer  employment  in  the  next  few  weeks. 
This  increased  appropriation  will  help  to  address  that 
need. 

Funding  for  these  increased  appropriations  will  come 
from  an  additional  $3.2  million  in  recurring  departmen- 
tal revenue  as  a  result  of  new  federal  Medicaid  reim- 
bursements to  Boston.  These  new  funds  are  available  as  a 
result  of  efforts  begun  two  years  ago  to  enact  a  change  in 
state  law  that  was  finally  approved  May  20,  1993. 

Finally,  I  recommend  increasing  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals'  appropriation  to  provide  for  a  full 
year  of  funding  for  Boston  Specialty  and  Rehabilitation 
Hospital  (BSRH).  This  recommendation  reflects  the  sig- 
nificant progress  that  has  been  made  to  reduce  the  operat- 
ing deficit  at  BSRH  and  is  based  on  an  operating  plan  that 
limits  the  City  subsidy  to  not  more  than  $2  million.  This 
ambitious  target  will  require  careful  monitoring  of 
BSRH  expenses,  revenue  projections,  and  cash  receipts 
to  ensure  that  the  subsidy  does  not  grow  beyond  the 
planned  amount. 

DHH  revenues  are  estimated  to  increase  by  $7.28  mil- 
lion as  a  result  of  full  year  BSRH  operation.  The  $3.3 
million  balance  needed  to  support  the  increased  DHH 
appropriation  will  be  drawn  from  revenues  received 
from  the  Central  Artery  land  sale. 

This  proposed  budget  reflects  a  responsible  spending 
plan  for  fiscal  year  1994.  We  share  a  mutual  responsibil- 
ity to  ensure  that  the  City's  limited  resources  are  directed 
to  our  most  important  service  priorities.  In  that  context,  I 
respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  this  order.

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  on  six  separate  occa- 
sions expressed  its  unanimous  opinion  that  the  practice 
of  going  as  far  back  as  fifteen  years  to  collect  allegedly 
overdue  excise  taxes  was  not  only  inconsistent  with 
Mass.  General  Laws  C.  60A,  sections  2,  3  and  35;  and 
C.  62C,  sect.  65,  but  was  also  inconsistent  with  the  due 
process  provisions  of  the  state  and  federal  constitution 
inasmuch  as  few  people  keep  excise  tax  records  beyond 
six  years,  and  are  therefore  unable  to  document  pay- 
ment, sale  or  theft  of  their  automobile:  and 

Whereas,  On  April  30,  1991 ,  the  collector-treasurer  in 
a  press  release  on  the  subject  stated  that  six-year  collec- 
tion policy  would  be  followed  except  for  those  individ- 
uals who  allegedly  owed  excise  taxes  for  multiple  years 
beyond  six  years: 

Given  the  fact  that  most  people  do  not  maintain  records 
beyond  six  years  and  given  the  concern  over  the  quality 
of  the  data  history  with  respect  to  Registry  records.  [Em- 
phasis added] 
;  and 

Whereas,  On  August  13,  1991,  the  admmistration 
agreed  to  abide  by  a  six-year  limit  on  collections  of  al- 
leged overdue  (delinquent)  excise  taxes;  and 

Whereas,  On  August  17,  1992,  Urban  Tax  Services, 
which  has  been  designated  by  the  city  as  Deputy  Collec- 
tor of  Taxes  for  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  provisions 
of  M.G.L.  C.  60,  sect.  92,  filed  suit  in  Suffolk  Superior 
Court  seeking  Declaratory  Judgment  and  Mandamus,  re- 
garding collection  of  taxes  beyond  six  years,  citing  C. 
653  of  the  Acts  of  1989,  amending  C.  233  of  the  Acts  of 
1983,  as  controlling,  and  that  court  action  is  outstanding; 
and 

Whereas,  C.  653  of  the  Acts  of  1989  provides  a  mech- 
anism by  which  the  Registry  marks  outstanding  bills,  and 
the  Registry  marks  bills  going  back  six  years  based  on  C. 
60A,  sections  263,  and  C.  62C,  sects.  65;  and 

Whereas,  On  August  26,  1992,  counsel  for  the 
collector-treasurer  wrote  Urban  Tax  Services  and  stated: 

While  any  pre- 1986  taxes  remain  due  and  owing,  UTS 
and  the  city  must  recognize  the  limitations  of  the  Regis- 
try of  Motor  Vehicles'  non  renewal  program  .  .'. 
;  and 
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Whereas,  The  documented  number  of  instances  where 
the  excise  allegedly  due  and  owing  has  been  shown  to  be 
in  error  because  of  faulty  city  records;  and 

Whereas,  Given  the  high  error  rate  of  existing  records 
and  the  fact  that  innocent  people  have  been  snared  along 
with  the  guilty,  and  both  may.  indeed,  be  required  at 
some  undetermined  date  in  the  future  to  pay  the  pre- 1986 
excise  tax  allegedly  due  and  owing;  and 

Whereas,  Regardless  of  the  amount  of  money  which 
may  be  collected  if  the  city  pursues  pre- 1986  bills,  the 
process  of  appeal  will  be  rendered  futile  and  meaningless 
because  of  the  city's  inexplicable,  extended  and  injurious 
delay  in  exercising  its  collection  obligation;  and 

Whereas,  Fundamental  fairness  dictates  that  govern- 
ment not  impose  obstacles  to  due  process  which  a  citizen 
cannot  hope  to  overcome;  and 

Whereas,  Confusing  signals  as  to  how  long  an  excise 
tax  bill/receipt  should  be  maintained,  as  well  as  the  ques- 
tionable accuracy  of  data  used  in  collections,  are  obsta-

Section  I .  Section  1  of  chapter  665  of  the  acts  of 
1956,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  77  of  the 
acts  of  1958,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  three  paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  three  paragraphs: 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  planning  department  of 
the  city  of  Boston,  or  in  such  other  department  of 
said  city  as  the  city  council  of  said  city  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  of  said  city  shall  from  time  to 
time  determine,  a  board,  known  as  the  zoning  com- 
mission, consisting  of  eleven  zoning  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  city  council,  as  follows:  one  commissioner  from 
two  candidates  nominated  by  the  Greater  Boston  La- 
bor Council  AFL-CIO;  one  commissioner  from  two 
candidates  nominated  by  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Es- 
tate Board;  one  commissioner  from  two  candidates 
nominated  one  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects 
and  one  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Landscape  Archi- 
tects; one  commissioner  from  two  candidates  nomi- 
nated by  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce; 
one  conmiissioner  from  two  candidates  nominated  by 
the  Building  Trades  Employers'  Association;  three 
commisssioners  selected  at  large  by  the  mayor,  of 
whom  one  shall  own  alone  or  with  one  or  more  other 
persons,  and  shall  occupy  in  whole  or  in  part  as  her 
or  his  place  of  residence,  a  dwelling  house  having 
not  more  than  three  dwelling  units;  and  three  com- 
missioners selected  by  the  mayor  each  of  whom  has 
served  for  at  least  one  year  (1)  as  an  officer  or  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  or  similar  govern- 
ing body  of  a  residential  neighborhood  organization 
which  (a)  is  a  non-profit  organization  consisting  pri- 
marily of  residents  of  a  specific  neighborhood;  (b) 
has  at  least  twenty-five  members;  (c)  allows  any  resi- 
dent of  the  neighborhood  to  join  as  a  member;  (d) 
has  as  a  principal  purpose  the  preservation  of  the 
quality  of  residential  life  in  the  neighborhood;  and  (e) 
has  been  in  existence  for  at  least  two  years;  or  (2)  as 
a  member  of  a  residential  neighborhood  organization 
which  (a)  has  been  established  by  the  mayor;  (b) 
consists  primarily  of  residents  of  a  specific  neighbor- 
hood; and  (c)  has  as  a  principal  purpose  the  preser- 
vation of  the  quality  of  residential  life  in  the  neigh- 
borhood; provided  that  any  person  appointed  from  a 
residential  neighborhood  organization  under  this  sec- 
tion is  a  resident  of  the  neighborhood  represented  by 
the  residential  neighborhood  organization  in  which  he 
or  she  has  served.  The  three  commissioners  from 
residential  neighborhood  organizations  shall  reside  at 
the  time  of  their  respective  appointments  in  different 
city  council  districts.  All  zoning  commissioners  shall 
be  residents  of  Boston. 

Appointments  of  zoning  commissioners  shall  be  for 
terms  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a 
zoning  commissioner  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired 
term  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  original  ap- 
pointment to  such  terms  was  made.  Any  zoning  com- 
missioner absent  from  more  than  one-third  of  the 
public  hearings  of  the  commission  held  within  a 
twelve-month  period  during  her  or  his  term  may  be 
removed  from  the  commission  by  the  mayor  at  his 
discretion  by  notice  to  the  city  council;  provided  that 
there  were  at  least  three  public  hearings  of  the  com- 
mission during  the  twelve-month  period.  Any  zoning 
commissioner  so  removed  shall  not  be  subject  to  re- 
appointment to  the  commission.  Any  vacancy  caused 
by  the  removal  of  a  zoning  commissioner  for  absence 
shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  same 
manner  in  which  the  original  appointment  to  such 
term  was  made. 
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The  zoning  commission  shall  elect  one  of  its  mem- 
bers as  chairperson  and  another  as  vice-chairperson. 
The  zoning  commission  shall  also  elect  a  secretary, 
who  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  commission.  Each 
zoning  commissioner  shall  receive  for  every  day  or 
part  thereof  of  actual  services  one  hundred  fifty  dol- 
lars or  such  other  sum  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
fixed  by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor;  but  no  zoning  commissioner  shall  so  receive 
in  any  one  year  more  than  two  thousand  two  hundred 
fifty  dollars  or  such  other  sum  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  fixed  by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  665  is  further  amended  by 
striking  section  3,  as  most  recently  amended  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  chapter  193  of  the  acts  of  1966,  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  3.  A  zoning  regulation  may  be  adopted  and 
from  time  to  time  be  amended  by  alteration,  addition 
or  repeal,  but  only  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. No  zoning  regulation  originally  establishing 
the  boundaries  of  a  district  or  the  regulation  and  re- 
strictions to  be  enforced  therein,  and  no  such  regula- 
tion amending  the  same  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
adopted  until  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
shall  have  submitted  a  report  with  recommendations 
concerning  such  regulations  or  amendment  or  allowed 
twenty  days  to  elapse  after  receipt  from  the  zoning 
commission  of  a  request  for  such  a  report  without 
making  such  a  report,  nor  until  after  the  zoning  com- 
mission shall  have  given  notice  and  held  a  public 
hearing  with  respect  to  such  regulation  or  amend- 
ment. Such  shall  be  published  at  least  twenty  days 
prior  to  such  hearing  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of 
general  circulation  in  the  city  of  Boston  and,  where 
the  regulation  or  amendment  affects  a  specific  zoning 
district,  in  a  newspaper  of  circulation  in  the  neigh- 
borhood in  which  the  zoning  district  is  located.  Such 
notice  shall  (a)  refer  to  this  act,  (b)  give  the  time  and 
place  of  the  public  hearing,  and  (c)  either  state  the 
express  terms  of  the  proposed  regulation  or  amend- 
ment, or  state  the  general  subject  thereof  and  the 
times  and  the  place  where  a  copy  of  the  express 
terms  thereof  may  be  obtained.  Such  notice  shall  also 
be  sent  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  at  least  twenty  days 
prior  to  the  hearing,  to  any  person  filing  written  re- 
quest for  notice  of  hearings,  such  request  to  be  re- 
newed yearly  in  December.  Such  public  hearing  shall 
be  attended  by  not  less  than  six  members  of  the  zon- 
ing commission;  and  if  less  than  six  members  are 
present  at  any  public  hearing,  the  members  actually 
present  may  adjourn  the  same  by  proclamation  to 
such  time  and  place  as  they  deem  advisable,  and  fur- 
ther notice  thereof  shall  not  be  necessary.  After  such 
notice  and  hearing  the  zoning  commission,  by  the 
concurrent  vote  of  not  less  than  seven  of  its  mem- 
bers, may  adopt  or  reject  the  proposed  regulation  or 
amendment,  or  may  adopt  a  regulation  or  amendment 
in  substantial  accord  with  the  proposed  regulation  or 
amendment.  Votes  of  the  zoning  commission  adopting 
a  zoning  regulation  or  amendment  thereof  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  provisions  of  law  in  respect  to 
approval  by  the  mayor  as  orders  or  votes  of  the  city 
council  of  the  city,  except  that  the  concurrent  vote  of 
not  less  than  nine  members  of  the  zoning  commission 
shall  be  necessary  to  pass  such  a  regulation  or 
amendment  over  the  veto  of  the  mayor. 

Any  resident  of  the  city  of  Boston  or  any  owner  of 
property  therein  may  petition  the  zoning  commission 
to  adopt  an  amendment  of  a  zoning  regulation,  but 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  have  her  or  his  proposed 
amendment  considered  by  the  commission  unless  he 
or  she  pays  the  city  such  reasonable  sum,  if  any,  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  established  by  zoning  reg- 


ulation as  the  estimated  average  cost  to  the  city  of 
giving  notice  of  a  hearing  on  a  proposed  amendment 
of  a  zoning  regulation  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section. 

Section  3.  Said  Chapter  665  is  further  amended  by 
striking  the  first  paragraph  of  section  8.  as  most  re- 
cently amended  by  section  4  of  chapter  296  of  the 
acts  of  1973.  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing five  paragraphs: 

There  is  hereby  established  in  the  city  of  Boston  a 
board  to  be  called  the  board  of  appeal,  to  consist  of 
seven  members  and  seven  atlternate  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  in  the  following  mammer:  one 
member  and  one  alternate  member  from  four  candi- 
dates nominated  by  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board;  one  member  and  one  alternate  member  from 
four  candidates  nominated  by  the  Boston  Society  of 
Architects;  one  member  and  one  alternate  member 
from  six  candidates,  two  nominated  by  the  Master 
Builders  Association,  two  by  the  Building  Trades 
Employers"  Association  and  two  by  the  Associated 
General  Contractors  of  Massachusetts;  one  member 
and  one  alternate  member  from  four  candidates  nomi- 
nated by  the  Building  Trades  Council  of  Greater 
Boston;  one  member  and  one  alternate  member  se- 
lected at  large  by  the  mayor;  and  two  members  and 
two  alternate  members  selected  by  the  mayor  each  of 
whom  has  served  for  at  least  one  year  (1)  as  an  offi- 
cer or  member  of  the  board  of  directors  or  similar 
governing  body  of  a  residential  neighborhood  organi- 
zation which  (a)  is  a  non-profit  organization  consist- 
ing primarily  of  residents  of  a  specific  neighborhood; 

(b)  has  at  least  25  members;  (c)  allows  any  resident 
of  the  neighborhood  to  join  as  a  member;  (d)  has  as 
a  principal  purpose  the  preservation  of  the  quality  of 
residential  life  in  the  neighborhood;  and  (e)  has  been 
in  existence  for  at  least  two  years;  or  (2)  as  a  mem- 
ber of  a  residential  neighborhood  organization  which 
(a)  has  been  established  by  the  mayor;  (b)  consists 
primarily  of  residents  of  a  specific  neighborhood;  and 

(c)  has  as  a  principal  purpose  the  preservation  of  the 
quality  of  residential  life  in  the  neighborhood;  pro- 
vided that  any  person  appointed  from  a  residential 
neighborhood  organization  under  this  section  is  a  res- 
ident of  the  neighborhood  represented  by  the  residen- 
tial neighborhood  organization  in  which  she  or  he 
has  served.  The  two  members  from  residential  neigh- 
borhood organizations  shall  reside  at  the  time  of  their 
respective  appointments  in  different  city  council  dis- 
tricts. The  two  alternate  members  from  residential 
neighborhood  organizations  shall  reside  at  the  time  of 
their  respective  appointments  in  different  city  council 
districts. 

All  members  and  all  alternate  members  of  said 
board  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  of  Boston.  Ap- 
pointments of  members  and  alternate  members  of 
said  board  shall  be  for  terms  of  three  years.  Any  va- 
cancy in  the  office  of  a  member  or  alternate  member 
shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  same 
manner  in  which  the  original  appointment  to  such 
term  was  made. 

Each  member  and  each  alternate  member  of  said 
board  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
two  hundred  sixty-eight  A  of  the  General  Laws.  In 
addition,  no  member  or  alternate  member  shall  par- 
ticipate in  hearing  or  deciding  (a)  any  appeal  involv- 
ing property  in  which  he  or  she  has  held  an  owner- 
ship interest,  or  received  compensation  for  services 
rendered,  within  two  years  of  the  dale  the  appeal  was 
filed  with  the  board;  and  (b)  any  appeal  involving 
property  in  the  same  zoning  district  and  seeking  re- 
lief from  the  same  provisions  ol  the  zoning  regula- 
tions as  any  other  appeal  pending  before  the  board  in 
which  the  member  of  alternate  member  has  a  finan- 
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cial  or  legal  interest.  A  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  sentence  shall  be  punishable  in  the 
same  manner  as  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion nineteen  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  sixty-eight 
A  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
twenty-one  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  sixty-eight  A. 

Upon  the  absence  or  disqualification  from  the  hear- 
ing of  any  appeal  of  a  member  appointed  upon  nomi- 
nation or  at  large  under  this  section,  the  alternate 
member  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  such  mem- 
ber shall  substitute  for  such  member;  provided  that 
upon  the  absence  or  disqualification  from  such  hear- 
ing of  such  alternate  member,  the  chairperson  shall 
designate  one  of  the  remaining  alternate  members  to 
substitute  for  such  member. 

Upon  the  absence  or  disqualification  from  the  hear- 
ing of  any  appeal  of  a  member  appointed  from  a  res- 
idential neighborhood  organization  under  this  section, 
the  alternate  member  appointed  from  a  residential 
neighborhood  organization  whose  term  is  concurrent 
with  such  member  shall  substitute  for  such  member; 
provided  that  upon  the  absence  or  disqualification 
from  such  hearing  of  such  alternate  member,  the 
other  alternate  member  appointed  from  a  residential 
neighborhood  organization  shall  substitute  for  such 
member;  and  provided,  further,  that  upon  the  absence 
or  disqualification  from  such  hearing  of  such  other 
alternate  member,  the  chairperson  shall  designate  one 
of  the  remaining  alternate  members  to  substitute  for 
such  member 

Each  member  and  each  alternate  member  of  the 
board  of  appeal  shall  receive  for  every  day  or  part 
thereof  of  actual  services  two  hundred  dollars  or  such 
sum  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  city 
council  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  The  board 
shall  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  its  own  pro- 
cedures not  inconsistent  with  this  act. 

Section  4.  Said  section  8,  as  amended  by  said  sec- 
tion 4  of  said  chapter  296,  is  further  amended  by 
striking  the  last  three  paragraphs  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  three  paragraphs: 

Said  board  of  appeal  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time  for 
the  hearing  of  any  appeal  and  give  at  least  twenty 
days  public  notice  thereof  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  city,  and  also  send  notice  by  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  the 
hearing,  to  the  appellant  and  to  the  owners  of  all 
property  deemed  by  said  board  of  appeal  to  be  af- 
fected thereby,  as  they  appear  on  the  then  most  re- 
cent local  tax  list,  and  to  any  person  filing  written 
request  for  notice  of  hearings,  such  request  to  be  re- 
newed yearly  in  December,  and  to  the  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority.  Said  notice  shall  identify  the 
specific  variance,  exception,  or  other  zoning  relief, 
which  the  appellant  is  seeking.  Said  notice  shall  iden- 
tify any  specific  variance,  exception,  or  other  zoning 
relief  which  the  appellant  is  seeking.  At  the  hearing 
any  party  whether  or  not  entitled  to  notice  thereof 
may  appear  in  person  or  by  agent  or  attorney.  The 
board  of  appeal  may  in  its  discretion  administer  oaths 
to  all  persons  testifying  at  said  hearing.  No  such 
hearing  shall  be  held  any  day  on  which  a  state  or 
municipal  election,  preliminary  election  or  primary  is 
held  in  said  city. 

In  acting  upon  such  appeal,  said  board  of  appeal 
may,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
reverse  or  affirm  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  may  modify, 
any  order  or  decision,  and  may  make  such  order  or 
decision  as  ought  to  be  made,  and  to  that  end  shall 
have  all  the  powers  of  the  board  or  officers  from 
who  the  appeal  is  taken  and  may  direct  the  issue  of  a 
permit.  The  board  ji^'v  in  its  discretion  continue  the 
hearing  in  order  thai  the  appellant  may  meet  with 
any   residential   neighborhood   organization   specified 


by  the  board  to  discuss  the  appeal,  and  the  board 
may  in  its  discretion  deny  the  appeal  without  preju- 
dice in  the  event  the  appellant  fails  to  do  so.  The 
concurring  vote  of  five  members  of  said  board  of  ap- 
peal shall  be  necessary  to  reverse  any  order  or  deci- 
sion of  any  administrative  official  under  this  act,  or 
to  decide  in  favor  of  the  appellant  on  any  matter 
upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass  under  any  zoning 
regulation  or  amendment  thereof,  or  to  grant  any 
variance  in,  or  exception  to,  the  application  of  any 
such  regulation  or  amendment. 

Said  board  of  appeal  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  de- 
tailed record  of  all  its  proceedings,  which  record 
shall  set  forth:  the  reasons  for  its  decision;  in  an  ap- 
peal in  which  a  variance  is  granted,  the  specific  con- 
ditions referred  to  in  section  nine  of  this  act,  suffic- 
ient to  warrant  a  finding  that  a  literal  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  the  zoning  regulation  being  varied 
would  cause  substantial  hardship  to  the  appellant;  the 
vote  of  each  member  participating  therein;  the  ab- 
sence of  a  member  or  her  or  his  failure  to  vote;  and 
any  conditions  or  provisos  to  which  the  granting  of 
any  variance  or  exception  was  made  subject  by  vote 
of  said  board  of  appeal  at  the  hearing.  Such  record 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  building  commis- 
sioner of  the  city  within  ninety  days  of  the  hearing 
and  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection;  provided  that 
the  board  may  for  good  cause  extend  the  time  for 
such  filing.  Notice  of  such  decision  shall  be  mailed 
forthwith  to  each  party  in  interest  as  aforesaid,  to  the 
Board  Redevelopment  Authority,  to  every  person  re- 
ceiving notice  of  the  hearing,  and  to  every  person 
present  at  the  hearing  who  requests  that  notice  be 
sent  to  her  or  him  and  states  the  address  to  which 
such  notice  is  to  be  sent. 

Section  5.  Section  11  of  said  chapter  665,  as 
amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  669  of  the  acts  of 
1974,  is  further  amended  by  striking  the  first  para- 
graph and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
paragraph: 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  said  board 
of  appeal,  whether  or  not  previously  a  party  to  the 
proceeding,  or  any  municipal  board  or  officer,  may 
appeal  to  the  superior  court  sitting  in  equity  for  the 
county  of  Suffolk  or,  in  the  event  that  such  decision 
is  concerned  with  any  building  or  place  used,  or  in- 
tended or  permitted  for  use,  as  a  place  of  human 
habitation,  to  the  housing  court  of  the  city  of  Boston; 
provided  that  such  appeal  is  filed  in  either  of  said 
courts  within  twenty  days  after  such  decision  is  filed 
with  the  building  commissioner.  The  court  may  in  its 
discretion  require  the  person  or  persons  so  appealing 
to  file  a  bond  with  sufficient  surety,  for  such  a  sum 
as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  court,  to  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  person  or  persons  in  whose  favor  the 
decision  was  rendered  from  damages  and  costs  which 
he  or  she  or  they  may  sustain  in  case  the  decision  of 
said  board  is  affirmed;  provided  that  the  court  shall 
not  require  the  filing  of  such  bond  in  an  amount  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  thousand  dollars  in  any  appeal  of 
a  decision  of  said  board  granting  a  variance,  excep- 
tion, or  other  zoning  relief  with  respect  to  any  zon- 
ing regulation  or  amendment  thereof,  if  the  project 
for  which  such  variance,  exception,  or  other  zoning 
relief  was  granted  involves  the  construction,  renova- 
tion, rehabilitation,  or  change  in  use  of  less  than  one 
hundred  thousand  square  feet  of  space;  and,  provided 
further,  that  the  court  shall  award  said  surety  bond  to 
the  defendant  property  owner  only  if  the  decision  of 
the  board  is  affirmed  and  the  court  finds  that  the  ap- 
peal from  such  decision  was  frivolous  or  vexatious  or 
brought  with  malice  or  in  bad  faith.  Upon  an  appeal 
under  this  section,  the  court  shall  hear  all  pertinent 
evidence  and  determine  the  facts,  and  upon  the  facts 
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as  so  determined,  annul  such  decision  if  found  to  ex- 
ceed the  authority  of  such  board  or  make  such  other 
decree  as  justice  and  equity  may  require.  The  forego- 
ing remedy  shall  be  exclusive;  but  the  parties  shall 
have  all  rights  of  appeal  as  in  other  civil  actions. 

Section  6.  Said  chapter  665  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  section  12,  as  amended  by  sec- 
tion 2  of  said  chapter  669,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  12.  The  superior  court  or,  in  the  event  that 
the  premises  involved  are  used  or  intended  or  permit- 
ted for  use  as  a  place  of  human  habitation,  the  hous- 
ing court  of  the  city  of  Boston  sitting  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  provisions  of  the  State  Building  Code, 
any  zoning  regulation  or  amendment  adopted  under 
this  act,  and  any  decision  of  the  board  of  appeal  un- 
der any  zoning  regulation  or  amendment  adopted  un- 
der this  act,  including  any  condition  or  proviso  in 
such  decision,  and  may  restrain  by  injunction  viola- 
tion thereof. 

Section  7.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  to  the 
contrary  of  section  one  of  chapter  six  hundred  sixty- 
five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  fifty-six,  as 
amended  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  zoning 
commissioners  initially  appointed  upon  nomination 
under  said  section  one,  as  amended  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  serve,  in  the  case  of  the  commis- 
sioners appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Greater 
Boston  Labor  Council  AFL-CIO  and  the  Greater 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board,  for  a  term  expiring  three 
years,  in  the  case  of  the  commissioners  appointed 
upon  nomination  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects 
and  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  for  a 
term  expiring  two  years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  com- 
missioners appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Building 
Trades  Employer"  Association,  for  a  term  expiring 
one  year,  from  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  ninety- 
four.  The  zoning  commissioners  initially  appointed  at 
large  under  said  section  one,  as  amended  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  serve,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  their  respective  appointments,  for  terms 
expiring,  in  the  case  of  one  commissioner,  three 
years,  in  the  case  of  another  commissioner,  two 
years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other  commissioner,  one 
year,  from  said  May  first.  The  zoning  commissioners 
initially  appointed  from  residential  neighborhood  or- 
ganizations under  section  one,  as  amended  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  serve,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  their  respective  appointments,  for  terms 
expiring,  in  the  case  of  one  commissioner,  three 
years,  in  the  case  of  another  commissioner,  two 
years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other  commissioner,  one 
year,  from  said  May  first.  As  the  term  of  any  zoning 
commissioner  initially  appointed  under  said  section 
one,  as  amended  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of 
any  subsequent  zoning  commissioner,  expires,  her  or 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner 
as  such  commissioner  for  a  term  of  three  years  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  said  section  one. 

Section  8.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  to  the 
contrary  of  section  eight  of  chapter  six  hundred  sixty- 
five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  fifty-six,  as 
amended  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  members 
and  alternate  members  initially  appointed  upon  nomi- 
nation under  said  section  eight,  as  amended  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  serve,  in  the  case  of  the 
members  and  alternate  members  appointed  upon 
nominations  of  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board 
and  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects,  for  a  term  ex- 
piring three  years,  in  the  case  of  the  member  and  al- 
ternate member  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the 
Master  Builders  Association  of  the  Building  Trade 
Employers"   Association  or  the   Associated  General 


Contractors  of  Massachusetts,  for  a  term  expiring 
two  years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Building  Trades 
Council  of  Greater  Boston,  for  a  term  expiring  one 
year,  from  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  ninety-four. 
The  member  and  alternate  member  initially  appointed 
at  large  under  said  section  eight,  as  amended  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  serve  for  a  term  expiring 
three  years  from  said  May  first  .  The  members  and 
alternate  members  initially  appointed  from  residential 
neighborhood  organizations  under  said  section  eight, 
as  amended  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  serve, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  their  respective  ap- 
pointments, for  terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  one 
member  and  one  alternate  member,  two  years,  and  in 
the  case  of  the  other  member  and  other  alternate 
member,  one  year,  from  said  May  first.  As  the  term 
of  any  member  or  alternate  member  initially  ap- 
pointed under  said  section  eight,  as  amended  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  subsequent  member 
or  alternate  member,  expires,  her  or  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  such  mem- 
ber or  alternate  member  for  a  term  of  three  years  in 
accordance  with  provisons  of  said  section  eight. 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  to  the  contrary  of 
said  section  eight,  any  member  of  the  board  of  ap- 
peal as  of  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  ninety-three, 
who  was  not  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  of 
that  date,  may  be  initially  appointed  to  said  board 
under  the  provisions  of  said  section  eight,  as 
amended  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  be  reap- 
pointed to  additional  consecutive  terms  without 
changing  her  or  his  residency. 

Section  9.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable, 
and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  de- 
cision of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of 
the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  ninety  days 
after  its  passage.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  home  rule 
petition  regarding  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commis- 
sion (BFHC).  This  is  a  refile  of  a  petition  passed  by 
the  Council  in  1990.  The  Legislature  failed  to  pass 
the  petition  in  its  1990,  1991,  and  1992  sessions. 

This  legislation  is  necessary  if  the  BFHC  is  to 
have  those  enforcement  powers  necessary  for  it  to  re- 
ceive federal  funding  and  also  to  comply  with  a  fed- 
eral court  order. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  petition  as 
expeditiously  as  possible  so  that  we  can  file  it  for  the 
Legislature "s  consideration.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause 
(1)  of  Section  eight  of  Article  two.  as  amended,  of 
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the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  follows,  except  for 
clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Changes  of  form  only: 

Section  One.  Definitions 

(A)  "Housing  Accommodations"  shall  be  defined 
as  any  building,  structure  or  portion  thereof  which  is 
used  or  occupied  or  is  intended,  arranged  or  de- 
signed to  be  used  or  occupied  as  the  home,  residence 
or  sleeping  place  of  one  or  more  human  beings  and 
any  vacant  land  which  is  offered  for  sale  or  lease  for 
the  construction  or  location  thereon  of  any  such 
building,  structure  or  portion  thereof. 

(B)  "Aggrieved  Person"  shall  be  defined  as  any 
person  who  claims  to  have  been  injured  by  a  dis- 
criminatory housing  practice  or  believes  such  person 
will  be  injured  by  a  discriminatory  housing  practice 
that  is  about  to  occur. 

(C)  "Persons"  shall  be  defined  as  one  or  more  in- 
dividuals, pannerships.  associations,  corporations,  le- 
gal representatives,  trustees,  trusteess  in  bankruptcy, 
receivers,  and  the  Commonwealth  and  all  political 
subdivisions  and  boards  or  commissions  thereof. 

Section  Two.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
Section  Five  herein,  classes  protected  by  this  act  in- 
clude race,  color,  religious  creed,  marital  status, 
handicap,  military  status,  children,  national  origin, 
sex,  age,  ancestry,  sexual  preference  and  source  of 
income. 

Section  Three. 

(A)  All  housing  accommodations  in  the  City  of 
Boston  are  subject  to  this  act.  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

(B)  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  housing  ac- 
commodations which  are  specifically  exempted  from 
coverage  by  this  Act. 

(C)  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  leasing 
or  rental  to  two  or  fewer  roomers,  boarders,  or  lodg- 
ers who  rent  a  unit  in  a  licensed  lodging  house. 

Section  Four.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  prohibit  a 
religious  organization,  association  or  society,  or  any 
non  profit  institution  or  organization  operated,  super- 
vised, or  controlled  by  or  in  conjunction  with  a  reli- 
gious organization,  association,  or  society,  from  lim- 
iting the  sale,  rental  or  occupancy  of  housing 
accommodations  which  it  owns  or  operates  for  other 
than  a  commercial  purpose  to  persons  of  the  same 
religion,  or  from  giving  preference  to  such  persons, 
unless  membership  in  such  religion  is  restricted  on 
account  of  race,  color,  marital  status,  handicap,  mili- 
tary status,  children,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  ances- 
try, sexual  preference  or  source  of  income. 

Section  Five.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  discriminatory 
housing  practices  are  prohibited,  provided,  however, 
that  no  practice  shall  be  prohibited  hereunder  unless 
such  practice  is  also  prohibited  by  the  federal  Fair 
Housing  Act  or  Chapter  15 IB  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws. 

Section  Six.  Any  person  who  violates  the  provision 
of  this  act  as  to  discriminatory  housing  practices 
shall,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  Seven  of 
this  act,  be  subject  to  orders,  temporary,  equitable 
and  legal,  including  compensatory  damages,  punitive 
damages  or  civil  penalties  and  attorneys'  fees  and 
costs. 

Section  Seven.  There  shall  be  a  Boston  Fair  Hous- 
ing Commission  (the  "Commission")  established  pur- 
suant to  Chapter  10  of  the  City  of  Boston  Ordinances 
of  1982.  The  Commission  shall  have  jurisdiction  of 
all  housing  accommodations  subject  to  this  act  and 
shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties  as  to  such

permanent  residence;  provided,  that  no  building  or 
structure  shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or 
more  dwellings  therein  as  their  permanent  residence: 

(A)  Seek  judicial  action  for  temporary  or  prelimi- 
nary relief  pending  final  disposition  of  a  complaint; 
and  upon  issuance  of  a  final  order. 

(B)  Grant  compensatory  damages  or  arrange  to 
have  adjudicated  in  court  at  the  Commission's  ex- 
pense the  award  of  compensatory  damages  to  an  ag- 
grieved person; 

(C)  Grant  injunctive  or  other  equitable  relief,  or 
seek  such  relief  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction; 

(D)  Assess  a  civil  penalty  against  any  such  person 
found  to  have  violated  this  act: 

(1)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand 
dollars  if  the  person  has  not  been  adjudged 
to  have  committed  a  prior  discriminatory 
housing  practice; 

(2)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  if  the  person  has  been  ad- 
judged to  have  committed  one  other  dis- 
criminatory housing  practice  during  the 
five-year  period  ending  on  the  date  of  the 
filing  of  the  complaint;  and 

(3)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand 
dollars  if  the  person  has  been  adjudged  to 
have  committed  two  or  more  discrimina- 
tory housing  practices  during  the  seven- 
year  period  ending  on  the  date  of  the  filing 
or  the  complaint; 

(E)  Arrange  to  have  adjudicated  in  court  at  the 
Commission's  expense  the  award  of  punitive  damages 
against  such  person; 

(F)  Award  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  costs  to 
any  prevailing  complainant;  and 

(G)  Adopt  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Commission  in  connection  therewith 

Section  Eight. 

(A)  The  actions  of  the  Commission  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  judicial  review  upon  application  by  any  party 
aggrieved  by  a  final  agency  order; 

(R)  Judicial  review  of  a  final  Commission  order 
shall  be  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  with  au- 
thority to  grant  to  any  party,  such  temporary  relief, 
restraining  order,  or  other  order  as  the  court  deter- 
mines is  just  and  proper;  affirm,  modify,  or  set 
aside,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  order,  or  remand  the 
order  for  further  proceedings;  and  enforce  the  order 
to  the  extent  that  the  order  is  affirmed  or  modified. 

Section  Nine.  An  aggrieved  person,  with  or  with- 
out filing  a  complaint  at  the  Commission  and  without 
regard  to  the  status  of  such  complaint,  may  com- 
mence a  civil  action  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion no  later  than  two  years  after  the  occurrence  or 
termination  of  a  discriminatory  housing  practice,  or 
the  breach  of  a  conciliation  agreement  entered  into 
with  the  Commission,  whichever  occurs  last,  to  ob- 
tain appropriate  relief  with  respect  to  such  discrimi- 
natory housing  practice  or  breach;  provided,  however, 
that  if  an  aggrieved  person  has  consented  to  a  concil- 
iation agreement,  such  aggrieved  person  may  not  file 
a  civil  action  with  respect  to  the  alleged  discrimina- 
tory housing  practice  which  forms  the  basis  for  such 
complaint  except  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  such 
agreement;  and  provided,  further,  that  an  aggrieved 
person  may  not  commence  a  civil  action  with  respect 
to  an  alleged  discriminatory  housing  practice  if  a 
hearing  commissioner  determines  that  probable  cause 
exists  and  a  hearing  has  commenced  before  the  Com- 
mission. The  computation  of  such  two-year  period  as 
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to  an  alleged  discriminatory  housing  practice,  but  not 
as  to  a  breach  of  a  conciliation  agreement,  shall  not 
include  any  time  during  which  an  administrative  pro- 
ceeding is  pending  with  respect  to  a  complaint  based 
upon  such  discriminatory  housing  practice.  If  the 
court  finds  that  a  discriminatory  housing  practice  has 
occurred  or  is  about  to  occur,  an  aggrieved  person 
shall  have  available  any  and  all  remedies  pursuant  to 
Sections  Six  and  Seven  of  this  act.  This  section  does 
not  preclude  the  right  of  any  aggrieved  person  to 
seek  relief  under  M.G.L.  C.151B. 

Section  Ten.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July 
21,  1993,  Docket  No.  1074,  which  requires  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  to  take  legal  action  to  cause  the  Boston  Wa- 
ter and  Sewer  Commission  to  cease  and  desist  from  cer- 
tain shut  offs. 

Responsibility  for  the  direction  and  operation  of  the 
Law  Department  is  an  executive  or  administrative  func- 
tion of  the  city  in  which  the  Boston  City  Council  is  statu- 
torily prohibited  from  directly  or  indirectly  taking  part 
St.  1948.  c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  inserted  by  St.  1951,  c.  376, 
s.  1. 

Notwithstanding  my  disapproval  of  this  order,  I  share 
your  concern  for  tenants  and  homeowners  hard-pressed 
by  exorbitant  water  and  sewer  rates  and  have  taken  sev- 
eral steps  toward  protecting  Boston's  residents  from  fu- 
ture shutoffs.  First,  as  you  know,  I  directed  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission 
(BWSC)  several  weeks  ago  to  freeze  any  increase  in  wa- 
ter and  sewer  rates  for  the  next  18  months.  Second,  I 
asked  the  Commission  to  review  its  water  shutoff  poli- 
cies. 

In  reviewing  these  policies,  the  BWSC  considered  all 
its  constituents  and  responded  fairly.  Recognizing  th.it 
uncollected  payments  ukir.iately  are  borne  by  paying 
customers,  the  Commiss  on  struck  a  balance  between  its 
obligation  to  minimize  thai  cost  and  the  City's  inten;  to 
help  its  neediest  customers.  The  Commission  informally 
approved  three  (3)  changes  to  its  shutoff  program,  effec- 
tive August  16,  1993: 


1)  No  service  will  be  terminated  for  any  customer  re- 
ceiving food  stamps  or  low-income  heating  assist- 
ance; 

2)  No  service  will  be  terminated  for  residential  tenants 
who  agree  to  pay  a  30-day  projected  water  bill  (re- 
duced from  90  days),  with  payments  deductible 
from  their  rent;  and 

3)  No  service  will  be  terminated  until  a  customer's  de- 
linquent status  has  exceeded  six  months  and  the 
amount  owed  the  BWSC  is  $250  or  more. 

As  a  third  and  final  step  toward  assisting  Boston's 
neediest  ratepayers,  I  have  directed  the  City's  budget  of- 
fice to  establish  a  Water  Shutoff  Prevention  Fund,  using  a 
portion  of  the  City's  savings  from  the  rate  freeze  to  assist 
those  in  need  who  may  not  meet  the  Commission's  re- 
vised guidelines. 

In  these  economically  uncertain  times,  this  fund,  to- 
gether with  the  18-month  rate  freeze  and  the  BWSC's 
revised  shutoff  policies,  will  help  secure  the  safety  net  we 
all  seek  to  protect  the  neediest  of  Boston's  residents.

Because  loans  will  be  conditioned  on  demonstrating 
measurable  savings  or  revenue  and  must  be  repaid,  the 
Productivity  Investment  Fund  offers  City  departments  an 
incentive  to  make  productivity  an  explicit  goal.  A  com- 
petitive application  process  which  rewards  the  best,  most 
creative  ideas,  reinforces  this  notion  and  also  encourages 
departments  to  be  innovative. 

As  you  know,  we  have  realized  many  economies 
through  careful  management  during  these  tough  fi.scal 
times.  However,  the  continuing  threat  to  service  delivery 
means  that  we  must  seek  new  and  creative  ways  to  do 
more  with  less.

FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  STATE  SANITARY  CODE 
(DOCKET  NO.  1197)

An  Ordinance  For  Administrative  Citations  For  Viola- 
tions of  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the 
City  of  Boston  with  respect  to  residential  premises  which 
are  in  violation  of  the  state  sanitary  code,  causing  many 
citizens  to  live  in  unsafe  conditions; 

Whereas,  The  legal  remedies  available  to  the  Inspec- 
tional  Services  Department  in  enforcing  this  code,  as 
well  as  other  applicable  state  laws  and  regulations,  are 
insufficient  to  encourage  timely  repair  of  rental  proper- 
ties; 

Whereas,  Owners  often  avoid  repairing  sub-standard 
properties,  thereby  endangering  the  lives,  safety,  and 
property  of  tenants  and  severely  limiting  the  ability  of 
many  people  to  remain  in  their  homes  safely,  therefore 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  applicable 
law  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Purpose 

To  provide  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  with 
the  remedies  necessary  to  effectively  carry  out  its  man- 
date under  state  law,  to  guarantee  tenants  of  the  City  of 
Boston  housing  which  complies  with  the  state  sanitary 
code  and  other  applicable  laws  and  regulations,  and  to 
encourage  owners  to  maintain  the  buildings  they  own  in 
compliance  with  this  code,  laws  and  regulations  by  en- 
acting an  ordinance  under  which  administrative  citations 
are  issued  to  owners  who  violate  the  state  sanitary  code. 

Section  2.  Definitions 

(A)  "Administrative  Citation"  means  a  notice  issued 
to  an  owner  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department, 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance,  which  provides  a  statement  of 
the  terms  under  which  the  owner  may  be  fined  for  failure 
to  remedy  violations  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  and  a 
statement  of  the  owner's  right  to  appeal  the  issuance  of 
the  administrative  citation  and/or  fine. 

(B)  "Dwelling"  means  every  building  or  shelter  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  rooming  houses  and  temporary 
housing  used  or  intended  for  human  habitation  and  every 
other  structure  or  condition  located  within  the  same  lot 
line  whose  existence  causes  or  is  likely  to  affect  noncom- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  105  CMR  410.000. 

(C)  "Dwelling  Unit"  means  the  room  or  group  of 
rooms  within  a  dwelling  used  or  intended  for  use  by  one 
family  or  household  for  living,  sleeping,  cooking  and 
eating.  Dwelling  unit  shall  also  mean  a  condominium 
unit. 

(D)  "Inspectional  Services  Department"  means  the  le- 
gally designated  authority  for  the  City  of  Boston,  autho- 
rized by  CBC  9-9,  to  enforce  the  state  sanitary  code 
through  the  inspection  of  rental  units  for  violations  of  the 
code  and  the  implementation  of  mechanisms  to  ensure 
compliance  with  repair  orders. 

(E)  "Occupant"  means  every  person  over  one  year  of 
age  living  or  sleeping  in  a  dwelling  or  dwelling  unit. 

(F)  "Owner"  means  every  person  who  alone  or  sever- 
ally with  others  (a)  has  legal  title  to  any  rental  unit,  or 
parcel  of  land,  vacant  or  otherwise,  including  a  mobile 
home  park;  or  (b)  has  care,  charge  or  control  of  any

dwelling,  rental  unit,  mobile  dwelling  unit  or  parcel  of 
land,  vacant  or  otherwise,  including  a  mobile  home  park, 
in  any  capacity  including  but  not  limited  to  agent,  execu- 
tor, executrix,  administrator,  administratrix,  trustee  or 
guardian  of  the  estate  of  the  holder  of  legal  title;  or  (c) 
mortgagee  in  possession;  or  (d)  agent,  trustee  or  other 
person  appointed  by  the  courts;  (e)  any  officer  or  trustee 
of  the  association  of  unit  owners  of  a  condominium;  (f)  a 
bank  or  other  lending  institution  in  possession  as  a  result 
of  foreclosure;  or  (g)  any  person  who  operates  a  rooming 
house.  The  term  "owner"  includes  landlords  and  les- 
sors. 

(G)  "State  sanitary  code"  means  the  state  sanitary 
code.  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regulations  codified  at  105 
400.00  —  419.00,  adopted  under  the  authority  of  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws,  Chapter  1 1 1 ,  s.  3  and  s.  127A  as 
it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 

Section  3.  Adininlstralive  Citations:  Issuance 

(A)  Whenever  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
finds  any  violation  of  any  provision  of  the  state  sanitary 
code  it  shall  issue,  in  addition  to  its  order  to  make  repairs, 
an  administrative  citation  against  the  owner  according  to 
the  procedures  set  out  in  this  ordinance. 

(B)  The  administrative  citation  shall  incorporate  by 
reference  the  order  to  make  repairs  and  shall  contain  the 
following  information: 

( 1 )  the  date  of  the  inspection; 

(2)  the  amount  of  fine  which  shall  be  assessed  against 
the  owner  if  the  violation  or  violations  are  not  remedied 
within  the  time  frame  set  out  in  order  to  make  repairs  as 
well  as  the  rate  at  which  the  fine  shall  escalate  pursuant  to 
Section  8(B)  and  (C)  of  this  ordinance; 

(3)  the  manner  in  which  the  owner  may  pay  any  fine 
assessed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance; and 

(4)  a  description  of  the  owner's  appeal  rights  with  re- 
spect to  the  issuance  of  the  administrative  citation  and  of 
any  fine. 

C)  The  Administrative  citation  shall  be  served  on  the 
owner,  along  with  any  orders  to  make  repairs,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  state  sanitary  code. 

(D)  A  copy  of  the  administrative  citation  shall  also  be 
delivered  on  the  occupants  of  the  dwelling  or  dwelling 
unit  in  which  violations  have  been  found  and  shall  be 
posted  in  the  common  areas  of  the  dwelling.  If  violations 
of  the  state  sanitary  code  are  found  in  the  common  areas 
of  any  dwelling,  a  copy  of  the  administrative  citation 
shall  be  delivered  on  each  and  every  tenant  of  the  dwell- 
ing. 

(E)  A  copy  of  the  administrative  citation  shall  be  re- 
tained by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  and  be 
available  for  public  inspection  and  copying. 

(F)  Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  interfere  with  an  own- 
er's right  to  appeal  the  issuance  of  an  order  to  make  re- 
pairs under  the  Stale  Sanitary  Code. 

Section  4.  Repairs 

(A)  An  owner  shall  make  any  and  all  repairs  necessary 
to  remedy  any  violations  found  by  the  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices Department  within  the  time  frame  stated  on  the  order 
to  make  repairs,  unless  he  or  she  requests  a  hearing  pur- 
suant to  the  hearing  regulations  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code. 

(B)  The  Inspectional  Services  Department  shall, 
within  five  days  after  the  dates  for  compliance  specified 
in  an  order  to  repair  pursuant  to  105  CMR  410.830, 
make  an  on  site  inspection  to  determine  whether  (here  has 
been  compliance  with  its  order.  However,  ifone  or  more 
of  the  violations  or  conditions  cited  in  the  order  to  repair 
are  determined  to  he  conditions  which  may  endanger  the 
health  or  safety,  and  well-being  ol  the  occupanl(s)  as  de- 
fined in  105  CMR410,750,  ihis  inspection  shall  he  made 
within  24  hours  of  the  dates  lor  compliance  specified  in 
an  order.  An  inspection  under  105  CMR410.830(A)-(N) 


shall  comply  with  the   requirements  of  105  CMR 
410.822. 

(C)  If,  upon  re-inspection,  it  is  determined  that  the 
owner  has  remedied  the  violations  cited  in  the  order  to 
make  repairs,  the  administrative  citation  shall  so  note  this 
finding  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department.  Any  subsequent  order  to  make  the  same  re- 
pairs shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  be 
deemed  a  new  and  separate  violation  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code. 

(D)  Copies  of  the  administrative  citation  indicating  that 
the  violation  has  been  remedied  and  no  fine  has  been  as- 
sessed shall  be  served  on  the  same  individuals  who  re- 
ceived notice  of  the  initial  administrative  citation.  This 
notice  shall  be  served  within  five  days  of  the  re- 
inspection. 

(E)  If,  upon  re-inspection,  it  is  determined  that  the 
owner  has  failed  to  remedy  the  violations  cited,  this  shall 
be  noted  on  the  administrative  citation  and  a  fine  shall  be 
assessed  against  the  owner  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  Section  6  of  this  ordinance. 

(F)  Copies  of  the  administrative  citation  noting  the  as- 
sessment of  a  fine  for  failure  to  remedy  the  violations 
cited  shall  be  served  on  the  same  individuals  who  re- 
ceived notice  of  the  initial  administrative  citation  within 
five  days  of  the  fine  being  assessed  against  the  owner. 
Section  5.  Extensions 

(A)  An  owner  who  has  made  a  good  faith  effort  to  rem- 
edy any  violations  cited  in  an  order  to  make  repairs  and 
an  administrative  citation  may  apply  to  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  for  an  extension  of  the  time  set  for 
making  repairs  by  requesting  a  hearing  under  the  hearing 
provisions  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

(B)  A  good  faith  effort  shall  be  found  to  exist  only  in 
the  following  circumstances: 

( 1 )  if  the  owner  provides  evidence  that  the  repairs  can- 
not be  completed  within  the  required  time  frame.  Such 
evidence  shall  be  in  the  form  of  at  least  two  written  esti- 
mates from  outside  professionals,  one  of  which  the  owner 
has  accepted  in  writing,  stating  when  the  repairs  will  be 
made;  or 

(2)  if  the  owner  is  unable,  despite  serious  and  substan- 
tial efforts  to  obtain  financing  for  repairs.  In  order  to 
qualify  for  an  extension  under  this  sub-section,  the  owner 
must  present  written  and  verifiable  evidence  of  all  efforts 
to  obtain  financing  as  well  as  written  and  verifiable  evi- 
dence of  a  present  financial  inability  to  meet  the  cost  of 
repairs. 

(C)  In  any  case  where  an  extension  has  been  granted 
for  the  remedying  of  any  violation,  a  new  date  shall  be  set 
by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  by  which  the 
owner  shall  remedy  the  violation  and  a  re-inspection 
shall  take  place  in  accordance  with  Sections  4(C)  through 
4(F)  of  this  ordinance. 

(D)  No  extensions  shall  be  granted  in  any  case  where 
an  owner  has  received  a  fine  for  the  same  or  similar  viola- 
tions in  the  same  unit  within  the  twelve-month  period 
immediately  preceding  issuance  of  the  current  adminis- 
trative citation. 

(E)  In  no  event  shall  the  lime  frame  for  repairs  includ- 
ing any  extensions  be  greater  than  ninety  days  from  the 
date  of  the  issuance  of  the  order  to  make  repairs. 

Section  6.  Fines  for  Failure  to  Repair 

(A)  If  an  owner  fails  lo  remedy  a  violation  cited  in  an 
order  to  make  repairs  within  the  allotted  time  frame,  or 
fails  to  remedy  the  violation  within  the  time  frame  set  out 
in  any  extension  granted  under  Section  5  of  this  ordi- 
nance, or  fails  to  file  a  timely  appeal,  a  fine  shall  be  as- 
sessed against  the  owner. 

( B)  Notice  of  the  as.scssmcnt  of  a  fine  shall  be  served  on 
the  ow  ner  in  accordance  with  the  notice  provisions  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Code. 
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(C)  Notice  of  the  fine  shall  be  served  on  the  same  indi- 
viduals who  received  notice  of  the  initial  administrative 
citation. 

(D)  The  amount  of  the  fine  shall  be  set  according  to  the 
following  schedule: 

(1)  $100.00  per  day  for  each  violation  referred  to  in 
105  CMR  ss.  410.750(A)-(N)  and  required  to  be  cor- 
rected within  twenty-four  hours;  or 

(2)  $20.00  per  day  for  each  violation  referred  to  in  105 
CMR  410.830(B)  and  required  to  be  repaired  in  an 
amount  of  time  determined  by  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  but,  in  any  event,  no  more  than  thirty  days. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  schedule  of  fines  set  out  in 
subsections  (1)  and  (2)  above,  the  following  caps  shall  be 
placed  on  fines: 

(a)  a  cap  of  $1 ,000.00  per  violation  for  any  dwelling 
whose  owner  owns  less  than  35  dwelling  units  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  except  that  the  cap 
shall  be  $2,500.00  for  any  violations  listed  in  105  CMR 
ss.410.750(A)-(N); 

(b)  a  cap  of  $2,500.00  per  violation  for  any  dwelling 
whose  owner  owns  35  or  more  dwelling  units  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  except  that  the  cap  shall  be 
$5,000.00  for  any  violation  listed  in  105  CMR  ss. 
410.750(A)-(N); 

(c)  a  cap  of  $10,000.00  per  unit,  per  initial  order  to 
repair  for  any  dwelling  whose  owner  owns  less  than  35 
dwelling  units  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts; 
and 

(d)  a  cap  of  $25,000.00  per  unit,  per  initial  order  to 
repair  for  any  dwelling  whose  owner  owns  35  or  more 
dwelling  units  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(4)  In  addition,  the  owner  shall  be  given  notice  that  the 
fine  assessed  per  day  shall  automatically  double  if  any 
violation  cited  in  the  administrative  citation  is  not  reme- 
died within  two  weeks  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine 
and  shall  automatically  triple  if  any  violation  is  not  reme- 
died within  one  month  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine. 

Section  7.  Appeals  of  Fines 

(A)  An  owner  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  issuance  of  a 
fine  or  an  occupant  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  failure  of  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department  to  fine  an  owner  pur- 
suant to  this  ordinance  may  appeal  to  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  according  to  the  following  proce- 
dures: 

(1)  An  appeal  shall  be  filed  within  ten  days  of  the  date 
of  the  action  appealed  from; 

(2)  The  appeal  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  state,  in 
detail,  the  grounds  for  the  appeal; 

(B)  The  fine  shall  continue  to  accrue  after  the  filing  of 
an  appeal  but  the  fine  shall  not  be  collected  until  after  the 
administrative  determination.  An  appeal  shall  not  stay 
the  owner's  obligation  to  repair  any  violation  cited. 

(C)  A  hearing  shall  be  held  on  the  appeal  following  the 
same  procedures  available  in  an  appeal  of  the  issuance  of 
an  order  to  make  repairs  which  are  set  out  in  105  CMR 
ss.  410.850  and  410.860,  except  that  any  appeal  to  court 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  30A. 

(D)  Appeals  under  this  shall  be  limited  to  review  of  the 
decision  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  to  issue 
or  not  to  issue  a  fine  under  this  Ordinance,  and  shall  not 
include  issues  otherwise  appealable  pursuant  to  105 
CMR  ss.  410.850  and  410.860. 

(E)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  affect 
or  impair  the  right  of  appeal  the  issuance  of  an  order  to 
make  repairs  in  accordance  with  105  CMR  ss.  410.850 
and  410.860. 

Section  8.  Failure  To  Pay  Fine 

(A)  Notice  of  a  fine  which  has  been  issued  pursuant  to 
Section  6  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  served  on  the  owner 
and  on  the  occupants  who  received  notice  of  the  initial 
administrative  citation. 


(B)  In  addition,  in  accordance  with  Section  6(D)  (4), 
the  owner  shall  be  given  notice  that  the  fine  assessed  per 
day  shall  automatically  double  if  any  violation  cited  in 
the  administrative  citation  is  not  remedied  within  two 
weeks  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine  and  shall  auto- 
matically triple  if  any  violation  is  not  remedied  within 
one  month  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine. 

(C)  A  property  tax  lien  may  be  taken  by  the  City  of 
Boston  against  the  owner  if  the  tripled  fine  is  not  paid 
within  six  months  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine  or  the 
issuance  of  the  next  property  tax  bill,  whichever  is  later, 
and  the  owner  shall  be  notified  of  this  action  prior  to  its 
being  taken. 

(D)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  failure  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  take  such  enforcement  action  may  seek  injunc- 
tive relief  in  the  district  or  superior  court  pursuant  to 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapters  214  and  218,  s. 
I9C  to  require  action  by  the  City  of  Boston  in  accordance 
with  its  enforcement  obligations  under  this  section. 

Section  9.  Ejfect  of  Fine  In  Subsequent  Court  Actions 

(A)  A  copy  of  the  administrative  citation  indicating  that 
a  fine  has  been  issued  as  a  result  of  the  owner's  failure  to 
remedy  a  violation  cited  in  the  administrative  citation 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  a  violation  of  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws,  Chapter  111,  s.  127A,  et  seq. ,  and 
Chapter  239,  s.  8A,  in  any  legal  action  by  or  against  the 
owner. 
Section  10.  Revenue  Generated 

(A)  Any  revenue  generated  by  the  implementation  of 
this  ordinance  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  administering  it 
shall  be  deposited  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment in  a  special  fund  and  shall  be  allocated  as  follows:  1) 
fifty  percent  dedicated  to  providing  fundamental  assist- 
ance to  owners  who,  due  to  financial  hardship,  are  unable 
to  remedy  violations  cited  in  an  administrative  citation; 
and  2)  fifty  percent  dedicated  to  repairing  dwellings  and 
dwelling  units  which  have  so  deteriorated  as  to  constitute 
a  public  nuisance  and  which  have  been  removed,  by  oper- 
ation of  law  or  a  court  order,  from  the  control  of  the 
owner  as  a  result  of  the  deterioration. 
Section  II.  Regulations 

The  Department  of  Inspectional  Services  shall  promul- 
gate regulations  consistent  with  the  terms  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  any  applicable  state  laws  and  regulations. 
Section  12.  Construction 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Chapter  111,  s.  127A,  et  seq.,  governing  the  authority 
and  conduct  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  or 
with  any  other  law  or  regulation  governing  the  rights  and 
obligations  of  owners  and  tenants  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 
Section  13.  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable.  If  any 
section  or  sections  are  declared  invalid  by  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  the  invalidity  shall  not  affect  the  va- 
lidity of  any  remaining  section  or  sections. 
Section  14.  Effective  Date 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  three 
months  from  the  date  of  its  enactment.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
FIREARMS  AND  MINORS  IN  CITY  OF 
BOSTON  (DOCKET  NO.  0777) 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  called  Docket  No.  0777  from  the 
Committee  on  Public  Safety  under  Rule  20. 

Having  been  in  Committee  more  than  42  days,  the  mat- 
ter was  before  the  body. 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  moved  that  the  following  order  be 
substituted  for  Docket  No.  0777: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bjll  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  tiled  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  ( 1 )  of  Section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas.sachusetts.  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only; 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  following  provi- 
sions pertaining  to  firearms  shall  be  in  effect  in  the  city  of 
Boston: 


Section  1 .  DEFINITIONS 

a.  "Firearm"  shall  mean  a  firearm  as  defined  in  G.L. 
c.  140,  s.  121. 
(1)  "Firearm"  shall  not  include: 

(a)  a  firearm  which  has  been  modified  so  as  to  render 
it  permanently  inoperable  or  so  as  to  make  it  permanently 
a  device  which  may  not  appropriately  be  designated  as  a 
firearm;  or 

(b)  an  antique  or  relic  firearm,  movie  prop  or  other 
weapon  not  capable  of  firing  projectile  and  not  intended 
for  use  as  a  functional  weapon  and  which  cannot  be  read- 
ily converted  through  a  combination  of  available  parts 
into  an  operable  firearm. 

Section  2.  RESTRICTIONS  OF  FIREARMS 

a.  In  the  city  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  rent, 
lease,  barter  or  transfer  a  firearm  to  any  person  under  the 
age  of  twenty -one  (21)  years. 

b.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21)  years  to  sell, 
rent,  lease,  barter,  transfer,  possess  or  purchase  a  fire- 
arm. 

c.  In  the  city  of  Boston,  unless  otherwise  exempt  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  from  and  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  act,  notwithstanding  section  131  of  chapter  140  of  the 
general  laws,  no  person  who  has  not  attained  his  twenty- 
first  birthday  shall  be  eligible  to  apply  to  the  police  com- 
missioner for  the  city  of  Boston  for  a  license  to  carry  or 
possess  a  firearm,  and  said  police  commissioner  shall  not 
issue  any  such  license  to  any  person  who  has  not  clearly 
established  the  lawful  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Section  3.  EXEMPTIONS 

This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  exempted  per- 
sons and  users: 

a.  Officers,  agents,  or  employees  of  this  or  any  other 
state  or  of  the  United  States,  members  of  the  armed  forces 
or  the  organized  militia  of  this  or  any  other  state,  and  law 
enforcement  officers,  including  special  police  officers  li- 
censed by  the  city  of  Boston,  to  the  extent  that  any  such 
person  is  authorized  by  competent  authority  to  acquire, 
possess  or  carry  a  firearm  and  is  acting  within  the  scope 
of  their  official  duties; 

b.  The  sale  of  firearms  by  dealers  licensed  under  G.L. 
c.  140,  s.  122,  to  those  persons  described  in  Section  3a 
herein; 

c.  The  possession  of  firearms  by  nonresidents  who  are 
licensed  to  carry  firearms  under  G.  L.  c.  140,  s.  131, 
while  on  the  property  of  a  lawfully  incorporated  sporting 
or  shooting  club; 

d.  The  possession  of  firearms  by  persons  specifically 
authorized  to  acquire,  have,  possess  or  carry  a  firearm 
pursuant  to  federal  law; 

e.  The  regular  and  ordinary  transport  of  firearms  as 
merchandise  by  any  common  carrier; 

f.  To  a  person  voluntarily  surrendering  a  firearm  and 
ammunition  therefor  to  a  licensing  authority,  the  Boston 
police  commissioner  or  his  designee,  if  prior  written  no- 
tice has  been  given  by  said  person  to  the  licensing  author- 
ity or  the  police  commissioner,  stating  the  place  and  ap- 
proximate time  of  said  surrender; 

g.  Possession  of  firearms  and  ammunition  therefor  by 
nonresidents  of  the  Commonwealth  traveling  in  or 
through  the  city,  provided  that  any  firearm  is  unloaded 
and  enclosed  in  a  case  and  provided  that  the  nonresident 
has  complied  with  the  requirements  of  G.  L.  c.  140.  s. 
13IF; 

h.  Any  new  resident  moving  into  the  city  of  Boston,  or 
any  resident  of  the  city,  upon  being  released  from  active 
service  with  any  of  the  armed  services  of  the  United 
States  with  respect  to  any  firearm  and  ammunition  there- 
for then  in  his  possession,  for  sixty  days  after  such  re- 
lease or  after  the  lime  he  moves  into  the  cll>  of  Boston; 

i.  The  transfer  as  provided  by  law  of  a  firearm  upon  the 
death  of  an  owner  to  his  heir  or  legatee  shall  be  subject  to 
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the  provisions  of  this  section,  provided  that  said  heir  or 
legatee  shall  within  one  hundred  and  eighty  days  ot  such 
transfer,  obtain  a  t"irearm  identification  card  pursuant  to 
section  129B  of  chapter  140  of  the  general  laws. 

Section  4.  PENALTIES 

Any  person  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  to 
a  firearm  shall  for  a  first  offense  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  and  for  any  subsequent 
offense  by  a  sentence  of  no  greater  than  two  and  one-half 
years  in  the  house  of  correction. 

Section  5,  MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS 

a.  A  police  officer  shall  be  authorized  to  seize  any  fire- 
arm which  may  be  evidence  of  a  violation  of  this  act.  The 
firearm  shall  be  held  as  evidence  by  the  police  and  may 
be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  G.L.  c.  140,  s.  129. 

b.  The  police  commissioner  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall 
be  authorized  to  revoke  licenses  granted  under  G.L.  c. 
140,  ss.  122  and  131  for  violation  of  this  Act. 

c.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  act  has  a  valid  license  to  carry  a 
firearm  issued  pursuant  to  sections  131  or  1 3 1 F  of  chap- 
ter 140  of  the  general  laws. 

d.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  en- 
forcement of  any  other  statute  and  any  person  who  vio- 
lates the  provisions  of  this  act  may  also  be  convicted  of 
any  other  violation  of  law  notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Section  6.  SEVERABILITY 

If  any  section  or  subsection  or  part  thereof  of  this  act 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  remaining  sections, 
subsections  or  parts  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

SECTION  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

Any  zoning  commis- 
sioner absent  from  more  than  one-third  of  the  public 
hearings  of  the  commission  held  within  a  twelve- 
month period  during  her  or  his  term  may  be  removed 
from  the  commission  by  the  mayor  at  his  discretion  by 
notice  to  the  city  council;  provided  that  there  were  at 
least  three  public  hearings  of  the  commission  during 
the  twelve-month  period.  Any  zoning  commissioner  so 
removed  shall  not  be  subject  to  reappointment  to  the 
commission.

lation in  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  zoning  district 
is  located.  Such  notice  shall  (a)  refer  to  this  act,  (b) 
give  the  time  and  place  of  the  public  hearing,  and  (c) 
either  state  the  express  terms  of  the  proposed  regula- 
tion or  amendment,  or  state  the  general  subject  thereof 
and  the  times  when  and  the  place  where  a  copy  of  the 
express  terms  thereof  may  be  obtained.  Such  notice 
shall  also  be  sent  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  at  least 
twenty  days  prior  to  the  hearing,  to  any  person  filing 
written  request  for  notice  of  hearings,  such  request  to 
be  renewed  yearly  in  December.  Such  public  hearing 
shall  be  attended  by  not  less  than  six  members  of  the 
zoning  commission;  and  if  less  than  six  members  are 
present  at  any  public  hearing,  the  members  actually 
present  may  adjourn  the  same  by  proclamation  to  such 
time  and  place  as  they  deem  advisable,  and  further  no- 
tice thereof  shall  not  be  necessary.

nate member  from  four  candidates  nominated  by  the

Building  Trades  Employers'  Association,  two  by  the 
Associated  General  Contractors  of  Massachusetts,  and 
two  by  the  Contractors  Association  of  Boston,  Inc.; 
one  member  and  one  alternate  member  from  four  can- 
didates nominated  by  the  Building  Trades  Council  of 
Greater  Boston;  one  member  and  one  alternate  mem- 
ber selected  at  large  by  the  mayor;  and  two  members 
and  two  alternate  members  selected  by  the  mayor  each 
of  whom  has  served  for  at  least  one  year  ( 1 )  as  an  offi- 
cer or  member  of  the  board  of  directors  or  similar  gov- 
erning body  of  a  residential  neighborhood  organiza- 
tion which  (a)  is  a  non-profit  organization  consisting 
primarily  of  residents  of  a  specific  neighborhood;  (b) 
has  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  members;  (c)  allows  any 
resident  of  the  neighborhood  to  join  as  a  member;  (d) 
has  as  a  principal  purpose  the  preservation  of  the  qual- 
ity of  residential  life  in  the  neighborhood;  and  (e)  has 
been  in  existence  for  at  least  two  years;  or  (2)  as  a 
member  of  a  residential  neighborhood  organization 
which  (a)  has  been  established  by  the  mayor;  (b)  con- 
sists primarily  of  residents  of  a  specific  neighborhood; 
and  (c)  has  as  a  principal  purpose  the  preservation  of 
the  quality  of  residential  life  in  the  neighborhood;  pro- 
vided that  any  person  appointed  from  a  residential 
neighborhood  organization  under  this  section  is  a  resi- 
dent of  the  neighborhood  represented  by  the  residential 
neighborhood  organization  in  which  she  or  he  has 
served.  The  two  members  from  residential  neighbor- 
hood organizations  shall  reside  at  the  time  of  their  re- 
spective appointments  in  different  city  council  dis- 
tricts. The  two  alternate  members  from  residential 
neighborhood  organizations  shall  reside  at  the  time  of 
their  respective  appointments  in  different  city  council 
districts. 

All  members  and  all  alternate  members  of  said  board 
shall  be  residents  of  the  city  of  Boston.  Appointments 
of  members  and  alternate  members  of  said  board  shall 
be  for  terms  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  a  member  or  alternate  member  shall  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  origi- 
nal appointment  to  such  term  was  made. 
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Each  member  and  each  alternate  member  of  said 
board  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  268A 
of  the  General  Laws.  In  addition,  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary, 
no  member  or  alternate  member  shall  participate  in 
hearing  or  deciding  (a)  any  appeal  involving  property 
in  which  he  or  she  has  held  an  ownership  interest,  or 
received  compensation  for  services  rendered,  within 
two  years  of  the  date  the  appeal  was  filed  with  the 
board;  and  (b)  any  appeal  involving  property  in  the 
same  geographic  zoning  district  and  seeking  relief 
from  the  same  provisions  of  the  zoning  regulations  as 
any  other  appeal  pending  before  the  board  in  which  the 
member  or  alternate  member  has  a  financial  or  legal 
interest.  A  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
sentence  shall  be  punishable  in  the  same  manner  as  a 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  section  19  of  said  chapter 
268A  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
21  of  said  chapter  268 A. 

Upon  the  absence  or  disqualification  from  the  hear- 
ing of  any  appeal  of  a  member  appointed  upon  nomina- 
tion or  at  large  under  this  section,  the  alternate  member 
appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  such  member  shall 
substitute  for  such  member;  provided  that  upon  the  ab- 
sence or  disqualification  from  such  hearing  of  such  al- 
ternate member,  the  chairperson  shall  designate  one  of 
the  remaining  alternate  members  to  substitute  for  such 
member. 

Upon  the  absence  or  disqualification  from  the  hear- 
ing of  any  appeal  of  a  member  appointed  from  a  resi- 
dential neighborhood  organization  under  this  section, 
the  alternate  member  appointed  from  a  residential 
neighborhood  organization  whose  term  is  concurrent 
with  such  member  shall  substitute  for  such  member; 
provided  that  upon  the  absence  or  disqualification 
from  such  hearing  of  such  alternate  member,  the  other 
alternate  member  appointed  from  a  residential  neigh- 
borhood organization  shall  substitute  for  such  mem- 
ber; and  provided,  further,  that  upon  the  absence  or 
disqualification  from  such  other  alternate  member,  the 
chairperson  shall  designate  one  of  the  remaining  alter- 
nate members  to  substitute  for  such  member. 

Each  member  and  each  alternate  member  of  the 
board  of  appeal  shall  receive  for  every  day  or  part 
thereof  of  actual  services  two  hundred  dollars  or  such 
sum  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  city  coun- 
cil with  the  approval  of  the  mayor;  but  no  member  or 
alternate  member  shall  so  receive  in  any  one  year  more 
than  $24,000  or  such  other  sum  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  fixed  by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor.  The  board  shall  establish  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  its  own  procedures  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act. 

Section  4.  Said  section  8,  as  amended  by  said  section  4 
of  said  chapter  296,  is  further  amended  by  striking  the 
last  three  paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  three  paragraphs; 

Said  board  of  appeal  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time  for 
the  hearing  of  any  appeal  and  give  at  least  twenty  days 
public  notice  thereof  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion in  the  city.  Said  board  of  appeal  shall  also  send 
notice,  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  at  least  twenty  days 
prior  to  the  hearing,  to  the  appellant  and  to  the  owners 
of  all  property  deemed  by  said  board  of  appeal  to  be 
affected  thereby,  as  they  appear  on  the  then  most  recent 
local  tax  list,  and  to  any  person  filing  written  request 
for  notice  of  hearings,  such  request  to  be  renewed 
yearly  in  December,  and  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.  The  board  shall  schedule  the  hearing  in  the 
evening,  if  the  board  receives  from  the  mayor  or  any 
city  councillor  and  from  fifty  residents  of  the  neighbor- 
hood in  which  the  project  is  located,  prior  to  the  sub- 
mission of  the  notice  for  publication  and  the  mailing  of 


the  notice,  a  written  request  that  the  hearing  be  sched- 
uled in  the  evening.  The  notice  sent  by  mail  shall  iden- 
tify the  specific  variance,  exception,  or  other  zoning 
relief  which  the  appellant  is  seeking.  At  the  hearing 
any  party  whether  or  not  entitled  to  notice  thereof  may 
appear  in  person  or  by  agent  or  attorney.  The  board  of 
appeal  may  in  its  discretion  administer  oaths  to  all  per- 
sons testifying  at  said  hearing.  No  such  hearing  shall 
be  held  any  day  on  which  a  state  or  municipal  election, 
preliminary  election  or  primary  is  held  in  said  city. 

In  acting  upon  such  appeal,  said  board  of  appeal 
may,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  re- 
verse or  affirm  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  may  modify,  any 
order  or  decision,  and  may  make  such  order  or  deci- 
sion as  ought  to  be  made,  and  to  that  end  shall  have  all 
the  powers  of  the  board  or  officers  from  who  the  appeal 
is  taken  and  may  direct  the  issue  of  a  permit.  The  board 
may  in  its  discretion  continue  the  hearing  in  order  that 
the  appellant  may  meet  with  any  residential  neighbor- 
hood organization  specified  by  the  board  to  discuss  the 
appeal,  and  the  board  may  in  its  discretion  deny  the 
appeal  without  prejudice  in  the  event  the  appellant  fails 
to  do  so.  The  concurring  vote  of  five  members  of  said 
board  of  appeal  shall  be  necessary  to  reverse  any  order 
or  decision  of  any  administrative  official  under  this  act, 
or  to  decide  in  favor  of  the  appellant  on  any  matter 
upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass  under  any  zoning  reg- 
ulation or  amendment  thereof,  or  to  grant  any  variance 
in,  or  exception  to,  the  application  of  any  such  regula- 
tion or  amendment. 

Said  board  of  appeal  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  de- 
tailed record  of  all  its  proceedings,  which  record  shall 
set  forth:  the  reasons  for  its  decision;  the  vote  of  each 
member  participating  therein;  the  absence  of  a  mem- 
ber or  her  or  his  failure  to  vote;  and  any  conditions  or 
provisos  to  which  the  granting  of  any  variance  or  ex- 
ception was  made  subject  by  vote  of  said  board  of  ap- 
peal at  the  hearing.  Such  record  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  building  commissioner  of  the  city  within 
ninety  days  of  the  hearing  and  shall  be  open  to  public 
inspection;  provided  that  the  board  may  for  good  cause 
extend  the  time  for  such  filing.  Notice  of  such  decision 
shall  be  mailed  forthwith  to  each  party  in  interest  as 
aforesaid,  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  to 
every  person  receiving  notice  of  the  hearing,  and  to 
every  person  present  at  the  hearing  who  requests  that 
notice  be  sent  to  her  or  him  and  states  the  address  to 
which  such  notice  is  to  be  sent. 
Section  5.  Section  1 1  of  said  chapter  665,  as  amended 
by  section  1  of  chapter  669  of  the  acts  of  1974,  is  further 
amended  by  striking  the  first  paragraph  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  said  board  of 
appeal,  whether  or  not  previously  a  party  to  the  pro- 
ceeding, or  any  municipal  board  or  officer,  may  appeal 
to  the  superior  court  sitting  in  equity  for  the  county  of 
Suffolk  or,  in  the  event  that  such  decision  is  concerned 
with  any  building  or  place  used ,  or  intended  or  permit- 
ted for  use,  as  a  place  of  human  habitation,  to  the  hous- 
ing court  of  the  city  of  Boston;  provided  that  such  ap- 
peal is  filed  in  either  of  said  courts  within  twenty  days 
after  such  decision  is  filed  with  the  building  commis- 
sioner. The  court  may  in  its  di.scretion  require  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  appealing  to  file  a  bond  with  suffic- 
ient surety,  for  such  a  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
court,  to  indemnify  and  save  hannless  the  person  or 
persons  in  whose  favor  the  decision  was  rendered  from 
damages  and  costs  which  he  or  she  or  they  may  sustain 
in  case  the  decision  of  said  board  is  atfirnicd;  provided 
that  the  court  shall  not  require  the  filing  of  such  bond  in 
an  amount  exceeding  $2.5, (KX)  in  ans  appeal  of  a  deci- 
sion of  said  board  granting  a  variance,  exception,  or 
other  zoning  relief  with  respect  to  any  zoning  reguia- 
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tion  or  amendment  thereof,  if  the  project  for  which 
such  variance,  exception,  or  other  zoning  relief  was 
granted  involves  the  construction,  renovation,  rehabil- 
itation, or  change  in  use  of  less  than  50,000  square  feet 
of  space.  Upon  an  appeal  under  this  section,  the  court 
shall  hear  all  pertinent  evidence  and  determine  the 
facts,  and  upon  the  facts  as  so  determined,  annul  such 
decision  if  found  to  exceed  the  authority  of  such  board 
or  make  such  other  decree  as  justice  and  equity  may 
require.  The  foregoing  remedy  shall  be  exclusive;  but 
the  parities  shall  have  all  rights  of  appeal  as  in  other 
civil  actions. 

Section  6.  Said  chapter  665  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  section  12,  as  amended  by  section  2  of  said 
chapter  669,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section: 

Section  12.  The  superior  court  or,  in  the  event  that 
the  premises  involved  are  used  or  intended  or  permit- 
ted for  use  as  a  place  of  human  habitation,  the  housing 
court  of  the  city  of  Boston  sitting  as  aforesaid,  shall 
have  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  provisions  of  the  State  Building  Code,  any  zoning 
regulation  or  amendment  adopted  under  this  act,  and 
any  decision  of  the  board  of  appeal  under  any  zoning 
regulation  or  amendment  adopted  under  this  act,  in- 
cluding any  condition  or  proviso  in  such  decision,  and 
may  restrain  by  injunction  violation  thereof. 

Section  7.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  to  the  con- 
trary of  section  1  of  chapter  665  of  the  acts  of  1956,  as 
amended  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  zoning  com- 
missioners initially  appointed  upon  nomination  under 
said  section  1,  as  amended  by  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  serve,  in  the  case  of  the  commissioners  appointed 
upon  nomination  of  the  Greater  Boston  Labor  Council 
AFL-CIO  and  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board,  for 
a  term  expiring  three  years,  in  the  case  of  the  commis- 
sioners appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Boston  Society 
of  Architects  and  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, for  a  term  expiring  two  years,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  commissioner  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the 
Building  Trades  Employers'  Association  or  the  Contrac- 
tors Association  of  Boston,  Inc. .  for  a  term  expiring  one 
year,  from  May  1 ,  1994.  The  zoning  commissioners  ini- 
tially appointed  at  large  under  said  section  1 ,  as  amended 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  serve,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  their  respective  appointments,  for  terms  ex- 
piring, in  the  case  of  one  commissioner,  three  years,  in 
the  case  of  another  commissioner,  two  years,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  other  commissioner,  one  year,  from  said  May 
1 .  The  zoning  commissioners  initially  appointed  from 
residential  neighborhood  organizations  under  section  1, 
as  amended  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  serve,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  their  respective  appoint- 
ments, for  terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  one  commis- 
sioner, three  years,  in  the  case  of  another  commissioner, 
two  years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other  commissioner,  one 
year,  from  said  May  1 .  As  the  term  of  any  zoning  com- 
missioner initially  appointed  under  said  section  1 ,  as

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  to  the  con- 
trary of  section  8  of  chapter  665  of  the  acts  of  1956,  as 
amended  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  members  and 
alternate  members  initially  appointed  upon  nomination 
under  said  section  8,  as  amended  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  serve,  in  the  case  of  the  members  and  alternate 
members  appointed  upon  nomination  of  the  Greater 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board  and  the  Boston  Society  of  Ar- 
chitects, for  a  term  expiring  three  years,  in  the  case  of  the 
member  and  alternate  member  appointed  upon  nomina- 


tion of  the  Master  Builders  Association,  the  Building 
Trades  Employers"  Association,  the  Associated  General 
Contractors  of  Massachusetts,  or  the  Contractors  Asso- 
ciation of  Boston,  Inc.  for  a  term  expiring  two  years,  and 
in  the  case  of  the  Building  Trades  Council  of  Greater 
Boston,  for  a  term  expiring  one  year,  from  May  1 ,  1994. 
The  member  and  alternate  member  initially  appointed  at 
large  under  said  section  8,  as  amended  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  serve  for  a  term  expiring  three  years 
from  said  May  1 .  The  members  and  alternate  members 
initially  appointed  from  residential  neighborhood  orga- 
nizations under  said  section  8,  as  amended  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  shall  serve,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  their  respective  appointments,  for  terms  expiring,  in 
the  case  of  one  member  and  one  alternate  member,  two 
years,  and  in  the  case  of  the  other  member  and  other  al- 
ternate member,  one  year,  from  said  May  1 .

Notwithstanding  any  provision  to  the  contrary  of  said 
section  8,  any  memberof  the  beard  of  appeal  as  of  May  I, 
1993,  who  was  not  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Boston  as  of 
that  date,  may  be  initially  appointed  to  said  board  under 
the  provisions  of  said  section  8,  as  amended  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  and  be  reappointed  to  additional  consec- 
utive terms  without  changing  her  or  his  residency. 

Section  9.  The  provisions  of  this  new  act  are  severable, 
and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of 
such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions. 

Section  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  ninety  days  after 
its  passage.

Assessing  has  de- 
veloped a  comprehensive  system  of  job  titles  with  com- 
pensation that  is  appropriate  to  reflect  the  skills  and 
training  of  various  levels  of  employees.  Your  order  ig- 
nores the  existing  system  and  would  thus  undermine  the 
Department's  efforts  to  improve  staff  capacity  and  com- 
pensate employees  according  to  their  job  descriptions. 

Second,  the  Order  would  create  an  unbudgeted  ex- 
pense of  nearly  $10,000,  in  the  Assessing  Department 
which  would  have  to  be  covered  by  eliminating  some 
other  planned  expenditure. 

Finally,  given  the  City's  difficult  financial  situation  as 
a  result  of  local  aid  cuts,  and  the  fact  that  many  employ- 
ees have  gone  without  a  collective  bargaining  increase 
for  .several  years,  the  Order  creates  an  inequity.  Espe- 
cially in  that  context,  special  legislation  to  increase  a  pre- 
mium that  the  two  affected  employees  already  receive  is 
inappropriate.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  Home  Rule  legis- 
lation authorizing  the  City  to  initiate  and  implement 
Boston-based  business  preference  for  the  provision  of 
goods  and  services  in  the  contracting  process. 

Boston-based  businesses  provide  jobs  for  our  residents 
and  stability  in  our  neighborhoods.  All  residents  of 
Boston  would  benefit  from  an  expanded  business  base  in 
terms  of  increased  employment  opportunities  and  addi- 
tional tax  revenue  to  support  basic  city  services. 

This  legislation  would  allow  the  City  to  award  con- 
tracts to  Boston-based  vendors  if  their  bid  were  within  5 
percent  of  the  lowest  bidder,  if  the  lowest  bidder  were 
based  outside  of  the  city.  A  similar  policy  was  in  place 
under  the  White  Administration  but  was  superseded  by 
the  provisions  of  M.G.L.  c.  30B,  which  states  that  mu- 
nicipalities must  accept  the  lowest  bid  on  city  contracts. 

Given  the  restriction  of  G.L.  c.  30B,  in  fiscal  year 
1993  the  City  awarded  over  20  million  in  contract  dollars 
to  870  vendors  who  were  based  outside  of  Massachu- 
setts. In  contrast,  just  slightly  more  than  5  million  in  con- 
tract dollars  were  awarded  to  just  1 10  Boston-based  ven- 
dors. 

This  legislation  seeks  to  give  those  businesses  which 
are  the  lifeblood  of  our  neighborhoods  of  the  City  and 


Commonwealth  a  better  chance  to  flourish  and  provide 
economic  benefits  of  our  residents. 

I  therefore  respectfully  request  adoption  of  this  legisla- 
tion by  your  Honorable  Body.

which  are  based  in  the  city  of  Boston,  as  hereinafter  de- 
fined, provided  that  the  difference  in  the  amount  between 
the  quotation  or  bid  submitted  by  the  lowest  responsive 
and  responsible  bidder  and  the  lowest  responsive  and  re- 
sponsible Boston  based  bidder  not  otherwise  the  lowest 
bidder  does  not  exceed  five  percent. 

Section  2.  The  term  "Boston  based  business"is  de- 
fined as  any  business  entity  which; 

a.  If  a  sole  proprietorship,  is  wholly  owned  by  a  person 
whose  principal  place  of  residence  is  in  the  city  of  Boston 
and  whose  sole  or  principal  place  of  business  is  in  the  city 
of  Boston. 

b.  If  a  partnership,  all  or  a  majority  of  the  general  part- 
ners live  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  partnership's  sole  or 
principal  place  of  business  is  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

c.  If  a  business  corporation,  a  majority  of  the  stock  is 
held  by  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  corpora- 
tion's sole  or  principal  place  of  business  is  in  the  city  of 
Boston. 

d.  If  a  non-profit  corporation,  its  principal  place  of 
business  is  in  the  city  of  Boston.

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the 
City  of  Boston  with  respect  to  residential  premises  which 
are  in  violation  of  the  state  sanitary  code,  causing  many 
citizens  to  live  in  unsafe  conditions; 

Whereas,  The  legal  remedies  available  to  the  Inspec- 
tional  Services  Department  in  enforcing  this  code,  as 
well  as  other  applicable  state  laws  and  regulations,  are 
insufficient  to  encourage  timely  repair  of  rental  proper- 
ties; 

Whereas,  Owners  often  avoid  repairing  sub-standard 
properties,  thereby  endangering  the  lives,  safety,  and 
property  of  tenants  and  severely  limiting  the  ability  of 
many  people  to  remain  in  their  homes  safely,  therefore 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Purpose 

To  provide  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  with 
the  remedies  necessary  to  effectively  carry  out  its  man- 
date under  state  law,  to  guarantee  tenants  of  the  City  of 
Boston  housing  which  complies  with  the  state  sanitary 
code  and  other  applicable  laws  and  regulations,  and  to 
encourage  owners  to  maintain  the  buildings  they  own  in 
compliance  with  this  code,  laws  and  regulations  by  en- 
acting an  ordinance  under  which  administrative  citations 
are  issued  to  owners  who  violate  the  state  sanitary  code. 

Section  2 .  Definitions 

(A)  "Administrative  Citation"  means  a  notice  issued 
to  an  owner  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department, 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance,  which  provides  a  statement  of 
the  terms  under  which  the  owner  may  be  fined  for  failure 
to  remedy  violations  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  and  a 
statement  of  the  owner's  right  to  appeal  the  issuance  of 
the  administrative  citation  and/or  fine. 

(B)  "Dwelling"  means  every  building  or  shelter  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  rooming  houses  and  temporary 
housing  used  or  intended  for  human  habitation  and  every 
other  structure  or  condition  located  within  the  same  lot 
line  whose  existence  cau.ses  or  is  likely  to  effect  noncom- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  105  CMR  410.000. 

(C)  "Dwelling  Unit"  means  the  room  or  group  of 
rooms  within  a  dwelling  used  or  intended  for  use  by  one 
family  or  household  for  living,  sleeping,  cooking  and 
eating.  Dwelling  unit  shall  also  mean  a  condominium 
unit. 

(D)  "Inspectional  Services  Department"  means  ihe  le- 
gally designated  authority  for  the  City  of  Boston,  autho- 
rized by  CBC  9  9,  to  enforce  the  state  sanitary  code 
through  the  inspection  of  rental  units  for  violations  of  the 
code  and  the  Implementation  of  mechanisms  to  ensure 
compliance  with  repair  orders. 

(E)  "Occupant  "  means  every  person  over  one  year  of 
age  living  or  sleeping  in  a  dwelling  or  dwelling  unit. 

(F)  "Owner"  means  every  person  who  alone  or  .sever- 
ally with  others  (a)  has  legal  title  to  any  rental  unit,  or 
parcel  of  land,  vacant  or  otherwise,  including  a  mobile 
home  park;  or  (b)  has  care,  charge  or  control  of  any 
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dwelling,  rental  unit,  mobile  dwelling  unit  or  parcel  of 
land,  vacant  or  otherwise,  including  a  mobile  home  park, 
in  any  capacity  including  but  not  limited  to  agent,  execu- 
tor, executrix,  administrator,  administratrix,  trustee  or 
guardian  of  the  estate  of  the  holder  of  legal  title;  or  (c) 
mortgagee  in  possession;  or  (d)  agent,  trustee  or  other 
person  appointed  by  the  courts;  (e)  any  officer  or  trustee 
of  the  association  of  unit  owners  of  a  condominium;  (f)  a 
bank  or  other  lending  institution  in  posession  as  a  result 
of  foreclosure;  or  (g)  any  person  who  operates  a  rooming 
house.  The  term  "owner"  includes  landlords  and  les- 
sors. 

(G)  "State  sanitary  code"  means  the  state  sanitary 
code,  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regulations  codified  at  105 
400.00  -  410.00,  adopted  under  the  authority  of  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws,  Chapter  1 1 1 ,  s.  3  and  s.  127A,  as 
it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 
Section  3.  Administrative  Citations:  Issuance 

(A)  Whenever  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
finds  any  violation  of  any  provision  of  the  state  sanitary 
code  it  shall  issue,  in  addition  to  its  order  to  make  repairs, 
an  administrative  citation  against  the  owner  according  to 
the  procedures  set  out  in  this  ordinance. 

(B)  The  administrative  citation  shall  incorporate  by 
reference  the  order  to  make  repairs  and  shall  contain  the 
following  information: 

( 1 )  the  date  of  the  inspection ; 

(2)  the  amount  of  fine  which  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  owner  if  the  violation  or  violations  are  not 
remedied  within  the  time  frame  set  out  in  order  to  make 
repairs  as  well  as  the  rate  at  which  the  fine  shall  esca- 
late pursuant  to  Section  8(B)  and  (C)  of  this  ordinance; 

(3)  the  manner  in  which  the  owner  may  pay  any  fine 
assessed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance; and 

(4)  a  description  of  the  owner's  appeal  rights  with 
respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  administrative  citation 
and  of  any  fine. 

(C)  The  administrative  citation  shall  be  served  on  the 
owner,  along  with  any  orders  to  make  repairs,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  state  sanitary  code. 

(D)  A  copy  of  the  administrative  citation  shall  also  be 
delivered  on  the  occupants  of  the  dwelling  or  dwelling 
unit  in  which  violations  have  been  found  and  shall  be 
posted  in  the  common  areas  of  the  dwelling.  If  violations 
of  the  state  sanitary  code  are  found  in  the  common  areas 
of  any  dwelling,  a  copy  of  the  administrative  citation 
shall  be  delivered  on  each  and  every  tenant  of  the  dwell- 
ing. 

(E)  A  copy  of  the  administrative  citation  shall  be  re- 
tained by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  and  be 
available  for  public  inspection  and  copying. 

(F)  Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  interfere  with  an  own- 
er's right  to  appeal  the  issuance  of  an  order  to  make  re- 
pairs under  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

Section  4.  Repairs 

(A)  An  owner  shall  make  any  and  all  repairs  necessary 
to  remedy  any  violations  found  by  the  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices Department  within  the  time  frame  stated  on  the  order 
to  make  repairs,  unless  he  or  she  requests  a  hearing  pur- 
suant to  the  hearing  regulations  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code. 

(B)  The  Inspectional  Services  Department  shall, 
within  five  days  after  the  dates  for  compliance  specified 
in  an  order  to  repair  issued  pursuant  to  105  CMR 
410.830,  make  an  on  site  inspection  to  determine 
whether  there  has  been  compliance  with  its  order.  How- 
ever, if  one  or  more  of  the  violations  or  conditions  cited  in 
the  order  to  repair  are  determined  to  be  conditions  which 
may  endanger  the  health  or  safety,  and  well-being  of  the 
occupant(s)  as  defined  in  105  CMR  4 10. 750,  this  inspec- 
tion shall  be  made  within  24  hours  of  the  dates  for  com- 
pliance specified  in  an  order.  An  inspection  under  105

(C)  If,  upon  re-inspection,  it  is  determined  that  the 
owner  has  remedied  the  violations  cited  in  the  order  to 
make  repairs,  the  administrative  citation  shall  so  note  this 
finding  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department.  Any  subsequent  order  to  make  the  same  re- 
pairs shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  be 
deemed  a  new  and  separate  violation  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code. 

(D)  Copies  of  the  administrative  citation  indicating  that 
the  violation  has  been  remedied  and  no  fine  has  been  as- 
sessed shall  be  served  on  the  same  individuals  who  re- 
ceived notice  of  the  initial  administrative  citation.  This 
notice  shall  be  served  within  five  days  of  the  re- 
inspection. 

(E)  If,  upon  re-inspection,  it  is  determined  that  the 
owner  has  failed  to  remedy  the  violations  cited,  this  shall 
be  noted  on  the  administrataive  citation  and  a  fine  shall  be 
assessed  against  the  owner  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  Section  6  of  this  ordinance. 

(F)  Copies  of  the  administrative  citation  noting  the  as- 
sessment of  a  fine  for  failure  to  remedy  the  violations 
cited  shall  be  served  on  the  same  individuals  who  re- 
ceived notice  of  the  initial  administrative  citation  within 
five  days  of  the  fine  being  assessed  against  the  owner. 
Section  5 .  Extensions 

(A)  An  owner  who  has  made  a  good-faith  effort  to  rem- 
edy any  violations  cited  in  an  order  to  make  repairs  and 
an  administrative  citation  may  apply  to  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  for  an  extension  of  the  time  set  for 
making  repairs  by  requesting  a  hearing  under  the  hearing 
provisions  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

(B)  A  good-faith  effort  shall  be  found  to  exist  only  in 
the  following  circumstances: 

(1)  if  the  owner  provides  evidence  that  the  repairs 
cannot  be  completed  within  the  required  time  frame. 
Such  evidence  shall  be  in  the  form  of  at  least  two  writ- 
ten estimates  from  outside  professionals,  one  of  which 
the  owner  has  accepted  in  writing,  stating  when  the 
repairs  will  be  made;  or 

(2)  if  the  owner  is  unable,  despite  serious  and  sub- 
stantial efforts  to  obtain  financing  for  repairs.  In  order 
to  qualify  for  an  extension  under  this  sub-section,  the 
owner  must  present  written  and  verifiable  evidence  of 
all  efforts  to  obtain  financing  as  well  as  written  and 
verifiable  evidence  of  a  present  financial  inability  to 
meet  the  cost  of  repai  rs . 

(C)  In  any  case  where  an  extension  has  been  granted 
for  the  remedying  of  any  violation,  a  new  date  shall  be  set 
by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  by  which  the 
owner  shall  remedy  the  violation  and  a  re-inspection 
shall  take  place  in  accordance  with  Sections  4(C)  through 
4(F)  of  this  ordinance. 

(D)  No  extensions  shall  be  granted  in  any  case  where 
an  owner  has  received  a  fine  for  the  same  or  similar  viola- 
tions in  the  same  unit  within  the  twelve-month  period 
immediately  preceding  issuance  of  the  current  adminis- 
trative citation. 

(E)  In  no  event  shall  the  time  frame  for  repairs  includ- 
ing any  extensions  be  greater  than  ninety  days  from  the 
date  of  the  issuance  of  the  order  to  make  repairs  except 
that  permanent  owner  occupants  of  any  building  or  struc- 
ture containing  no  more  than  one  dwelling  unit,  or  con- 
taining no  more  than  two  dwelling  units,  or  containing 
nor  more  than  three  dwelling  units  may  apply  for  an  addi- 
tional thirty  day  extension  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  and  provided  further  that  no  building  or  structure 
shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless 
all  legal  and  beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or  more  of  the 
dwellings  therein  as  their  permanent  residence. 
Section  6.  Fines  for  Failure  to  Repair 

(A)  If  an  owner  fails  to  remedy  a  violation  cited  in  an 
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order  to  make  repairs  within  the  allotted  time  frame,  or 
fails  to  remedy  the  violation  within  the  time  frame  set  out 
in  any  extension  granted  under  Section  5  of  this  ordi- 
nance, or  fails  to  file  a  timely  appeal,  a  fine  shall  be  as- 
sessed against  the  owner. 

(B)  Notice  of  the  assessment  of  a  fine  shall  be  served  on 
the  owner  in  accordance  with  the  notice  provisions  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Code. 

(C)  Notice  of  the  fine  shall  be  served  on  the  same  indi- 
viduals who  received  nofice  of  the  initial  administrative 
citation. 

(D)  The  amount  of  the  fine  shal  be  set  according  to  the 
following  schedule: 

(\)  $100.00  per  day  for  each  violation  referred  to  in 
105  CMR  410.750(A)-(N)  and  required  to  be  cor- 
rected within  twenty-four  hours;  or 

(2)  $20. 00  per  day  for  each  violation  referred  to  in 
105  CMR  410.830(B)  and  required  to  be  in  an  amount 
of  time  determined  by  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment but,  in  any  event,  no  more  than  thirty  days. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  schedule  of  fines  set  out  in 
subsecfions  (1)  and  (2)  above,  the  following  caps  shall 
be  placed  on  fines: 

(a)  a  cap  of  $1 ,000.00  per  violation  for  any  dwelling 
whose  owner  owns  less  than  35  dwelling  units  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  except  that  the  cap 
shall  be  $2,500.00  for  any  violations  listed  in  105 
CMRss.  410.750(A)-(N); 

(b)  a  cap  of  $2,500.00  per  violafion  for  any  dwelling 
whose  owner  owns  35  or  more  dwelling  units  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  except  that  the  cap 
shall  be  $5,000.00  for  any  violation  listed  in  105  CMR 
ss.  410.750(A)-(N); 

(c)  a  cap  of  $10,000.00  per  unit,  per  initial  order  to 
repair  for  any  dwelling  whose  owner  owns  less  than  35 
dwellings  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  and 

(d)  a  cap  of  $25,000  per  unit,  per  initial  order  to 
repair  for  any  dwelling  whose  owner  owns  35  or  more 
dwelling  units  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

(4)  In  addition,  the  owner  shall  be  given  notice  that 
the  fine  assessed  per  day  shall  automatically  double  if 
any  violation  cited  in  the  administrative  citation  is  not 
remedied  within  two  weeks  of  service  of  the  notice  of 
the  fine  and  shall  automafically  triple  if  any  violation  is 
not  remedied  within  one  month  of  service  of  the  notice 
of  the  fine. 

Section  7.  Appeals  of  Fines 

(A)  An  owner  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  issuance  of  a 
fine  or  an  occupant  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  failure  of  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department  to  fine  an  owner  pur- 
suant to  this  ordinance  may  appeal  to  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  according  to  the  following  proce- 
dures:

(C)  A  hearing  shall  be  held  on  the  appeal  following  the 
same  procedures  available  in  an  appeal  of  the  issuance  of 
an  order  to  make  repairs  which  are  set  out  in  105  CMR 
ss.  410.850  and  410.860,  except  that  any  appeal  to  court 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  30A. 

(D)  Appeals  under  this  section  shall  be  limited  to  re- 
view of  the  decision  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment to  issue  or  not  to  issue  a  fine  under  this  Ordinance, 
and  shall  not  include  issues  otherwise  appealable  pursu- 
ant to  105  CMR  ss.  410.850  and  410.860. 

(E)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  affect

Section  8.  Failure  To  Pay  Fine 

(A)  Notice  of  a  fine  which  has  been  issued  pursuant  to 
Section  6  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  served  on  the  owner 
and  on  the  occupants  who  received  notice  of  the  initial 
administrative  citation. 

(B)  In  addition,  in  accordance  with  Section  6(D)  (4), 
the  owner  shall  be  given  notice  that  the  fine  assessed  per 
day  shall  automatically  double  if  any  violation  cited  in 
the  administrative  citation  is  not  remedied  within  two 
weeks  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine  and  shall  auto- 
matically triple  if  any  violation  is  not  remedied  within 
one  month  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine. 

(C)  A  property  tax  lien  may  be  taken  by  the  City  of 
Boston  against  the  owner  if  the  tripled  fine  is  not  paid 
within  six  months  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine  or  the 
issuance  of  the  next  property  tax  bill,  whichever  is  later, 
and  the  owner  shall  be  notified  of  this  action  prior  to  its 
being  taken.

Section  10.  Revenue  Generated

The  Department  of  Inspecfional  Services  shall  promul- 
gate regulations  consistent  with  the  terms  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  any  applicable  state  laws  and  regulations. 
Section  12.  Construction 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Chapter  111,  s.  I27A,  et  seq.  governing  the  authority 
and  conduct  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  or 
with  any  other  law  of  regulation  governing  the  rights  and 
obligations  of  owners  and  tenants  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 
Section  13.  Severability

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  (1)  of  Section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  following  provi- 
sions pertaining  to  firearms  shall  be  in  effect  in  the  city  of 
Boston: 

Section  1.  DEFINITIONS 

a.  "Firearm"  shall  mean  a  firearm  as  defined  in 

G.L.c.  140,  sec.  121. 
(1)  "Firearm"  shall  not  include: 

(a)  a  firearm  which  has  been  modified  so  as  to  render 
it  permanently  inoperable  or  so  as  to  make  it  perma- 
nently a  device  which  may  not  appropriately  be  desig- 
nated as  a  firearm;  or 

(b)  an  antique  or  relic  firearm,  movie  prop  or  other 
weapon  not  capable  of  firing  a  projectile  and  not  in- 
tended for  use  as  a  functional  weapon  and  which  can- 
not be  readily  converted  through  a  combination  of 
available  parts  into  an  operable  firearm. 

Section  2.  RESTRICTIONS  OF  FIREARMS 

a.  In  the  city  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell, 
rent,  lease,  barter  or  transfer  a  firearm  to  any  person 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21)  years. 

b.  In  the  city  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21)  years  to  sell. 
rent,  lease  barter,  transfer,  possess  or  purchase  a  fire- 
arm. 

c.  In  the  city  of  Boston,  unless  otherwise  exempt  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  from  and  after  the  effective 
dateof  this  act,  notwithstanding  section  131  of  chapter 
140  of  the  general  law,  no  person  who  has  not  attained 
his  twenty-first  birthday  shall  be  eligible  to  apply  to  the 
police  commissioner  for  the  city  of  Boston  for  a  license 
to  carry  or  possess  a  firearm,  and  said  police  commis- 
sioner shall  not  issue  any  such  license  to  any  person 
who  has  not  clearly  established  the  lawful  age  of 
twenty-one  years. 
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Sections.  EXEMPTIONS 

This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  exempted 
persons  and  users: 

a.  Officers,  agents,  or  employees  of  this  or  any 
other  state  or  of  the  United  States,  members  of  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  or  the  organized  mili- 
tia of  this  or  any  other  state,  and  law  enforcement  offi- 
cers, including  special  police  officers  licensed  by  the 
city  of  Boston,  to  the  extent  that  any  such  person  is 
authorized  by  competent  authority  to  acquire,  possess 
or  carry  a  firearm  and  isacting  within  the  scope  of  their 
official  duties. 

b.  Thesaleof  firearms  by  dealers  under  G.L.  c.  140, 
sec.  122  to  those  persons  described  in  Section  3a 
herein; 

c.  The  possession  of  firearms  by  persons  who  are 
licensed  to  carry  firearms  under  G.L.  c.  140,  sec.  131, 
while  on  the  property  of  a  lawfully  incorporated  sport- 
ing or  shooting  club; 

d.  The  possession  of  firearms  by  persons  specifi- 
cally authorized  to  acquire,  have,  possess  or  carry  a 
firearm  pursuant  to  federal  law; 

e.  The  regular  and  ordinary  transport  of  firearms  as 
merchandise  by  any  common  carrier; 

F.  To  a  person  voluntarily  surrendering  a  firearm  and 
ammunition  therefor  to  a  licensing  authority,  the 
Boston  police  commissioner  or  his  designee,  if  prior 
written  notice  has  been  given  by  said  person  to  the  li- 
censing authority  or  the  police  commissioner,  stating 
the  place  and  approximate  time  of  said  surrender; 

g.  Possession  of  firearms  and  ammunition  therefor 
by  nonresidents  of  the  Commonwealth  or  residents  of 
the  Commonwealth  not  residing  within  Boston  travel- 
ing in  or  through  the  city,  provided  that  the  nonresident 
has  compiled  with  the  requirements  of  G.L.  c.  140, 
sec.  131F; 

h.  Any  new  resident  moving  into  the  city  of  Boston, 
or  any  resident  of  the  city,  upon  being  released  from 
active  service  with  any  of  the  armed  servcies  of  the 
United  States  with  respect  to  any  firearm  and  ammuni- 
tion therefor  then  in  his  possession,  for  sixty  days  after 
such  release  or  after  the  time  he  moves  into  the  city  of 
Boston; 

i.  The  transfer  as  provided  by  law  of  a  firearm  upon 
the  death  of  an  owner  to  his  heir  or  legatee  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  provided  that 
said  heir  or  legatee  shall  within  one  hundred  and  eighty 
days  of  such  transfer,  obtain  a  firearm  identification 
card  pursuant  to  section  1298  of  chapter  140  of  the 
general  law. 

Section  4.  PENALTIES 

Any  person  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  act  as 
to  a  firearm  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not 
less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  two  and  one-half  years 
in  a  jail  or  house  of  correction.  The  sentence  imposed 
on  such  person  shall  not  be  reduced  to  less  than  one 
year,  nor  suspended,  nor  shall  any  person  convicted 
under  this  act  be  eligible  for  probation,  parole,  work 
release,  or  furlough  or  receive  any  deduction  from  his 
sentence  for  good  conduct  until  he  shall  have  served 
one  year  of  such  sentence;  provided,  however,  that  the 
Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  may  on  the  recommendation

available at  said  institution.  Prosecutions  commenced 
under  this  act  shall  neither  be  continued  without  a  find- 
ing nor  placed  on  file. 

Section  5.  MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS 


a.  A  police  officer  shall  be  authorized  to  seize  any 
firearm  which  may  be  evidence  of  a  violation  of  this 
act.  The  firearm  shall  be  held  as  evidence  by  the  police 
and  may  be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  G.L.  c.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  ordinance 
amending  a  section  of  the  City's  "Rental  Housing  Equity 
Ordinance"  (CBC  Ord.  s.  10.2). 

This  technical  amendment  is  necessary  to  ensure  that 
the  City's  rent  equity  law  is  fully  consistent  with  certain 
subsequently  enacted  federal  regulations  concerning  pre- 
payment of  HUD-insured  mortgages. 

The  City  originally  passed  the  section  in  issue  in  order 
to  protect  thousands  of  low-to-moderate  income  tenants 
living  in  these  HUD  properties  from  displacement  due  to 
refinancing  or  sale.  After  the  City  took  such  action,  how- 
ever. Congress  acted  to  stop  prepayments  and  devised  a 
number  of  programs  for  owners  to  ensure  that  these 
buildings  would  remain  available  to  citizens  of  modest 
means.  Consequently,  the  controlling  section  of  the 
City's  rent  equity  ordinance  is  now  impractical  and  re- 
quires modification. 

The  scope  of  this  amendment  is  limited  to  a  group  of 
HUD  projects  known  as  "Title  VI".  Many  of  these  Title 
VI  properties  are  now  in  the  process  of  being  sold  both  to 
tenants  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  limited  equity  co- 
operatives, and  to  non-profit  groups  for  the  purpose  of 
running  the  buildings  as  affordable  housing.'  As  HUD 
appraisers  began  to  assess  the  value  of  these  properties, 
however,  it  became  evident  that  the  section  of  the  rent 
equity  ordinance  that  the  present  ordinance  would  amend 
effectively  depressed  the  value  of  the  Title  VI  properties 
to  the  extent  that  the  sales  to  the  tenants  and  non-profit 
groups  could  not  go  forward. 

As  a  practical  matter,  the  proposed  amendment  would 
simply  allow  HUD  appraisers  to  establish  property  val- 
ues based  upon  vacancy  decontrolled  rents;  it  would  not 
remove  or  change  any  evictions  or  condominium  conver- 
sion protections.  Tenants  would  remain  under  the  HUD 
Section  8  program,  paying  30  percent  of  their  income  for 


rent  after  the  sale  to  either  a  non-profit  group  or  a  tenant 
limited  equity  cooperative.  It  is  also  important  to  note 
that  rents  for  these  tenants  are  currently  regulated  by 
HUD,  and  would  continue  to  be  set  by  HUD  after  either 
the  tenant  or  non-profit  groups  purchase  the  buildings. 

Because  HUD  is  currently  awaiting  the  City's  timely 
action  with  respect  to  this  matter,  I  hereby  urge  your 
Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  ordinance  as  expeditiously 
as  possible.

follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only; 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  following  provi- 
sions pertaining  to  firearms  shall  be  in  effect  in  the  city  of 
Boston; 

Section  1.  DEFINITIONS 

a.  "Firearm"  shall  mean  a  firearm  as  defined  in 
G.L.  c.  140,  sec.  121. 

(1)  "Firearm"  shall  not  include; 

(a)  a  firearm  which  has  been  modified  so  as  to  ren- 
der it  permanently  inoperable  or  so  as  to  make  it 
permanently  a  device  which  may  not  appropri- 
ately be  designated  as  a  firearm;  or 

(b)  an  antique  or  relic  firearm,  movie  prop  or  other 
weapon  not  capable  of  firing  a  projectile  and  not 
intended  for  use  as  a  functional  weapon  and  which 
cannot  be  readily  converted  through  a  combina- 
tion of  available  parts  into  an  operable  firearm. 

Section  2.  RESTRICTIONS  OF  FIREARMS 

a.  In  the  city  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell, 
rent,  lease,  barter  or  transfer  a  firearm  to  any  per- 
son under  the  age  of  twenty -one  (2 1 )  years. 

b.  In  the  city  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  under  the  age  of  twenty -one  (21)  years  to 
sell,  rent,  lease,  barter  or  transfer,  possess  or  pur- 
chase a  firearm 

c.  In  the  city  of  Boston,  unless  otherwise  exempt  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  from  and  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act,  notwithstanding  sections  131 
and  131F  of  chapter  140  of  the  general  law,  no 
person  who  has  not  attained  his  twenty-first  birth- 
day shall  be  eligible  to  apply  to  the  police  commis- 
sioner for  the  city  of  Boston  for  a  license  to  carry 
or  possess  a  firearm,  and  said  police  commis- 
sioner shall  not  issue  any  such  license  to  any  per- 
son who  has  not  clearly  established  the  lawful  age 
of  twenty-one  (2 1 )  years . 

Section  3.  EXEMPTIONS 

This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  ex- 
empted persons  and  users; 

a.  Officers,  agents,  or  employees  of  this  or  any 
other  state  or  of  the  United  States,  members  of  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  or  the  organized 
militia  of  this  or  any  other  state,  and  law  enforce- 
ment officers,  including  special  police  officers  li- 
censed by  the  city  of  Boston,  to  the  extent  that  any 
such  person  is  authorized  by  competent  authority 
to  acquire,  possess  or  carry  a  firearm  and  is  acting 
within  the  scope  of  their  official  duties; 

b.  The  sale  of  firearms  by  dealers  licensed  under 
G.L.,c.  140,  sec.  122,  to  those  persons  described 
in  Sections  3a  and  3d  herein; 

c.  The  possession  of  firearms  by  persons  who  are 
licensed  to  carry  firearms  under  G.L.,c.  140,  sec. 
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131  or  sec.  13 IF,  while  on  the  property  of  a  law- 
fully incorporated  sporting  or  shooting  club; 

d.  The  possession  of  firearms  by  persons  specifi- 
cally authorized  to  acquire,  have,  possess  or  carry 
a  firearm  pursuant  to  federal  law; 

e.  The  regular  and  ordinary  transport  of  firearms  as 
merchandise  by  any  common  carrier; 

f.  To  a  person  voluntarily  surrendering  a  firearm 
and  ammunition  therefor  to  a  licensing  authority, 
the  Boston  police  commissioner  or  his  designee,  if 
prior  written  notice  has  been  given  by  said  person 
to  the  licensing  authority  or  the  police  commis- 
sioner, stating  the  place  and  approximate  time  of 
said  surrender; 

g.  Possession  of  firearms  and  ammunition  therefor 
by  nonresidents  of  the  Commonwealth,  traveling 
in  or  through  the  city  of  Boston,  provided  that  any 
firearm  is  unloaded  and  enclosed  in  a  case  or  pro- 
vided that  the  nonresident  has  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  G.L.,  c.  140,  sec.  131F; 

h.  Possession  of  firearms  and  ammunition  therefor 
by  residents  of  the  Commonwealth  not  residing 
within  the  city  of  Boston,  traveling  in  or  through 
the  city  of  Boston,  provided  that  they  are  licensed 
to  carry  the  firearm(s)  under  G.L.,  c.  140,  sec. 
131; 

i.  Any  new  resident  moving  into  the  city  of  Boston, 
or  any  resident  of  the  city,  upon  being  released 
from  active  service  with  any  of  the  armed  services 
of  the  United  States  with  respect  to  any  firearm 
and  ammunition  therefor  then  in  his  possession, 
for  sixty  days  after  such  release  or  after  the  time  he 
moves  into  the  city  of  Boston; 

j .  The  transfer  as  provided  by  law  of  a  firearm  upon 
the  death  of  an  owner  to  his  heir  or  legatee  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  provided 
that  said  heir  or  legatee  shall  within  one  hundred 
eighty  days  of  such  transfer,  obtain  a  firearm  iden- 
tification card  pursuant  to  section  1 29B  of  chapter 
1 40  of  the  general  law . 

Section  4.  PENALTIES 

a.  Any  person  who  violates  Section  2b  of  this  act  as 
to  a  firearm  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for 
not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  two-and-one- 
half  years  in  a  jail  or  house  of  correction.  The  sen- 
tence imposed  on  such  person  shall  not  be  reduced 
to  less  than  one  year,  nor  suspended,  nor  shall  any 
person  convicted  under  this  act  be  eligible  for  pro- 
bation, parole,  work  release,  or  furlough  or  re- 
ceive any  deduction  from  his  sentence  for  good 
conduct  until  he  shall  have  served  one  year  of  such 
sentencing;  provided,  however,  that  the  Sheriff  of

b.  Any  person  who  violates  Section  2a  of  this  act 
shall,  if  he  has  such  a  license,  have  his  license  to 
sell  firearms,  rifles,  shotguns,  machine  guns 
and/or  ammunition  revoked  and  shall  not  be  enti- 
tled to  apply  for  such  license  for  ten  years  from  the 
date  of  such  revocation  and  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  nor  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars.  A  person  who  violates  Sec- 
tion 2a  of  this  act  and  does  not  have  a  license  to  sell

Whereas,  The  residents  in  the  Dorchester  area  imme- 
diately surrounding  the  Holland  School  were  adversely 
inconvenienced  and  threatened  by  the  potentially  fatal 
chemicals;  and 

Whereas,  The  population  at  the  school  and  the  commu- 
nity surrounding  the  school  could  suffer  long-term  health 
consequences  directly  related  to  the  chemicals  found  on 
the  school's  campus;  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  conduct  hearings  re- 
garding the  chemicals  found  at  the  Holland  School  and 
that  all  city  department  heads  with  any  jurisdiction  over 
the  school,  public  health  and  public  safety  be  required  to 
attend  said  hearing  and  that  local  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency  officials  be  invited  and  that  a  full  investiga- 
tion be  undertaken  on  the  disposition  of  the  chemicals 
and  the  potential  health  risks  of  exposure  to  the  chemi- 
cals.

MUNICIPAL  AND  PUBLIC  MONIES  IN  FIRMS 
OR  BUSINESSES  OPERATING  IN  REPUBLIC 
OF  SOUTH  AFRICA  (DOCKET  NO.  131 1) 

Coun.  YANCEY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred 
Ordinance  for  the  Re-Investment  of  Municipal  and 
Public  Monies  in  Firms  or  Businesses  Operating 
in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
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Whereas,  The  government  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  has  scheduled  elections  in  April  in  the  year  1994 
in  order  to  construct  a  new  non-racial  Constitution;  and 

Whereas,  Every  ethnic,  racial  and  gender  group  will 
be  granted  the  electoral  franchise  for  the  first  time  in  the 
modem  history  of  the  Republic  of  South  Africa;  and 

Whereas,  The  Parliament  of  the  Republic  of  South  Af- 
rica has  voted  to  allow  indigenous  racial  groups  a  signifi- 
cant role  in  governing  the  country  through  a  quasi- 
governmental  body  known  as  the  Transitional  Executive 
Council,  a  body  consisting  of  26  separate  political  par- 
ties; and 

Whereas,  Nelson  Mandela,  a  world  reknowned  civil 
rights  leader  and  spokesman  for  peace  and  racial  equality 
in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  has  been  released  from 
incarceration  after  spending  nearly  three  decades  in  jail 
as  a  political  prisoner;  and 

Whereas,  The  African  National  Congress  has  been 
recognized  by  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  as  a  legiti- 
mate civil  rights  organization  representing  the  will  and 
concerns  of  a  large  segment  of  the  indigenous  South  Afri- 
can population;  and 

Whereas,  The  government  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  has  been  negotiating  with  the  African  National 
Congress  and  other  political  parties  in  apparent  good 
faith  and  seeking  ways  to  effectively  resolve  current  ra- 
cial and  political  antagonisms;  and 

Whereas,  The  African  National  Congress  of  South  Af- 
rica has  called  for  the  lifting  of  economic  sanctions  di- 
rected at  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  because  of  the 
commitment  of  said  country  to  address  its  political,  civil 
and  human  rights;  and 

Whereas,  The  African  National  Congress  has  estab- 
lished a  set  of  principles  guiding  financial  investments 
back  into  the  country's  economy;  and 

Whereas,  The  apartheid  legislation  process  that  cur- 
rently governs  financial  investments  is  a  major  obstacle 
to  economic  growth  and  development  in  South  Africa; 
and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  and  other  major  nation- 
states  have  pledged  to  lift  sanctions  based  on  the  African 
National  Congress'  call  to  end  the  economic  boycott;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-four 
the  City  of  Boston  divested  more  than  $12  million  of  its 
public  funds  from  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  based  on 
reported  and  documented  expressions  of  widespread  civil 
and  human  rights  violations  in  said  country;  and 

Whereas,  The  purpose  and  objective  of  City  of 
Boston's  divestment  process  was  to  encourage  the  Re- 
public of  South  Africa  to:  (1)  establish  a  Constitution 
which  allowed  for  a  universal  electoral  franchise,  (2)  re- 
lease political  prisoner  and  civil  and  human  rights  leader 
Nelson  Mandela  and  (3)  acknowledge  and  negotiate  a  po- 
litical, social  and  economic  compromise  in  order  to  re- 
duce a  preponderance  of  acrimony  existing  between  the 
indigenous  South  African  population  and  the  white  and 
colored  races  in  said  country;  and 

Whereas,  Said  objectives  are  being  achieved  in  appar- 
ent good  faith  by  the  Republic  of  South  Africa;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  was  among  the  first  mu- 
nicipalities nationwide  to  divest  of  funds  in  firms,  busi- 
nesses and  companies  having  financial  interests  in  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa;  therefore  be  it 

Ordained,  That  there  shall  be  enacted  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  ninety-three  an  ordinance  allowing  for 
the  reinvestment  of  municipal  and  public  monies  into 
firms  and/or  businesses  conducting  financial  for-profit 
transactions  with  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  1.  Statement  of  Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  re-establish  a  genial 
and  cordial  economic  relationship  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa;  to  lift  and  re- 
peal the  divestment  and  selective  purchasing  order  by  the 
City  of  Boston  on  the  Republic  of  South  Africa;  to  re- 


move existing  municipal  sanctions  on  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa  based  on  the  general  amelioration  of  the 
civil  and  human  rights  practices  of  said  country;  to  create 
and  foster  a  renewed  economic  reciprocity  between  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  and  here- 
tofor  improve  the  cultural  and  political  exchange  between 
said  city  and  said  country. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code  on  Retirement  Funds. 

Public  funds  under  this  section  may  be  invested  or  re- 
invested, deposited  or  re-deposited  in  any  bank  or  finan- 
cial institution  which  directly  or  indirectly  through  its 
subsidiaries  conducting  business  or  having  outstanding 
loans  or  existing  lines  of  credit  to  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa,  or  to  a  national  corporation  of  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa  or  to  any  company  or  its  subsidiaries  for  the 
purpose  of  investment  in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa; 
and  public  pension  funds  may  be  invested  or  re-invested, 
deposited  or  re-deposited  in  the  stocks,  securities,  or 
other  obligations  of  any  company  doing  business  in  or 
with  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  whose  subsidiary  or 
affiliates  do  business  in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa.  Any  financial  interests  or  profits  gained  under  the 
provisions  allowed  through  statutes  herein  articulated 
shall  be  invested  as  much  as  reasonably  possible  in  finan- 
cial institutions  or  companies  which  invest  or  conduct 
business  operations  in  Boston  so  long  as  such  use  is  con- 
sistent with  sound  investment  policy. 

Section  3.  Housing  Authority  Funds. 

Housing  Authority  funds  under  this  section  may  be  in- 
vested or  re-invested,  deposited  or  re-deposited  in  any 
bank  or  financial  institutions  which  directly  or  indirectly 
through  its  subsidiaries  has  outstanding  loans  or  existing 
lines  of  credit  to  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  or  whose 
subsidiary  does  business  in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa.  Any  proceeds  or  financial  investments  allowed 
through  the  statutes  herein  articulated  may  be  invested  as 
much  as  reasonably  possible  in  financial  institutions  or 
companies  which  invest  or  conduct  business  operations 
in  Boston  so  long  as  such  use  is  consistent  with  sound 
investment  policy. 

Section  4.  General  Public  Funds. 

Public  funds  under  this  section  may  be  invested  or  re- 
invested, deposited  or  re-deposited  in  any  bank  or  finan- 
cial institutions  which  directly  or  through  its  subsidiaries 
has  outstanding  loans  or  existing  lines  of  credit  to  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa,  or  to  any  company  or  its  sub- 
sidiaries for  the  purpose  of  investment  in  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa  and  public  funds  may  be  invested  or  re- 
invested in  the  stocks,  securities,  or  other  obligations  of 
any  company  doing  business  in  or  with  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa  or  whose  subsidiary  or  affiliates  do  busi- 
ness in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South  Africa.  Any  pro- 
ceeds or  financial  benefits  gained  by  corporations,  firms, 
businesses,  companies  or  financial  institutions  under  this 
paragraph  shall  be  invested  as  much  as  reasonably  possi- 
ble in  financial  institutions  or  companies  which  invest  or 
conduct  business  operations  in  Boston  so  long  as  such  use 
is  consistent  with  sound  investment  policy. 

Section  5.  Before  any  public  funds  listed  in  paragraph 
2,  3  or  4  can  be  deposited  or  re-deposited,  invested  or  re- 
invested in  any  bank  or  financial  institution,  each  bank  or 
financial  institution  must  submit  an  affidavit  to  the 
Collector-Treasurer  certifying  that  it  shall  completely, 
without  exception,  comply  with  the  code  of  conduct  for 
businesses  operating  in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  as 
enunciated  and  articulated  in  section  8  of  this  ordinance. 
These  affidavits  of  compliance  shall  be  submitted  on  an 
annual  basis  to  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  be  available  for  public  inspection. 

Section  6.  If  public  funds  are  invested  or  re-invested, 
deposited  or  re-deposited  in  a  bank,  financial  institution, 
company,  or  corporation  in  non-compliance  with  the 
guiding  principles  enumerated  and  articulated  in  section 
8  of  this  ordinance,  said  bank,  financial  institution,  cor- 
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poration  or  company  shall  be  notified  of  the  their  non- 
compliance. Said  financial  entity,  firm,  business,  corpo- 
ration or  company  shall  then  be  granted  a  period  of  120 
days  to  comply  with  the  guiding  principles  enumerated  in 
section  8  or  have  public  monies  divested  from  it. 

Section  7.  Selective  Purchasing  Clause. 

Pursuant  to  City  of  Boston  Code  4-3  of  1986  the  City  of 
Boston  may  and  is  encouraged  to  enter  into  contractual 
agreements  with  persons,  groups,  organizations,  com- 
panies, corporations,  manufacturers  and  subsidiaries 
thereof  supplying  goods  and  services  from  the  Republic 
of  South  Africa  providing  that  all  municipal  boards, 
agencies,  commissions  and  authorities,  the  Boston 
School  Department  and  all  departments  categorized  as 
Suffolk  County  Departments  currently  under  budgetary 
appropriations  of  the  mayor  and  the  Boston  City  Council 
completely  comply  with  the  guidelines  enunciated  and 
articulated  in  section  8. 

Section  8.  Compliance  Guidelines  for  Investments. 
Equal  Opportunities 

Companies  shall  ensure  that  their  operations  are  free 
from  discrimination  based  on  race,  sex,  religion,  politi- 
cal opinion  or  physical  handicap  and  implement  affirma- 
tive action  programs  designed  to  protect  the  equal  rights 
and  treatment  of  the  historically  disadvantaged. 
Training  and  Education 

Companies  shall  develop  and  implement  training  and 
education  programs  so  as  to  increase  the  production  ca- 
pacities of  their  South  African  employees  in  consultation 
with  legitimately  recognized  trade  unions. 
Worker's  Rights 

Prospective  companies  investing  or  re-investing  in  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa  shall  uphold  worker's  rights, 
including  the  recognition  of  representative  unions  and  the 
right  to  bargain  collectively,  to  strike,  to  picket  peace- 
fully and  to  ensure  that  strikebreakers  will  not  be  hired 
and  investment  shall  enhance  employment  creation. 
Working  and  Living  Conditions 

Companies  shall  maintain  safe  and  healthy  working  en- 
vironments and  strive  to  ensure  that  the  working  and  liv- 
ing conditions  they  provide  accord  with  relevant  interna- 
tional conventions. 

Job  Creation  and  Security 

Companies  shall  strive  to  maintain  production  employ- 
ment opportunities  and  create  new  jobs  for  South  Afri- 
cans. 

Community  Relations 

Companies  shall  share  information  about  their  prac- 
tices and  projected  plans  with  communities  affected  by 
their  operations  and  such  companies  shall  develop  social 
responsibility  programs  in  ongoing  consultation  with 
representative  bodies  in  these  communities. 
Consumer  Protection 

Companies  shall  inform  consumers  of  any  possible 
dangers  associated  with  their  products  and  cooperate 
with  consumer  protection  and  broader  community  orga- 
nizations to  develop  and  uphold  appropriate  product 
safety  and  quality  standard. 

Environmental  Protection 

Prospective  companies,  businesses,  corporation  finan- 
cial institufions  or  firms  seeking  a  financial  investment  in 
the  Republic  of  South  Africa  shall  incorporate  environ- 
mentally sound  and  clean  practices  and  technologies. 
Empowerment  of  Black  Businesses 

Companies  shall  strive  to  improve  the  development  of 
black-owned  South  African  businesses  by  purchasing 
from  and  sub-contracting  to  such  firms. 

Section  8.  Implementation. 

Companies,  firms  and/or  businesses  shall  cooperate 
with  monitors  established  and/or  identified  by  the  gov- 
ernment of  South  Africa,  the  or  any  other  viable  and 
competent  monitoring  organization(s)  in  the  country  of 
South  Africa  or  the  United  Nations  or  any  other  viable 


and  competent  international  human  rights  monitoring  or- 
ganization(s).  Failure  to  comply  with  the  monitoring 
process  shall  result  in  a  severed  relationship  between  the 
City  of  Boston  and  such  non-cooperating  businesses, 
firms,  companies  or  organizations  standing  in  non- 
compliance. 

Section  9.  Severability  Clause. 

If  any  provision  of  this  petition  is  invalid  or  unenforce- 
able by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdicfion,  the  other  provi- 
sions of  the  act  shall  not  in  any  way  be  affected  thereby, 
but  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  90  days  after  passage.

This  supplemental  appropriation 
is  necessary  to  reflect  a  change  in  the  Common- 
wealth's handling  of  what  had  heretofore  been  grant 
funds  to  the  School  Department.  This  additional  ap- 
propriation maintains  the  School  Department's  spend- 
ing at  its  FY93  level. 

In  presenting  the  FY94  budget  to  the  Boston  City 
Council,  the  City  did  not  include  $14,387,237  in 
state  Equal  Education  Opportunity  Grant  and  the 
State  Per-Capita  Funds  that  the  department  received 
as  special  revenue  in  the  previous  fiscal  year.  As  a 
technical  adjustment  in  the  Educational  Reform  Act 
of  1993,  the  State  no  longer  funds  either  as  special 
revenue,  but  rather  in  FY94  Boston  will  receive  the 
equivalent  dollars,  as  part  of  its  total  state  Chapter 
70  educational  aid. 

This  supplemental  appropriation  allows  the  School 
Department's  FY94  funding  to  remain  equivalent  to 
its  FY93  spending  authority  for  a  total  of 
$388,387,237. 

I  respectfully  request  your  support  for  this  supple- 
mental appropriation.

If  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  is  to  re- 
duce projected  operating  deficits,  it  must  restructure 
staff  to  reflect  the  operating  efficiencies  in  the  new 
BCH  building.  This  early  retirement  program  will  al- 
low that  restructuring  in  a  way  that  is  respectful  of 
the  dedicated  years  of  service  of  many  long-term  em- 
ployees. At  the  same  time,  because  the  Department 
is  committed  to  filling  no  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
positions  vacated  as  a  result  of  this  program,  this  in- 
centive will  produce  long-term  savings  in  Department 
operations. 

The  15-year  cost  of  this  program  will  be  paid  for 
from  fiiture  DHH  appropriations.  You  will  recall  that 
this  is  the  procedure  that  was  incorporated  in  the 
School  Department's  early  retirement  program. 

Because  of  the  projected  significant  salary  savings, 
this  program  can  be  managed  within  the  constraints 
of  the  Department's  FY94  budget  even  after  short- 
term  vacation  and  sick  leave  buy-back  expenses  are 
incurred,  so  long  as  it  is  limited  to  250  employees. 

An  early  retirement  incentive  is  a  significant  bene- 
fit for  employees  who  have  dedicated  years  of  hard 
work  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals.  It  is 
also  an  important  vehicle  for  achieving  necessary  ef- 
ficiencies in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals.

Report  on  Docket  No.  1311,  ordinance  regarding 
the  reinvestment  of  municipal  and  public  monies  in 
firms  or  businesses  operating  in  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa  (referred  September  29)  —  recommend- 
ing passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following  new 
draft: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and 

Ordinance  for  the  Re-Investment  of  Municipal  and 

Public  Monies  in  Firms  or  Businesses  Operating  in 

the  Republic  of  South  Africa 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  government  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  has  scheduled  elections  in  April  in  the  year 
1994  in  order  to  construct  a  new  non-racial  Constitu- 
tion; and 

Whereas,  Every  ethnic,  racial  and  gender  group 
will  be  granted  the  electoral  franchise  for  the  first 
time  in  the  modem  history  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa;  and 

Whereas,  The  Parliament  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  has  voted  to  allow  indigenous  racial  groups  a 
significant  role  in  governing  the  country  through  a 
quasi-governmental  body  known  as  the  Transitional 
Executive  Council,  a  body  consisting  of  26  separate 
political  parties;  and 

Whereas,  Nelson  Mandela,  a  world  reknown  civil 
rights  leader  and  spokesman  for  peace  and  racial 
equality  in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  has  been 
released  from  incarceration  after  spending  nearly 
three  decades  in  jail  as  a  political  prisoner;  and 

Whereas,  The  African  National  Congress  has  been 
recognized  by  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  as  a  le- 
gitimate civil  rights  organization  representing  the  will 
and  concerns  of  a  large  segment  of  the  indigenous 
Southern  African  population;  and 

Whereas,  The  government  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  has  been  negotiating  with  the  African  National 
Congress  and  other  political  parties  in  apparent  good 
faith  and  seeking  ways  to  effectively  resolve  current 
racial  and  political  antagonisms;  and 

Whereas,  The  African  National  Congress  of  South 
Africa  has  called  for  the  lifting  of  economic  sanc- 
tions directed  at  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  be- 
cause of  the  commitment  of  said  country  to  address 
its  political,  civil  and  human  rights  record;  and 

Whereas,  The  African  National  Congress  has  es- 
tablished a  set  of  principles  guiding  financial  invest- 
ments back  into  the  country's  economy;  and 

Whereas,  The  apartheid  legislation  process  that 
currently  governs  financial  investments  is  a  major  ob- 
stacle to  economic  growth  and  devclopmeni  in  South 
Africa;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  Slates  and  other  major 
nation-states  have  pledged  to  lift  sanctions  based  on 
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the  African  National  Congress'  call  to  end  the  eco- 
nomic boycott;  and 

Whereas  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  the  City  of  Boston  divested  more  than  $12  mil- 
lion of  its  public  funds  from  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  based  on  reported  and  documented  expressions 
of  widespread  civil  and  human  rights  violations  in 
said  country;  and 

Whereas,  The  purpose  and  objective  of  City  of 
Boston's  divestment  process  was  to  encourage  the  Re- 
public of  South  Africa  to:  (1)  establish  a  Constitution 
which  allowed  for  a  universal  electoral  franchise,  (2) 
release  political  prisoner  and  civil  and  human  rights 
leader  Nelson  Mandela  and  (3)  acknowledge  and  ne- 
gotiate a  political,  social  and  economic  compromise 
in  order  to  reduce  a  preponderance  of  acrimony  ex- 
isting between  the  indigenous  South  African  popula- 
tion and  the  white  and  colored  races  in  said  country: 
and 

Whereas,  Said  objectives  are  being  achieved  in  ap- 
parent good  faith  by  the  Republic  of  South  Africa; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  was  among  the  first 
municipalities  nationwide  to  divest  of  funds  in  firms, 
businesses  and  companies  having  financial  interests  in 
the  Republic  of  South  Africa;  therefore  be  it 

Ordained,  That  there  shall  be  enacted  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-three  an  ordinance  al- 
lowing for  the  reinvestment  of  municipal  and  public 
monies  into  firms  and/or  businesses  conducting  finan- 
cial for-profit  transactions  with  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  1.  Statement  of  Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  re-establish  a 
genial  and  cordial  economic  relationship  between  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa;  to 
lift  and  repeal  the  divestment  and  selective  purchas- 
ing order  by  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa;  to  remove  existing  municipal  sanctions 
on  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  based  on  the  general 
amelioration  of  the  civil  and  human  rights  practices 
of  said  country;  to  create  and  foster  a  renewed  eco- 
nomic reciprocity  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa  and  heretofore  improve  the 
cultural  and  political  exchange  between  said  city  and 
said  country. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code  on  Retirement 
Funds. 

Public  funds  under  this  section  may  be  invested  or 
re-invested,  deposited  or  re-deposited  in  any  bank  or 
financial  institution  which  directly  or  indirectly 
through  its  subsidiaries  conducting  business  or  having 
outstanding  loans  or  existing  lines  of  credit  to  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa,  or  to  a  national  corpora- 
tion of  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  to  any  com- 
pany or  its  subsidiaries  for  the  purpose  of  investment 
in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa;  and  public  pension 
funds  may  be  invested  or  re-invested,  deposited  or 
re-deposited  in  the  stocks,  securities,  or  other  obliga- 
tions of  any  company  doing  business  in  or  with  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa  or  whose  subsidiary  or  af- 
filiates do  business  in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa.  Any  financial  interests  or  profits  gained  un- 
der the  provisions  allowed  through  statutes  herein  ar- 
ticulated shall  be  invested  as  much  as  reasonably  pos- 
sible in  financial  institutions  or  companies  which 
invest  or  conduct  business  operations  in  Boston  so 
long  as  such  use  is  consistent  with  a  sound  invest- 
ment policy. 

Section  3.  Housing  Authority  Funds. 

Housing  Authority  funds  under  this  section  may  be 
invested  or  re-invested,  deposited  or  re-deposited  in 
any  bank  or  financial  institutions  which  directly  or 
through  its  subsidiaries  has  outstanding  loans  or  ex- 
isting lines  of  credit  to  the  Republic  of  South  Africa 


or  whose  subsidiary  conducts  besiness  in  or  with  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa.  Any  proceeds  or  financial 
investments  allowed  through  the  statutes  herein  artic- 
ulated may  be  invested  as  much  as  reasonably  possi- 
ble in  financial  institutions  or  companies  which  invest 
or  conduct  business  operations  in  Boston  so  long  as 
such  use  is  consistent  with  sound  investment  policy. 

Section  4.  General  Public  Funds. 

Public  funds  under  this  section  may  be  invested  or 
re-invested,  deposited  or  re-deposited  in  any  bank  or 
financial  institutions  which  directly  or  through  its 
subsidiaries  has  outstanding  loans  or  existing  lines  of 
credit  to  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  to  a  na- 
tional corporation  of  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  or 
to  any  company  or  its  subsidiaries  for  the  purposes 
of  investment  in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  and 
public  funds  maybe  invested  or  re-invested  in  the 
stocks,  securities,  or  other  obligations  of  any  com- 
pany doing  business  in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  or  whose  subsidiary  or  affiliate  does  business 
in  or  with  the  Republic  of  South  Africa.  Any  pro- 
ceeds or  financial  benefits  gained  by  corporations, 
firms,  businesses,  companies  or  financial  institutions 
under  this  paragraph  shall  be  invested  as  much  as 
reasonably  possible  in  financial  institutions  or  com- 
panies which  invest  or  conduct  business  operations  in 
Boston  so  long  as  such  use  is  consistent  with  sound 
investment  policy. 

Section  5.  Before  any  public  funds  listed  in  para- 
graph 2,  3  or  4  can  be  deposited  or  re-deposited,  in- 
vested or  re-invested  in  any  bank  or  financial  institu- 
tion, each  bank  or  financial  institution  must  submit 
an  affidavit  to  the  Collector-Treasurer  certifying  that 
its  investments  are  in  no  way  connected  directly  or 
indirectly  with  the  military  or  defense-related  indus- 
tries in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  as  articulated  in 
section  8.  These  affidavits  of  compliance  shall  be 
submitted  on  an  annual  basis  to  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  be  available  for 
public  inspection. 

Section  6.  Selective  Purchasing  Clause. 

Pursuant  to  City  of  Boston  Code  4-3  of  1986  the 
City  of  Boston  may  and  is  encouraged  to  enter  into 
contractual  agreements  with  persons,  groups,  organi- 
zations, companies,  corporations,  manufacturers  and 
subsidiaries  thereof  supplying  goods  and  services 
from  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  providing  that  all 
municipal  boards,  agencies,  commissions  and  author- 
ities, the  Boston  School  Department  and  all  depart- 
ments categorized  as  Suffolk  County  Departments 
currently  under  budgetary  appropriations  of  the 
mayor  and  the  Boston  City  Council  are  not  related  in 
any  fashion  to  the  defense  or  military  industry  of  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa  as  articulated  in  section  7. 

Section  7.  Statement  of  Non-military  Investment. 

No  public  funds  or  public  resources  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  invested  in  firms,  companies,  busi- 
nesses or  financial  institutions  directly  or  indirectly 
relating  to  the  military  or  defense-related  industries  in 
the  Republic  of  South  Africa. 

Section  8.  Severability  Clause. 

If  any  provision  of  this  petition  is  invalid  or  unen- 
forceable by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
other  provisions  of  the  act  shall  not  in  any  way  be 
affected  thereby,  but  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  90  days  after  pas- 
sage.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
September  29,  1993,  Docket  No.  1197,  providing  for 
administrative  citations  for  violations  of  the  State  Sani- 
tary Code. 

My  veto  is  based  on  and  required  because  of  a  number 
of  legal  flaws  contained  in  the  proposal.  Included  among 
the  legal  defects  brought  to  my  attention  are  1 . )  the  provi- 
sion in  s.  6  for  fines  in  excess  of  those  permitted  under 
M.G.L.  c.40,  s.  2  ID;  2.)  the  provision  of  s.  9  for  eviden- 
tiary use  of  administrative  citations  in  contravention  of 
M.G.L.  s.  90G,  s.  12;  and  3.)  the  provision  in  s.  10  for 
dispositionof  fines  in  violation  of  M.G.L.  c.  44,  s.  53. 

While  the  foregoing  considerations  require  my  veto  of 
the  proposed  ordinance,  I  remain  greatly  concerned  that 
State  Sanitary  Code  violations  are  causing  citizens  to  live 
in  unsafe  conditions.  Improved  code  enforcement  is  a 
powerful  tool  in  making  Boston  a  cleaner,  healthier,  safer 
place  to  live. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  this  issue,  I  will  soon  be 
submitting  a  revised  version  of  the  ordinance.

ADMINISTRATIVE  CITATIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS 

OF  THE  STATE  SANITARY  CODE 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the 
City  of  Boston  with  respect  to  residential  premises  which 
are  in  violation  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  causing  many 
citizens  to  live  in  unsafe  conditions; 

Whereas,  The  legal  remedies  available  to  the  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  in  enforcing  this  code,  as 
well  as  other  applicable  state  laws  and  regulations,  are 
insufficient  to  encourage  timely  repair  of  rental  proper- 
ties; 

Whereas,  Owners  often  avoid  repairing  sub-standard 
properties,  thereby  endangering  the  lives,  safety,  and 
property  of  tenants  and  severely  limiting  the  ability  of 
many  people  to  remain  in  their  homes  safely,  therefore  be 
it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  applicable 
law  as  follows: 
Section  1.     Purpose. 

To  provide  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  with 
the  remedies  necessary  to  effectively  carry  out  its  man- 
date under  state  law,  to  guarantee  tenants  of  the  City  of 
Boston  housing  which  complies  with  the  state  sanitary 
code  and  other  appliable  laws  and  regulations,  and  to 
encourage  owners  to  maintain  the  buildings  they  own  in 
compliance  with  this  code,  laws  and  regulations  by  en- 
acting an  ordinance  under  which  administrative  citations 
are  issued  to  owners  who  violate  the  state  sanitary  code. 
Section  2.     Definitions. 

(A)  "Administrative  Citation"  means  a  notice  issued 
to  an  owner  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department, 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance,  which  provides  a  statement  of 
the  terms  under  which  the  owner  may  be  fined  for  failure 
to  remedy  violations  of  the  Slate  Sanitary  Code  and  a 
statement  of  the  owner's  right  to  appeal  the  issuance  of 
the  administrative  citation  atuj/or  tine. 

(B)  "Dwelling"  means  every  building  or  shelter  in- 
cluding bul  not  limited  lo  rooming  houses  and  temporary 
housing  used  or  intended  for  human  habitation  and  every 
other  structure  or  condition  located  within  the  same  lot 
line  who.se  existence  causes  or  is  likely  to  effect  noncom- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  105  CMR  4  lO.(XK). 

(C)  "Dwelling  Unit"  means  the  room  or  group  of 
rooms  within  a  dwellinu  useil  or  intended  for  use  bv  one 
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family  or  household  for  living,  sleeping,  cooking  and 
eating.  Dwelling  unit  shall  also  mean  a  condominium 
unit. 

(D)  "Inspectional  Services  Department"  means  the 
legally  designated  authority  for  the  City  of  Boston,  au- 
thorized by  CBC  9-9,  to  enforce  the  state  sanitary  code 
through  the  inspection  of  rental  units  for  violations  of  the 
code  and  the  implementation  of  mechanisms  to  ensure 
compliance  with  repair  orders. 

(E)  "Occupant"  means  every  person  over  one  year  of 
age  living  or  sleeping  in  a  dwelling  or  dwelling  unit. 

(F)  "Owner"  means  every  person  who  alone  or  sever- 
ally with  others  (a)  has  legal  title  to  any  rental  unit,  or 
parcel  of  land,  vacant  or  otherwise,  including  a  mobile 
park:  or  (b)  has  care,  charge  or  control  of  any  dwelling, 
rental  unit,  mobile  dwelling  unit  or  parcel  of  land,  vacant 
or  otherwise,  including  a  mobile  home  park,  in  any  ca- 
pacity including  but  not  limited  to  agent,  executor,  exec- 
utrix, administrator,  administratix,  trustee  or  guardian  of 
the  estate  of  the  holder  of  legal  title;  or  (c)  mortgagee  in 
possession;  or  (d)  agent,  trustee  or  other  person  ap- 
pointed by  the  courts;  (e)  any  officer  or  trustee  of  the 
association  of  unit  owners  of  a  condominium;  (f)  a  bank 
or  other  lending  institution  in  possession  as  a  result  of 
foreclosure;  or  (g)  any  person  who  operates  a  rooming 
house.  The  term  "owner"  includes  landlords  and  les- 
sors. 

(G)  "State  sanitary  code"  means  the  state  sanitary 
code.  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regulations  codified  at  105 
CMR  400.000-419.000,  adopted  under  the  authority  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  111,  s.  3  and  s. 
1276A,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 
Section  3.     Administrative  Citations;  Issuance 

(A)  Whenever  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
finds  any  violation  of  any  provision  of  the  state  sanitary 
code  it  shall  issue,  in  addition  to  its  order  to  make  repairs, 
an  administrative  citation  against  the  owner  according  to 
the  procedures  set  out  in  this  ordinance. 

(B)  The  administrative  citation  shall  incorporate  by 
reference  the  order  to  make  repairs  and  shall  contain  the 
following  information: 

( 1 )  the  date  of  the  inspection ; 

(2)  the  amount  of  fine  which  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  owner  if  the  violation  or  violations  are 
not  remedied  within  the  time  frame  set  out  in  order 
to  make  repairs  as  well  as  the  rate  at  which  the  fine 
shall  escalate  pursuant  to  Section  8(B)  and  (C)  of 
this  ordinance; 

(3)  the  manner  in  which  the  owner  may  pay  any  fine 
assessed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance;  and 

(4)  a  description  of  the  owner's  appeal  rights  with 
respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  administrative  cita- 
tion and  of  any  fine. 

(C)  The  administrative  citation  shall  be  served  on  the 
owner,  along  with  any  orders  to  make  repairs,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  state  sanitary  code. 

(D)  A  copy  of  the  administrative  citation  shall  also  be 
delivered  on  the  occupants  of  the  dwelling  or  dwelling 
unit  in  which  violations  have  been  found  and  shall  be 
posted  in  tne  common  areas  of  the  dwelling.  If  violations 
of  the  state  sanitary  code  are  found  in  the  common  areas 
of  any  dwelling,  a  copy  of  the  administrative  citation 
shall  be  delivered  on  each  and  every  tenant  of  the  dwell- 
ing.

(C)  If,  upon  re-inspection,  it  is  determined  that  the 
owner  has  remedied  the  violations  cited  in  the  order  to 
make  repairs,  the  administrative  citation  shall  so  note  this 
finding  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department.  Any  subsequent  order  to  make  the  same  re- 
pairs shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  be 
deemed  a  new  and  separate  violation  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code. 

(D)  Copies  of  the  administrative  citation  indicating 
that  the  violation  has  been  remedied  and  no  fine  has  been 
assessed  shall  be  served  on  the  same  individuals  who  re- 
ceived notice  of  the  initial  administrative  citafion.  This 
notice  shall  be  served  within  five  days  of  the  re- 
inspection. 

(E)  If,  upon  re-inspection,  it  is  determined  that  the 
owner  has  failed  to  remedy  the  violations  cited,  this  shall 
be  noted  on  the  administrative  citation  and  a  fine  shall  be 
assessed  against  the  owner  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  Secfion  6  of  this  ordinance. 

(F)  Copies  of  the  administrative  citation  noting  the  as- 
sessment of  a  fine  for  failure  to  remedy  the  violations 
cited  shall  be  served  on  the  same  individuals  who  re- 
ceived notice  of  the  initial  administrative  citation  within 
five  days  of  the  fine  being  assessed  against  the  owner. 
Section  5.     Extensions 

(A)  An  owner  who  has  made  a  good-faith  effort  to 
remedy  any  violations  cited  in  an  order  to  make  repairs 
and  an  administrative  citation  may  apply  to  the  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  for  an  extension  of  the  time 
set  for  making  repairs  by  requesting  a  hearing  under  the 
hearing  provisions  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

(B)  A  good-faith  effort  shall  be  found  to  exist  only  in 
the  following  circumstances: 

(1)  if  the  owner  provides  evidence  that  the  repairs 
cannot  be  completed  within  the  required  time 
frame.  Such  evidence  shall  be  in  the  form  of  at 
least  two  written  estimates  from  outside  profes- 
sionals, one  of  which  the  owner  has  accepted  in

(C)  In  any  case  where  an  extension  has  been  granted 
for  the  remedying  of  any  violation,  a  new  date  shall  be  set 
by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  by  which  the 
jwner  shall  remedy  the  violation  and  a  re-inspection 
shall  take  place  in  accordance  with  Sections  4(C)  through 
(F)  of  this  ordinance. 

(D)  No  extensions  shall  be  granted  in  any  case  where 
an  owner  has  received  a  fine  for  the  same  or  similar  viola- 
tions in  the  same  unit  within  the  twelve-month  period

Sections.     Failure  to  Pay  Fine 

(A)  Notice  of  a  fine  which  has  been  issued  pursuant  to 
Section  6  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  served  on  the  owner 
and  on  the  occupants  who  received  notice  of  the  initial 
administrative  citation. 

(B)  In  addition,  in  accordance  with  Section  6(D)(4), 
the  owner  shall  be  given  notice  that  the  fine  assessed  per 
day  shall  automatically  double  if  any  violation  cited  in 
the  administrative  citation  is  not  remedied  within  two 
weeks  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine  and  shall  auto- 
matically triple  if  any  violation  is  not  remedied  within 


one  month  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine.

Section  9.     Revenue  Generated 

Any  revenue  generated  by  the  implementation  of  this

Section  1 1 .     Construction 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Chapter  111,  s.  I27A,  et  seq.  governing  the  authority 
and  conduct  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  or 
with  any  other  law  or  regulation  governing  the  rights  and 
obligations  of  owners  and  tenants  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 
Section  12.     Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable.  If  any 
section  or  sections  are  declared  invalid  by  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  the  invalidity  shall  not  affect  the  va- 
lidity of  any  remaining  section  or  sections. 
Section  13.     Effective  Date 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  three 
months  from  the  date  of  its  enactment.

Whereas,  A  1992  study  of  youth  smoking  by  the  Insti- 
tute for  Social  Research  at  the  University  of  Michigan  for 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services 
found  that  cigarette  smoking  prevalence  did  not  signifi- 
cantly change  among  8th,  l()th  and  12th  graders  in  1992; 
and 

Whereas,  Thirty-day  prevalence  rates  for  smoking 
were:  16  percent  for  8th  graders,  22  percent  for  10th 
graders,  and  28  percent  for  12th  graders;  and 

Whereas,  The  study  concluded  that  a  sizeable  portion 
of  teenagers  are  establishing  regular  cigarette  habits,  de- 
spite demonstrated  health  risks;  and 

Whereas,  Researchers  believe  that  the  massive  adver- 
tising and  promotion  of  cigarettes,  much  of  it  aimed  at 
young  people,  is  a  major  reason  that  cigarette  smoking 
has  not  been  falling  among  adolescents;  and 

Whereas,  Cigarette  smoking  has  been  identified  as  an 
addicting  habit  and  that  smoking  regularly  has  led  to  can- 
cer and  other  life-threatening  and  life-ending  illnesses; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  currently  illegal  for  young  people  under 
the  age  of  eighteen  to  smoke  and  that  vending  machines 
provide  young  people  with  an  unrestricted  access  to  ciga- 
rettes in  vending  machines;  now  therefore  be  it 

Ordained,  That  all  sales  of  cigarettes  by  vending  ma- 
chines within  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  prohibited  un- 
less: (1)  the  vending  machine  is  located  within  the  imme- 
diate vicinity,  plain  view  and  control  of  a  responsible 
employee,  so  that  all  purchases  are  observable  and  con- 
trollable as  if  cigarettes  were  sold  over  the  counter;  and 
(2)  the  vending  machine  must  not  be  located  in  a  coat- 
room,  rest  room,  unmonitored  hallway,  outer  waiting 
area,  or  similar  unmonitored  area  and  must  be  inaccessi- 
ble to  the  public  when  the  establishment  is  closed;  and  (3) 
the  vending  machine  is  equipped  with  a  lock-out  device 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Health.  Said  device  shall  lock- 
out sales  from  vending  machines  unless  an  employee  re- 
leases the  locking  mechanism.  The  release  mechanism 
must  not  allow  continuous  operation  of  the  vending  ma- 
chine and  must  not  be  accessible  to  customers.  Vending 
machines  shall  be  posted  with  a  sign  stating  that  the  ma- 
chine is  equipped  with  a  lock-out  device  and  identifying 
the  person(s)  to  contact  to  purchase  cigarettes  from  the 
machine;  and  (4)  all  cigarette  vending  machines  must 
display  a  conspicuous  sign  stating  that  it  is  illegal  for 
minors  to  purchase  cigarettes;  and  be  it  further 

Ordained,  The  Board  of  Health  or  its  enforcement  offi- 
cer(s)  shall  enforce  these  regulations;  and  be  it  further 

Ordained,  (1)  Any  person  or  entity  selling  tobacco  to 
any  person  under  age  eighteen  (18)  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  the 
first  offense,  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  for 
the  second  offense,  and  not  less  than  three  hundred  dol- 
lars ($300)  for  any  third  and  subsequent  offense;  and  (2) 
any  person  or  entity  selling  tobacco  to  any  person  under 
age  eighteen  (18)  three  (3)  times  within  twelve  (12) 
months  shall  cause,  after  public  hearing,  for  the  suspen- 
sion of  the  license  to  .sell  tobacco.  All  tobacco  must  be 
removed  from  the  premises  when  said  license  is  sus- 
pended. Licenses  suspended  cannot  be  reinstated  for  one 
( 1 )  calendar  year  following  the  date  of  removal;  and  be  it 
further 
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Ordained,  That  if  any  of  these  regulations  is  declared 
invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  other  provisions  shall  not 
be  affected  thereby  but  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect;  and  be  it  further 

Ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  four 
months  after  passage.

follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only:

3 .  Participation  by  financial  institutions  in  job  crea- 
tion and  training  programs  for  Boston  residents 
and  active  participation  in  programs  such  as  the 
"Boston  for  Boston"  hiring  plan. 

4.  The  provision  of  credit  facilities  to  small  manu- 
facturing and  other  commercial  enterprises  striv- 
ing to  remain  or  become  established  in  the  city, 
including  SBA  loans. 

5.  The  provision  of  credit  facilities  to  minority- 
owned  and  women-owned  businesses. 

6.  The  active  recruitment  and  promotion  of  minor- 
ity and  women  employees. 

7.  The  provision  of  student  loans  to  residents  of 
Boston. 

Section  8.   In  subsection  6-8.6  add  the  following  para- 
graphs: 

c.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  submission  of  the

5.  Enter  into  negotiations  witii  a  financial  institu- 
tion aimed  at  promoting  institutional  programs 
and  behavior  that  are  consistent  with  the  public 
policy  goals  of  fair  and  equal  access  to  banking 
services. 

6.  Request  a  plan  of  improvement  from  each  finan- 
cial institution  receiving  a  less  than  superior 
grade  overall  or  on  any  section  of  its  annual  re- 
port. 

7.  Take  such  other  steps,  consistent  with  sound  fis- 
cal practice  and  applicable  law,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  desirable,  after  consultation  with  the  Mu- 
nicipal Banking  Commission.

City  of  Boston  de- 
posits shall  be  decreased  or  withdrawn  from  finan- 
cial institutions  receiving  a  failing  grade  (as  defined 
by  the  Collector-Treasurer  and  the  Banking  Com- 
mission) and  shall,  to  the  extent  consistent  with 
sound  fiscal  practices,  including  the  benefits  to  the 
City  of  the  City's  linked  deposit  system  and  applica- 
ble law,  be  increased  in  institutions  receiving  supe- 
rior (as  defined  by  the  Collector-Treasurer  and  the 
Banking  Commission)  grades.

6-8.10  Plans  of  Improvement. 
Promptly  upon  issuance  of  the  annual  report,  the 
Collector-Treasurer  shall  request  a  written  plan  of 
improvement  from  each  financial  institution  receiv- 
ing a  less  than  a  passing  grade  overall  or  on  any  one 
section  of  its  annual  report.  Plans  of  improvement 
shall  address  those  sections  in  which  less  than  a  pass- 
ing grade  was  received.  A  plan  of  improvement  shall 
be  filed  within  sixty  (60)  days  following  a  written 
request  for  it  from  the  Collector-Treasurer.  Failure 
to  provide  a  plan  of  improvement  shall  be  considered 
the  same  as  failing  to  provide  information  pursuant 
to  subsection  6-8.3  of  this  ordinance.

6-8.11     Public  Availability. 

All  information  collected  by  the  Collector-Treasurer 
and  the  Banking  Commission  shall  be  made  availa- 
ble to  the  public. 

Section  14.  Add  the  following  as  subsection  6-8.12: 
6-8 . 1 2  Severability  Clause . 
Each  of  the  provisions,  sections,  and  subsections  of 
this  section  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provi- 
sions, sections,  or  subsections  shall  be  held  uncon- 
stitutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  the  decisions  of  such  court  shall 
not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions, 
sections  or  subsections.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  October  6,  1993,  Docket  Number  931311,  which 
would  allow  for  the  reinvestment  of  municipal  and 
public  monies  into  firms  and  businesses  having  finan- 
cial interests  in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa.  The 
ordinance  would  also  encourage  city  and  county  de- 
partments, commissions,  authorities,  agencies  and 
boards  to  enter  into  contractual  agreements  with  en- 
tities supplying  non-military  goods  and  services  to 
the  Republic  of  South  Africa. 

My  main  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  this  ordi- 
nance conflicts  with  several  pieces  of  existing  legisla- 
tion. As  the  Council  is  aware,  the  city  has  in  the  re- 


cent past  enacted  ordinances  and  home  rule 
legislation  prohibiting  city  and  county  departments 
and  agencies  from  dealing  with  firms  with  South  Af- 
rican or  Namibian  ties.  Recent  amendments  to  such 
legislation  deleted  references  to  Namibia,  but  left  in- 
tact all  prohibitions  on  dealings  with  firms  with  fi- 
nancial ties  in  South  Africa.  Thus,  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance would  conflict  with  existing  legislation  insofar 
as  it  purports  to  lift  such  prohibitions.  As  a  matter  of 
proper  legislative  procedure,  the  existing  restrictive 
legislation  must  be  repealed  before  the  current  ordi- 
nance or  similar  legislation  can  be  enacted.  Further- 
more, the  proposed  ordinance  violates  the  city  char- 
ter provision  which  prohibits  the  Council  from  taking 
part  in  the  making  of  city  contracts,  St.  1948,  c. 
452,  s.  17G,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1. 

Nevertheless,  in  order  to  effectuate  the  vital  objec- 
tives of  the  proposed  ordinance,  I  will  be  submitting 
to  the  Council  both  an  ordinance  and  a  home  rule 
petition  which,  if  passed,  would  repeal  all  pertinent, 
currently  effective  restrictive  legislation.  Once  the 
barriers  imposed  by  such  legislation  are  removed, 
city  and  county  departments,  commissions,  authori- 
ties, agencies  and  boards  will  once  again  be  free  to 
invest  in  and  contract  with  business  entities  with  non- 
military  financial  ties  in  the  Republic  of  South  Af- 
rica.

Dear  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

On  a  recent  visit  to  Cape  Cod,  I  learnt  of  the  pro- 
posed outlet  pipe  from  the  Boston  area  which  will 
dump  millions  of  gallons  of  partially  treated  sewage 
into  the  ocean  near  the  Stellwagen  Bank  National 
Marine  Sanctuary. 

As  a  visitor  to  the  National  Seashore  of  Cape  Cod, 
I  was  very  impressed  with  the  care  for  the  environ- 
ment of  this  beautiful  area  and  the  opportunities 
taken  to  educate  visitors  and  residents  about  this 
fragile  environment. 

The  Stellwagen  Bank  is  another  such  area.  It  pro- 
vides a  home  for  a  multitude  of  marine  life,  many 
species  of  which  are  on  the  U.  S.  Endangered  Spe- 
cies List.  For  example: 

•  the  Humpback  Whale  (estimated  population  10.000 
world-wide);  there  are  about  550  humpback  whales 
in  the  Gulf  of  Maine,  many  of  which  frequent  the 
Cope  Cod  waters; 

•  the  Finback  Whale  (est.  120.000  world-wide); 

•  the  North  Atlantic  Right  Whale.  There  are  LESS 
THAN  350  OF  THESE  WORLD-WIDE.  They  come 
to  the  Massachusetts  area  in  late  winter  and  early 
spring  and  use  it  as  a  feeding  ground  and  nursery  for 
mothers  with  young  calves. 

I  am  very  concerned  about  the  projected  outlet.  It 
would  do  irreparable  damage  to  the  marine  environ- 
ment and  many  species  already  in  danger.  1  am  nei- 
ther a  biologist  nor  an  environmental  activist  and  am 
not  used  to  writing  what  I  would  term  "protest  let- 
ters". However  I,  and  I  am  sure  tens  of  thousands  of 
other  people  who  consider  it  a  privilege  to  have  seen 
the  area  and  some  of  its  wildlife  first-hand,  say; 
PLEASE  do  not  allow  this  to  happen.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety-three 
BOSTON  FORFEITURE  ORDINANCE 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Whereas,  Boston  is  suffering  from  a  high  incidence 
of  drug-related  crime;  and 

Whereas,  Drug-related  violence  is  a  public  health, 
as  well  as  a  public  safety  issue  for  the  City's  resi- 
dents, particularly  our  youth;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  experiencing  se- 
vere financial  constraints  in  the  face  of  State  budget 
cuts,  particularly  in  local  aid;  and 

Whereas,  Millions  of  dollars  of  the  money  spent  on 
drugs  come  from  communities  which  are  suffering 
from  the  most  tragic  consequences  of  the  drug  trade; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  cannot  afford  to  fi- 
nance adequate  treatment  for  the  majority  of  drug- 
addicted  individuals  seeking  such  treatment;  and 

Whereas,  Community  support  is  an  essential  re- 
quirement to  effective  strategies  to  combat  drug- 
related  crimes;  and

That  all  assets  acquired  through  the  confiscation 
and  forfeiture  from  drug-related  criminals  be  used  by 
the  City  of  Boston  to  fight  drug  abuse,  drug-related 
crime,  to  provide  youth  intervention  services,  to  fund 
drug  rehabilitation  efforts  and  neighborhood  crime 
prevention  and  watch  programs  within  the  communi- 
ties impacted  by  this  activity; 
Section  2.  Forfeinire  of  Property 

(a)  All  properties,  cash  and  other  assets  seized  pur- 
suant to  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  94C, 
Section  47,  as  amended,  including,  but  not  limited  to 
the  following,  which  are  seized  with  the  City  of 
Boston; 

(1)  All  controlled  substances  which  have  been  man- 
ufactured, delivered,  distributed,  dispensed  or  ac- 
quired in  violation  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
94C. 

(2)  All  materials,  products,  and  equipment  of  any 
kind  which  are  used,  or  intended  for  use,  in  manu- 
facturing compounding,  processing,  delivering,  dis- 
pensing, distributing,  importing  or  exporting  any 
controlled  substance  in  violation  of  M.G.L.  94C. 

(3)  All  conveyances,  including  aircraft,  vehicles,  or 
vessels,  which  are  used  are  intended  for  use,  to 
transport,  conceal,  or  otherwise  to  facilitate  the  man- 
ufacture, dispensing,  or  distribution  of,  or  possession 
with  intent  to  manufacture,  dispense,  or  distribute,  a 


controlled  substance  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
M.G.L.  94C. 

(4)  All  books,  records,  and  research,  including  for- 
mulas, microfilm,  tapes  and  data  which  are  used  or 
intended  for  use  in  violation  of  M.G.L.  94C. 

(5)  All  monies  used,  or  intended  for  use  in  the 
procurement,  manufacture,  compounding,  processing, 
delivery,  or  distribution  of  any  controlled  substance 
in  violation  of  M.G.L.  94C;  all  monies  which  are 
the  proceeds  of  any  sale  of  any  controlled  substance 
in  violation  of  M.G.L.  94C. 

(6)  All  drug  paraphernalia. 

(7)  No  forfeiture  under  this  petition  shall  extinguish 
a  security  interest  held  by  a  creditor  in  a  conveyance. 

(b)  Property  subject  to  forfeiture  under  subpara- 
graphs (1),  (2),  (4),  (5)  and  (6)  of  subsection  (2) 
shall  be  declared  forfeit  by  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion over  said  property  or  having  final  jurisdiction 
over  any  related  criminal  proceeding  brought  under 
any  provision  of  this  petition.  Property  subject  to  for- 
feiture under  subparagraph  (1)  of  subsection  (a)  of 
this  section  shall  be  destroyed,  regardless  of  the  final 
disposition  of  such  related  criminal  proceeding,  if 
any,  unless  the  court,  for  good  cause  shown,  orders 
otherwise. 

(c)  After  the  court  has  ordered  the  forfeiture  of  all 
conveyances  subject  to  the  provisions  of  subparagraph 
(3)  of  section  (a)  of  this  section,  except  as  follows: 

(1)  No  conveyance  used  by  any  person  as  a  com- 
mon carrier  in  the  transaction  of  business  as  a  com- 
mon carrier  shall  be  forfeited  unless  it  shall  appear 
that  the  owner  or  other  person  in  charge  of  such  con- 
veyance was  a  consenting  party  or  privy  to  a  viola- 
tion of  this  petition. 

(2)  No  conveyance  shall  be  forfeited  by  reason  of 
any  act  or  omission  established  by  the  owner  thereof 
to  have  been  committed  or  omitted  by  any  person 
other  than  such  owner  while  such  conveyance  was 
unlawfully  in  the  possession  of  a  person  other  than 
the  owner  in  violation  of  the  criminal  laws  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  of  any 
state. 

(3)  No  conveyance  shall  be  subject  to  forfeiture  un- 
less the  owner  thereof  knew  or  should  have  known 
that  such  conveyance  was  used  in  and  for  the  busi- 
ness of  unlawfully  manufacturing,  dispensing  or  dis- 
tributing controlled  substances.  Proof  that  the  convey- 
ance was  used  to  facilitate  the  unlawful  dispensing, 
manufacturing,  or  distribution  of,  or  possession  with 
intent  unlawfully  to  manufacture,  dispense  or  distrib- 
ute controlled  substances  on  three  or  more  different 
dates  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  convey- 
ance was  used  in  and  for  the  business  of  unlawfully 
manufacturing,  dispensing  or  distributing  controlled 
substances. 

Section  3.  Use  of  Forfeited  Assets 

Furthermore,  these  forfeited  funds  may  be  used  to 
fund  neighborhood  crime  watch  programs  and  anti- 
drug educational  programs,  youth  programs  would 
also  be  eligible  for  funding  out  of  these  funds.

ORDINANCE  ALLOWING  FOR  SCHOOL 
PARENTAL  LEAVE 
Whereas,  The  role  of  a  parent  or  parents  is  impor- 
tant to  the  intellectual  and  social  successes  and/or 
achievements  of  a  student  during  his  or  her  school 
years;  and 

Whereas,  Parents  of  school-aged  children  ought  to 
maintain  an  active  relationship  with  his  or  her  child, 
including  scheduling  regular  interactions  and  visits 
with  school  headmasters,  principals,  teachers  and 
support  staff;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  becoming  ir^creasingly  difficult  for 
parents  to  visit  schools  on  ae  limely  basis  and  in  a 
consistent  way,  largely  due  to'^he  growing  necessity 
of  two-income-producing  households;  and 

Whereas,  The  schools  of  the  City  of  Boston  can  be 
ameliorated  by  involving  the  parents  of  students  into 
the  education  process  by  creating  greater  opportuni- 
ties for  parents  to  meet  with  teachers  and  headmas- 
ters at  the  pupil's  respective  school;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  should  encourage 
parents  to  intimately  involve  themselves  in  the  educa- 
tion facility  their  child  attends  and  empower  parents 
with  the  opportunity  to  visits  schools  on  a  regular 
basis;  be  it  therefore  ordained  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil, in  meeting  assembled,  establish  a  parental  school 
leave  ordinance. 

Sections  1.  Definitions. 

"Schools"  shall  mean  all  public  schools  in  the  City 
of  Boston  funded  entirely  or  partially  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

"Parents"  shall  mean  the  biological  and/or  adopted 
parents  of  a  child  attending  the  Boston  public  schools 
or  a  legal  guardian  of  a  child  attending  the  Boston 
public  schools. 

"Employer"  shall  mean  the  owner  and/or  proprie- 
tor of  a  business  with  25  or  more  employees  working 
at  any  same  location. 


"Pupil"  shall  mean  any  child  attending  the  Boston 
public  school  system. 
Section  2.  Legislative  Intent. 

This  ordinance  would  allow  parents  of  school-aged 
pupils  in  kindergarten  and  grades  1  to  12  an  opportu- 
nity to  spend  up  to  three  days  per  year  for  school 
visits  if  the  employee,  prior  to  taking  off,  gives  rea- 
sonable notice  to  the  employer  of  the  planned  ab- 
sence of  the  employee.  The  ordinance  would  require 
an  employee  to  utilize  existing  vacation,  personal 
leave  or  compensatory  time  off  for  purposes  of  this 
planned  absence,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  a  col- 
lective bargaining  agreement,  and/or  agreed  upon  by 
the  employee  and  employer  and.  if  requested  by  the 
employer,  to  provide  documentation,  as  prescribed, 
from  the  school  as  proof  of  these  visits. 
Section  3.  Operation  of  Ordinance. 

No  employer,  who  employs  25  or  more  employees 
working  at  the  same  location,  shall  discharge  or  in 
anyway  discriminate  against  an  employee  who  is  a 
parent  or  guardian  of  any  child  in  kindergarten  or 
grades  1  to  12,  inclusive,  for  taking  off  up  to  three 
days  each  school  calender  to  visit  the  school  of  the 
pupil(s),  if  the  employee,  prior  to  taking  time  off, 
gives  clear  and  reasonable  notice  to  the  employer  of 
the  planned  absence  of  the  employee.  An  employee 
shall  utilize  existing  vacation,  personal  leave  or  com- 
pensatory time  off  for  purposes  of  this  planned  ab- 
sence, unless  otherwise  provided  by  a  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement.  The  employee,  if  requested  by 
the  employer,  shall  provide  documentation  from  the 
school  as  proof  that  he  or  she  visited  the  school  on  a 
specific  date  and  at  a  particular  time.  For  purpose  of 
this  subdivision,  "documentation"  shall  mean  what- 
ever written  verification  of  a  parental  visit  the  school 
deems  appropriate  and  reasonable. 

Any  employee  who  is  discharged,  demoted,  threat- 
ened, suspended  or  in  any  other  manner  discrimi- 
nated against  in  terms  and  conditions  of  employment 
by  his  or  her  employer  because  the  employee  has 
taken  time  off  to  visit  the  school  of  his  or  her  child 
pursuant  to  the  intent  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  im- 
mediately entitled  to  reinstatement  and  reimbursement 
of  lost  wages  and  work  benefits  caused  by  the  acts  of 
the  employer.  Any  employer  who  willfully  refuses  to 
rehire,  promote  or  otherwise  restore  an  employee  or 
former  employee  who  has  been  determined  to  be  eli- 
gible for  rehiring  or  promotion  by  a  grievance  proce- 
dure, arbitration  or  hearing  authorized  by  law,  shall 
be  subject  to  a  civil  penalty  in  an  amount  equal  to 
five  times  the  amount  of  the  employee's  lost  wages 
and  work  benefits. 
Section  5. 

Each  provision  of  this  ordinance  is  severable,  if 
any  sections  shall  be  deemed  unconstitutional  or  oth- 
erwise invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  in  any 
way  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  sec- 
tions.

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the 
City  of  Boston  with  respect  to  residential  premises 
which  are  in  violation  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code, 
causing  many  citizens  to  live  in  unsafe  conditions; 

Whereas,  The  local  remedies  available  to  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  in  enforcing  this 
code,  as  well  as  other  applicable  state  laws  and  regu- 
lations, are  insufficient  to  encourage  timely  repair  of 
rental  properties; 

Whereas,  Owners  often  avoid  repairing  sub- 
standard properties,  thereby  endangering  the  lives, 
safety,  and  property  of  tenants  and  severely  limiting 
the  ability  of  many  people  to  remain  in  their  homes 
safely,  therefore 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Purpose. 

To  provide  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
with  the  remedies  necessary  to  effectively  carry  out 
its  mandate  under  state  law,  to  guarantee  tenants  of 
the  City  of  Boston  housing  which  complies  with  the 
state  sanitary  code  and  other  applicable  laws  and  reg- 
ulations, and  to  encourage  owners  to  maintain  the 
buildings  they  own  in  compliance  with  this  code, 
laws  and  regulations  by  enacting  an  ordinance  under 
which  administrative  citations  are  issued  to  owners 
who  violate  the  slate  sanitary  code. 
Section  2.  Definitions. 

(A)  "Administrative  Citation"  ineans  a  notice  is- 
sued to  an  owner  by  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment, pursuant  to  this  ordinance,  which  provides 
a  statement  of  the  terms  under  which  the  owner  may 
be  fined  for  failure  to  remedy  violations  of  the  State 


Sanitary  Code  and  a  statement  of  the  owner's  right  to 
appeal  the  issuance  of  the  aministrative  citation  and/ 
or  fine. 

(B)  "Dwelling"  means  every  building  or  shelter  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  rooming  houses  and  tempo- 
rary housing  used  or  intended  for  human  habitation 
and  every  other  structure  or  condition  located  within 
the  same  lot  line  whose  existence  causes  or  is  likely 
to  effect  noncompliance  with  the  provisions  of  105 
CMR  410.000. 

(C)  "Dwelling  Unit"  means  the  room  or  group  of 
rooms  within  a  dwelling  used  or  intended  for  use  by 
one  family  or  household  for  living,  sleeping,  cooking 
and  eating.  Dwelling  unit  shall  also  mean  a  condo- 
minium unit. 

(D)  "Inspectional  Services  Department"  means  the 
legally  designated  authority  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
authorized  by  CBC  9-9,  to  enforce  the  state  sanitary 
code  through  the  inspection  of  rental  units  for  viola- 
tions of  the  code  and  the  implementation  of  mecha- 
nisms to  ensure  compliance  with  repair  orders. 

(E)  "Occupant"  means  every  person  over  one  year 
of  age  living  or  sleeping  in  a  dwelling  or  dwelling 
unit. 

(F)  "Owner"  means  every  person  who  alone  or 
severally  with  others  (a)  has  legal  title  to  any  rental 
unit,  or  parcel  of  land,  vacant  or  otherwise,  includ- 
ing a  mobile  home  park;  or  (b)  has  care,  charge  or 
control  of  any  dwelling,  rental  unit,  mobile  dwelling 
unit  or  parcel  of  land,  vacant  or  otherwise,  including 
a  mobile  home  park,  in  any  capacity  including  but 
not  limited  to  agent,  executor,  executrix,  administra- 
tor, administratrix,  trustee  or  guardian  of  the  estate  of 
the  holder  of  legal  title;  or  (c)  mortgagee  in  posses- 
sion; or  (d)  agent,  trustee  or  other  person  appointed 
by  the  courts;  (e)  any  officer  or  trustee  of  the  associ- 
ation of  unit  owners  of  a  condominium;  (f)  a  bank  or 
other  lending  institution  in  possession  as  a  result  of 
foreclosure;  or  (g)  any  person  who  operates  a  room- 
ing house.  The  term  "owner"  includes  landlords  and 
lessors. 

(G)  "State  sanitary  code"  means  the  state  sanitary 
code.  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regulations  codified  at 
105  400.00  —  419.00,  adopted  under  the  authority  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  111,  s.  3  and 
s.  127A,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 
Section  3.  Administrative  Citations:  Issuance. 

(A)  Whenever  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
finds  any  violation  of  any  provision  of  the  state  sani- 
tary code  it  shall  issue,  in  addition  to  its  order  to 
make  repairs,  an  administrative  citation  against  the 
owner  according  to  the  procedures  set  out  in  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  2 ID. 

(B)  The  administrative  citation  shall  incorporate  by 
reference  the  order  to  make  repairs  and  shall  contain 
the  following  information: 

(1)  the  date  of  the  inspection; 

(2)  the  amount  of  fine  which  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  owner  if  the  violation  or  violations  are 
not  remedied  within  the  time  frame  set  out  in  order 
to  make  repairs  as  well  as  the  rate  at  which  the 
fine  shall  escalate  pursuant  to  Section  8  (B)  and 

(C)  of  this  ordinance; 

(3)  the  manner  in  which  the  owner  may  pay  any 
fine  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance:  and 

(4)  a  description  of  the  owner's  appeal  rights 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  administrative 
citation  and  of  any  fine. 

(C)  The  administrative  citation  shall  be  served  on 
the  owner,  along  with  any  orders  to  make  repairs,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  state  sanitary 
code. 
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(D)  A  copy  of  the  administrative  citation  shall  also 
be  delivered  on  the  occupants  of  the  dwelling  or 
dwelling  unit  in  which  violations  have  been  found 
and  shall  be  posted  in  the  common  areas  of  the 
dwelling.  If  violations  of  the  state  sanitary  code  are 
found  in  the  common  areas  of  any  dwelling,  a  copy 
of  the  administrative  citation  shall  be  delivered  on 
each  and  every  tenant  of  the  dwelling. 

(E)  A  copy  of  the  administrative  citation  shall  be 
retained  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  and 
be  available  for  public  inspection  and  copying. 

(F)  Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  interfere  with  an 
owner's  right  to  appeal  the  issuance  of  an  order  to 
make  repairs  under  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 
Section  4.  Repairs 

(A)  An  owner  shall  make  any  and  all  repairs  nec- 
essary to  remedy  any  violations  found  by  the  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  within  the  time  frame 
stated  on  the  order  to  make  repairs,  unless  he  or  she 
requests  a  hearing  pursuant  to  the  hearing  regulations 
of  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

(B)  The  Inspectional  Services  Department  shall, 
within  five  days  after  the  dates  for  compliance  speci- 
fied in  an  order  to  repair  issued  pursuant  to  105 
CMR  410.830,  make  an  on  site  inspection  to  deter- 
mine whether  there  has  been  compliance  with  its  or- 
der. However,  if  one  or  more  of  the  violations  or 
conditions  cited  in  the  order  to  repair  are  determined 
to  be  conditions  which  may  endanger  the  health  or 
safety,  and  well-being  of  the  occupant(s)  as  defined  in 
105  CMR  410,750,  this  inspection  shall  be  made 
within  24  hours  of  the  dates  for  compliance  specified 
in  an  order.  An  inspection  under  105  CMR  410.830 
(A)-(N)  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  105 
CMR  410.822. 

(C)  If,  upon  re-inspection,  it  is  determined  that  the 
owner  has  remedied  the  violations  cited  in  the  order 
to  make  repairs,  the  administrative  citation  shall  so 
note  this  finding  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Inspec- 
fional  Services  Department.  Any  subsequent  order  to 
make  the  same  repairs  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Ordinance,  be  deemed  a  new  and  separate  violation 
of  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

(D)  Copies  of  the  administrative  citation  indicating 
that  the  violation  has  been  remedied  and  no  fine  has 
been  assessed  shall  be  served  on  the  same  individuals 
who  received  notice  of  the  initial  administrative  cita- 
tion. This  notice  shall  be  served  within  five  days  of 
the  re-inspection. 

(E)  If,  upon  re-inspection,  it  is  determined  that  the 
owner  has  failed  to  remedy  the  violations  cited,  this 
shall  be  noted  on  the  administrative  citation  and  a 
fine  shall  be  assessed  against  the  owner  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  Section  6  of  this  ordinance. 

(F)  Copies  of  the  administrative  citation  noting  the 
assessment  of  a  fine  for  failure  to  remedy  the  viola- 
tions cited  shall  be  served  on  the  same  individuals 
who  received  notice  of  the  initial  administrative  cita- 
tion within  five  days  of  the  fine  being  assessed 
against  the  owner. 

Section  5.  Extensions 

(A)  An  owner  who  has  made  a  good-faith  effort  to 
remedy  any  violations  cited  in  an  order  to  make  re- 
pairs and  an  administrative  citation  may  apply  to  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department  for  an  extension  of 
the  time  set  for  making  repairs  by  requesting  a  hear- 
ing under  the  hearing  provisions  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code. 

(B)  A  good-faith  effort  shall  be  found  to  exist  only 
in  the  following  circumstances: 

(1)  if  the  owner  provides  evidence  that  the  re- 
pairs cannot  be  completed  within  the  required  time 
frame.  Such  evidence  shall  be  in  the  form  of  at 
least  two  written  estimates  from  outside  profession- 


als, one  of  which  the  owner  has  accepted  in  writ- 
ing, stating  when  the  repairs  will  be  made;  or 

(2)  if  the  owner  is  unable,  despite  serious  and 
substantial  efforts  to  obtain  financing  for  repairs. 
In  order  to  qualify  for  an  extension  under  this  sub- 
section, the  owner  must  present  written  and  verifi- 
able evidence  of  all  efforts  to  obtain  financing  as 
well  as  written  and  verifiable  evidence  of  a  present 
financial  inability  to  meet  the  cost  of  repairs. 

(C)  In  any  case  where  an  extension  has  been 
granted  for  the  remedying  of  any  violation,  a  new 
date  shall  be  set  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment by  which  the  owner  shall  remedy  the  violation 
and  a  re-inspection  shall  take  place  in  accordance 
with  Sections  4(C)  through  4(F)  of  this  ordinance. 

(D)  No  extensions  shall  be  granted  in  any  case 
where  an  owner  has  received  a  fine  for  the  same  or 
similar  violations  in  the  same  unit  within  the  twelve- 
month period  immediately  preceding  issuance  of  the 
current  administrative  citation. 

(E)  In  no  event  shall  the  time  frame  for  repairs  in- 
cluding any  extensions  be  greater  than  ninety  days 
from  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  the  order  to  make 
repairs  except  that  permanent  owner  occupants  of  any 
building  or  structure  containing  no  more  than  one 
dwelling  unit,  or  containing  no  more  than  two  dwell- 
ing units,  or  containing  no  more  than  three  dwelling 
units  may  apply  for  an  additional  thirty-day  extension 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  provided  fur- 
ther that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered 
occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all  legal  and 
beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or  more  of  the  dwell- 
ings therein  as  their  permanent  residence. 

Section  6.  Fines  for  Failure  to  Repair 

(A)  If  an  owner  fails  to  remedy  a  violation  cited  in 
an  order  to  make  repairs  within  the  allotted  time 
frame,  or  fails  to  remedy  the  violation  within  the 
time  frame  set  out  in  any  extension  granted  under 
Section  5  of  this  ordinance,  or  fails  to  file  a  timely 
appeal,  a  fine  shall  be  assessed  against  the  owner. 

(B)  Notice  of  the  assessment  of  a  fine  shall  be 
served  on  the  owner  in  accordance  with  the  notice 
provisions  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

(C)  Notice  of  the  fine  shall  be  served  on  the  same 
individuals  who  received  notice  of  the  initial  adminis- 
trative citation. 

(D)  The  amount  of  the  fine  shall  be  set  according 
to  the  following  schedule: 

(1)  $100. ()0  per  day  for  each  violation  referred 
to  in  105  CMR  410.750  (A)-(N)  and  required  to 
be  corrected  within  twenty-four  hours;  or 

(2)  $20.00  per  day  for  each  violation  referred  to 
in  105  CMR  410.830(B)  and  required  to  be  re- 
paired in  an  amount  of  time  determined  by  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  but,  in  any  event, 
no  more  than  thirty  days. 

(3)  In  addition,  the  owner  shall  be  given  notice 
that  the  fine  assessed  per  day  shall  automatically 
double  if  any  violation  cited  in  the  administrative 
citation  is  not  remedied  within  two  weeks  of  serv- 
ice of  the  notice  of  the  fine  and  shall  automatically 
triple  if  any  violation  is  not  remedied  within  one 
month  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the  fine. 

Section  7.  Appeals  of  Fines 

(A)  An  owner  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  issuance  of 
a  fine  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  may  appeal  pursuant 
to  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section 
21D. 

(B)  The  fine  shall  continue  to  accrue  after  the  fil- 
ing of  an  appeal  but  the  fine  shall  not  be  collected 
until  after  the  determination  of  the  appeal.  An  appeal 
shall  not  stay  the  owner's  obligation  to  repair  any  vi- 
olation cited. 

(C)  Appeals  under  this  section  shall  be  limited  to

review  of  the  decision  of  the  Inspeciional  Services 
Department  to  issue  a  fine  under  this  ordinance,  and 
shall  not  include  issues  otherwise  appealable  pursuant 
to  105  CMR  ss.

(D)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
affect  or  impair  the  right  to  appeal  the  issuance  of  an 
order  to  make  repairs  in  accordance  with   105  CMR 
ss.  410.850  and  410.860. 
Section  8.  Failure  to  Pay  Fine 

(A)  Notice  of  a  fine  which  has  been  issued  pursu- 
ant to  Section  6  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  served  on 
the  owner  and  on  the  occupants  who  received  notice 
of  the  initial  administrative  citation. 

(B)  In  addition,  in  accordance  with  Section  6  (D) 
(4),  the  owner  shall  be  given  notice  that  the  fine  as- 
sessed per  day  shall  automatically  double  if  any  vio- 
lation cited  in  the  administrative  citation  is  not  reme- 
died within  two  weeks  of  service  of  the  notice  of  the 
fine  and  shall  automatically  triple  if  any  violation  is 
not  remedied  within  one  month  of  service  of  the  no- 
tice of  the  fine. 

(C)  To  the  extent  permitted  by  statute,  a  property 
tax  lien  may  be  taken  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  non- 
payment of  monies  assessed  hereunder. 

(D)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  failure  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  take  such  enforcement  action,  may 
seek  injunctive  relief  in  the  district  or  superior  court 
pursuant  to  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
214  and  218,  S.19C,  to  require  action  by  the  City  of 
Boston  in  accordance  with  its  enforcement  obliga- 
tions under  this  section. 

Section  9.  Revenue  Generated 

Any  revenue  generated  by  the  implementation  of 
this  ordinance  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  administering 
it  shall  be  deposited  in  the  general  fund  and  shall  be 
allocated  as  follows,  subject  to  appropriation:  1)  fifty 
percent  dedicated  to  providing  financial  assistance  to 
owners  who,  due  to  financial  hardship,  are  unable  to 
remedy  violations  cited  in  an  administrative  citation;

Section  10.  Regulations 

The    Department   of  Inspectional    Services    shall 
promulgate  regulations  consistent  with  the  terms  of 
this  ordinance  and  any  applicable  state  laws  and  reg- 
ulations. 
Section  1 1 .  Construction 

(A)  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  111,  s.  127A,  ei  sec/,  governing  the 
authority  and  conduct  of  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  or  with  any  other  law  or  regulation  gov- 
erning the  rights  and  obligations  of  owners  and  ten- 
ants in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(B)  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to 
limit  the  right  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment to  pursue  civil  and  criminal  remedies  in  addi- 
tion to  administrative  citations. 

(C)  All  references  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Chapter  40,  Section  2 ID  to  "enforcing  person"  shall 
be  construed  to  be  the  Inspectional  Service  Depart- 
ment. Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  in 
a  manner  inconsistent  with  said  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  2  ID. 

Section  12.  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable.  If 
any  section  or  sections  are  declared  invalid  by  a 
court  of  competent  juri.sdiclion.   the   invalidity   shall 


not  affect  the  validity  of  any  remaining  section  or 

sections. 

Section  13.  Effective  Date 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
three  months  from  the  date  of  its  enactment.

Whereas,  In  1988.  the  Council  passed  an  ordinance 
improving  rent,  eviction  and  condominium  conversion 
protections  for  tenants  in  governmentally  involved 
housing,  and. 

Whereas.  It  was  the  clear  and  unequivocal  intention 
of  that  ordinance  that  certain  governmentally  involved 
housing  units  revert  to  controlled  housing  for  the 
purpose  of  rent  regulation  after  the  basis  for  exemp- 
tion ceased  to  exist,  and. 

Whereas,  It  was  the  clear  and  unequivocal  intention 
of  that  ordinance  that  these  units  then  no  longer  be 
considered  vacancy  decontrolled  housing,  and  that 
this  would  apply  retroactively,  and. 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Coun- 
cil that  the  ordinance  has  not  been  so  interpreted, 
therefore  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Chapter  Ten,  Section  2.1  (a)  (2),  as  amended,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  words

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR 
ADMINISTRATIVE  CITATIONS  FOR  VIOLA- 
TIONS OF  STATE  SANITARY  CODE 
(DOCKET  NO.  1355)

Re:  Docket  No.  1355 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  October  27,  1993,  Docket  No.  1355,  providing 
for  administrative  citations  for  violations  of  the  state 
sanitary  code. 

Although  I  initiated  this  proposed  measure  as  an 
improvement  over  the  previous  version  passed  by  the 
Council,  there  have  been  recent  changes  in  the  state 
laws  which  serve  as  the  foundation  for  this  proposal. 
Therefore,  I  believe  that  this  veto  is  absolutely  essen- 
tial. 

The  Governor  has  signed  c.  182  of  the  Acts  of 
1993,  which  completely  altered  c.40,  S.21D  and  re- 
pealed M.G.L.  C.90G.  This  change  in  state  law 
would  create  certain  unintended  results  were  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  now  to  take  effect.  For  example,  I 
am  advised  that  the  ordinance  mandates  that  a  case 
be  closed  upon  payment  of  a  fine  regardless  of 
whether  the  violation  was  actually  corrected;  it  would 
also  prohibit  further  criminal  action  against  the  of- 
fender. 

The  foregoing  considerations  require  my  veto  of 
the  proposed  ordinance  while  we  examine  how  best 
to  proceed.  I  remain  greatly  concerned  that  state  san- 
itary code  violations  are  causing  our  residents  to  live 
in  unsafe  conditions.  I  am  therefore  instructing  my 
Transition  Committee  to  conduct  a  thorough  review 
of  all  of  the  city's  various  code  enforcement  opera- 
tions and  recommend  a  comprehensive  code  enforce- 
ment proposal  in  the  form  of  a  home  rule  petition 
that  will  include  the  following  components: 

•  A  ticketing  process  which  includes  the  sanitary, 
building,  zoning  and  health  codes. 

•  An  adjudication  process  for  hearing  appeals  con- 
ducted by  the  City  of  Boston. 

•  Ensures  that  payment  of  the  ticket  does  not  relieve 
the  individual  of  the  responsibility  of  correcting  the 
violation  cited  in  the  ticket. 

•  The  amount  of  the  fine  will  increase  depending  on 
how  long  it  takes  to  pay. 

•  Tickets  that  remain  unpaid  will  be  converted  to 
liens  on  the  property  and  rolled  into  the  tax  bill. 

•  State  law  would  be  amended  to  provide  for  all  of 
the  above  and  to  allow  jail  sentences  for  certain  vi- 
olators. 

I  believe  that  only  through  a  home  rule  petition  can 
we  achieve  the  goal  of  resolving  the  major  barriers  to 
effective  code  enforcement  within  the  City  of  Boston 
and  improving  the  living  conditions  of  our  residents. 
I  intend  to  make  passage  of  such  a  home  rule  petition 
a  top  priority  of  my  administration.

Whereas,  For  the  first  time,  many  Massachusetts 
homeowners  will  be  able  to  deduct  a  portion  of  their 
water  and  sewer  bill  because  of  a  new  State  law 
passed  as  part  of  the  budget  this  summer;  and 

Whereas,  A  provision  of  the  State  law  allows  the 
City  Council  to  vote  to  move  a  portion  of  the  amount 
due  on  water  and  sewer  bills  to  the  property  tax  bill; 
and 

Whereas,  Allowing  a  portion  of  water  and  sewer 
costs  to  be  added  to  the  property  tax  bill  will  afford 
many  people  increased  tax  deductions;  now  therefore 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriate  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  hold  a  hearing  to  determine  the  applica- 
ble provisions  of  the  State  law,  and  to  determine 
whether  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  City  of  Boston 
residents  to  adopt  the  State  law.

AN  ORDINANCE 

FAMILY  REGISTRATION  ACT 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section   1.  The  Boston  Human  Rights  Ordinance, 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12,  Chapter 

9,  Section  1,  Definitions,  Fifteenth,  "Marital  Status" 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "and  Fam- 
ily" after  the  word  "Marital"  and  before  the  word 
"Status",  and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "single" 
and  before  the  semicolon,  the  following  phrase:  "or 
the  actual  or  supposed  condition  of  being  or  having 
been  a  member  of  a  domestic  partnership  or  an  ex- 
tended family  registered  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the 
City  of  Boston  or  pursuant  to  similar  laws  enacted  by 
another  jurisdiction,"  to  hereinafter  read  as  follows: 

"  'Marital  and  Family  status"  means  the  actual  or 
supposed  condition  of  being  or  having  been  mar- 
ried, separated  or  divorced  or  the  condition  of 
being  single  or  the  actual  or  supposed  condition 
of  being  or  having  been  a  member  of  a  domestic 
partnership  or  an  extended  family  registered  pur- 
suant to  the  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  pursu- 
ant to  similar  laws  enacted  by  another  jurisdic- 
tion;" 
Wherever  the  term  "marital  status"  appears  within 
the  Boston  Human  Rights  Ordinance,  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinances,  Title   12,   Chapter  9,   it  shall  be 
amended  to  read  "marital  and  family  status." 

Section  2.  The  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission 
Ordinance,  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 

10,  Chapter  5,  Section  150,  "Policy  of  the  City  of 
Boston"  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  words 
"and  family"  after  the  word  "marital"  and  before 
the  word  "status."  Subsection  1(a)  of  Section  152, 
"Function;  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Commission," 


of  the  Fair  Housing  Commission  Ordinance  is 
amended  by  inserting  the  words  "and  family"  after 
the  word  "marital"  and  before  the  word  "status." 

Section  3.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Title  12  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  after 
Chapter  9,  the  following  new  chapter: 

Chapter  10.  Protection  of  Families. 
Section  1.  Definitions. 
When  used  in  this  ordinance: 

A.  "Family"  shall  refer  to  the  types  of  families 
defined  below: 

1.  "Domestic  Partnership"  shall  mean  two  per- 
sons who  meet  the  following  criteria  and  af- 
firm that: 

(1)  They  share  basic  living  expenses; 

(2)  They  assume  responsibility  for  the  welfare 
of  their  partner  and  any  dependents  regis- 
tered pursuant  to  Section  2; 

(3)  They  are  at  least  eighteen  (18)  years  of 
age; 

(4)  They  are  competent  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract; 

(5)  They  declare  that  they  are  each  other's  sole 
domestic  partner; 

(6)  They  are  not  married  to  anyone  nor  related 
to  each  other  by  blood  closer  than  would 
bar  marriage  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts; 

(7)  They  shall  notify  the  City  Clerk  of  any 
change  in  the  status  of  their  domestic  part- 
nership; and 

(8)  They  register  their  domestic  partnership  as 
set  forth  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance; 

and  their  dependents  as  registered  pursuant  to 
Section  2. 

2.  "Extended  Family"  shall  mean  person(s)  who 
meet  the  following  criteria  and  affirm  that: 

(1)  They  share  basic  living  expenses; 

(2)  They  assume  responsibility  for  the  welfare 
of  the  other  members  of  the  extended  fam- 
ily and  any  dependents  registered  pursuant 
to  Section  2; 

(3)  They  are  at  least  eighteen  (18)  years  of 
age; 

(4)  They  are  competent  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract; 

(5)  They  declare  that  they  are  not  members  of 
any  other  extended  family  registered  pur- 
suant to  this  ordinance,  and  if  they  are 
married  or  a  domestic  partner  they  declare 
that  their  spouse  or  domestic  partner  is 
also  declaring  his  or  her  intent  to  be  a 
member  of  the  extended  family,  and  that  it 
is  not  their  intent  to  enter  into  this  ex- 
tended family  in  violation  of  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts; 

(6)  They  shall  notify  the  City  Clerk  of  any 
change  in  the  status  of  their  extended  fam- 
ily; and 

(8)  They  register  their  extended  family  as  set 
forth  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance; 

3.  "Family  by  Blood  or  Marriage"  shall  mean 
persons  related  by  blood  or  by  marriage  pursu- 
ant to  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
207,  or  pursuant  to  similar  laws  enacted  by 
another  jurisdiction. 

B.  "Dependent"  shall  mean  a  person  registered 
pursuant  to  Section  2,  who  has  not  registered 
as  a  domestic  partner  or  as  an  adult  member 
of  an  extended  family,  and  who  receives  signif- 
icant financial  or  significant  in-kind  assistance 
toward  her  or  his  caretaking  or  costs  of  food, 
shelter,  utilities,  and  essential  household  goods 
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from  the  domestic  partnerships  or  extended 
family. 

C.  "Basic  Living  Expenses"  shall  mean  the  cost 
of  food,  shelter,  utilities  and  essential  house- 
hold goods.  The  individuals  need  not  contrib- 
ute equally  to  the  cost  of  these  expenses.  La- 
bor or  services  in  kind  shall  be  recognized  as 
contributions  to  basic  living  expenses. 

D.  "Assume  Responsibility  for  the  Welfare  of 
shall  mean  assume  an  obligation  to  provide,  if 
necessary,  for  a  person's  basic  living  expenses 
and  to  assume  joint  responsibility  for  any  other 
expenses  of  that  person  which  arise  out  of  a 
program  or  benefit  for  which  that  person  quali- 
fied because  of  a  statement  filed  pursuant  to 
this  ordinance,  subject  to  the  limitations  con- 
tained in  Section  6  of  this  ordinance. 

E.  "Domestic  Partner"  shall  mean  a  person  who 
meets  the  criteria  set  out  in  Section  1(A)(1)  of 
this  ordinance  and  registers  pursuant  to  Section 
2  of  this  ordinance. 

F.  "Member  of  an  Extended  Family"  shall  mean 
a  person  who  meets  the  criteria  set  out  in  Sec- 
tion 1(A)(2)  of  this  ordinance  and  registers 
pursuant  to  Section  2  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  Registration. 

A.  Statement  of  Domestic  Partnership  or  Ex- 
tended Family 

(1)  Domestic  partners  or  an  extended  family, 
who  meet  the  criteria  set  out  in  either  Section 
1(A)(1)  or  (2)  of  this  ordinance,  may  make  an 
official  record  of  their  domestic  partnership  or 
extended  family  by  completing,  signing,  and 
submitting  to  the  City  Clerk  a  statement  of  do- 
mestic partnership  or  extended  family.  Persons 
submitting  a  statement  of  domestic  partnership 
or  extended  family  must  declare  under  penalty 
of  perjury  that  they  meet  the  criteria  set  out  in 
either  Section  1(A)(1)  or  (2)  of  this  ordinance. 

(2)  The  domestic  partnership  statement  shall  in- 
clude the  names  of  the  domestic  partners,  the 
date  on  which  they  became  each  other's  do- 
mestic partners,  and  the  names  of  any  depen- 
dents of  the  domestic  partnership. 

(3)  The  extended  family  statement  shall  include 
the  names  of  all  members  of  the  extended  fam- 
ily, the  date  on  which  the  extended  family  was 
created,  and  the  names  of  any  dependents  of 
the  extended  family. 

B.  Amendment  of  the  Statement  of  Extended 
Family 

Extended  families  shall  amend  the  extended 
family  statement  whenever  another  person 
joins  the  extended  family,  or  one  or  more 
members  of  the  extended  family  no  longer 
meet  the  requirements  of  Section  1(A)(2)  of 
this  ordinance.  Such  amendments  shall  not 
affect  the  continued  existence  of  the  extended 
family.  Extended  family  members  who  decide 
to  terminate  their  membership  in  the  extended 
family  must  declare  under  penalty  of  perjury 
that  the  other  members  of  the  extended  fam- 
ily have  been  notified  either  personally  or  by 
mailing  a  copy  of  this  amendment  to  the 
other  members'  last  and  usual  address  by 
certified  mail. 

C.  Registration  of  Additional  Dependents 
Domestic  partners  and  extended  families  shall 
amend  their  respective  registration  statements 
whenever  additional  dependents  become  part 
of  the  domestic  partnership  or  extended  fam- 
ily. Only  those  dependents  who  arc  registered 
pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  considered 


depenoents  of  a  domestic  partnership  or  ex- 
tended family. 

D.  Termination  of  Domestic  Partnership  or  Ex- 
tended Family 

(1)  Either  member  of  a  domestic  partnership 
may  terminate  the  domestic  partnership  by  fil- 
ing a  termination  statement  with  the  City 
Clerk.  Termination  of  a  domestic  partnership 
shall  become  effective  ninety  (90)  days  after 
the  termination  statement  is  filed  with  the  City 
Clerk,  except  that  a  domestic  partnership  shall 
terminate  immediately  upon  the  death  of  one  of 
the  partners;  and  provided,  however,  that  all 
rights  and  benefits  extended  to  dependents  of  a 
domestic  partnership  or  an  extended  family 
shall  survive  termination  of  the  domestic  part- 
nership or  extended  family  if  the  domestic 
partner  or  extended  family  member  through 
whom  the  dependent  obtains  the  right  or  bene- 
fit continues  to  assume  responsibility  for  the 
welfare  of  the  dependent.  In  the  event  of  the 
death  of  one  of  the  domestic  partners,  the  sur- 
viving partner  shall  notify  the  City  Clerk  by 
sending  the  City  Clerk  a  copy  of  the  death  cer- 
tificate. Any  person  filing  a  termination  state- 
ment must  declare  under  penalty  of  perjury 
that  (1)  the  domestic  partnership  is  terminated 
and  (2)  that  the  other  domestic  partner  has 
been  notified  either  personally  or  by  mailing  a 
copy  of  the  termination  statement  to  the  other 
domestic  partner's  last  and  usual  address  by 
certified  mail. 

(2)  An  extended  family  shall  terminate  whenever 
only  one  member  of  that  family  remains  regis- 
tered. 

E.  New  Statements  of  Domestic  Partnership  or 
Extended  Family 

No  person  may  file  a  statement  of  domestic 
partnership  or  extended  family  until  any  pre- 
vious domestic  partnership  or  extended  family 
of  which  they  were  a  member  has  been  effec- 
tively terminated. 
Section  3.  City  Clerk 

A.  Records 

The  City  Clerk  shall  maintain  adequate  records 
of  domestic  partnership  and  extended  family 
statements  showing  which  domestic  partner- 
ships and  extended  families  have  been  created, 
terminated,  and  amended.  The  City  Clerk  shall 
provide  forms  as  necessary  to  those  who  re- 
quest them. 

B.  Fees  for  Statements 

(1)  The  City  Clerk  shall  charge  a  fee  for  filing  a 
domestic  partnership  or  extended  family  state- 
ment. The  amount  of  this  fee  shall  be  equiva- 
lent to  the  fee  charged  to  file  a  marriage  li- 
cense. 

(2)  Payment  of  the  filing  fee  shall  entitle  the  per- 
son filing  the  statement  on  behalf  of  the  do- 
mestic partnership  or  extended  family  to  re- 
ceive two  copies  of  the  statement,  certified  by 
the  City  Clerk.  Certification  of  additional  cop- 
ies of  the  statement,  or  of  copies  of  amend- 
ment or  termination  statements,  shall  cost  three 
(3)  dollars  per  copy. 

C.  Inspection  of  Statements 

The  City  Clerk  shall  maintain  a  written  record  of 
all  requests  to  inspect  domestic  partnership  and 
extended  family  registration  statements.  This 
written  record  shall  include  the  name  of  the 
person  making  the  request  and  shall  identify 
the  particular  document  requested.  This  written 
record  shall  be  available  to  the  public  upon  re- 
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quest. 
Section  4.  Visitation  Rights 
A.  Health  Care  Facihties 

(1)  All  health  care  facilities,  including  but  not 
limited  to  hospitals,  convalescent  facilities,  men- 
tal health  care  facilities  or  other  long  term  care 
facilities,  shall  afford  domestic  partners  the  same 
visitation  rights  as  afforded  to  a  spouse  or  parent 
of  a  patient,  and  shall  afford  dependents  of  the 
domestic  partnership  the  same  visitation  rights  as 
afforded  to  a  patient's  child.  For  the  purpose  of 
visitation  rights  pursuant  to  this  section,  an  indi- 
vidual who  would  be  eligible  for  recognition  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  domestic 
partner  or  as  the  dependent  of  a  domestic  part- 
nership, but  who  has  not  so  registered,  shall  be 
afforded  such  recognition  upon  the  submission  to 
the  health  care  facility  of  a  statement  signed  un- 
der penalty  of  perjury  that  the  individual  meets 
the  requirements  of  a  domestic  partner  or  depen- 
dent as  defined  in  this  ordinance.  This  statement 
shall  have  no  other  effect  beyond  providing  the 
individual  with  visitation  rights  equivalent  to 
those  of  a  spouse,  child  or  parent  of  a  patient.  It 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  health  care  facil- 
ity to  inform  individuals  of  this  right  upon  denial 
of  visitation  where  a  spouse,  child  or  parent 
would  have  been  afforded  visitation  rights: 

(2)  All  health  care  facilities,  including  but  not  lim- 
ited to  hospitals,  convalescent  facilities,  mental 
health  care  facilities  or  other  long  term  care  fa- 
cilities, shall  afford  all  extended  family  members 
of  a  patient  the  same  visitation  rights  as  afforded 
to  a  family  member  by  blood  or  marriage,  and 
shall  afford  all  dependents  of  the  extended  family 
the  same  visitation  rights  afforded  to  a  patient's 
child.  For  the  purpose  of  visitation  rights  pursu- 
ant to  this  section,  an  individual  who  would  be 
eligible  for  recognition  under  the  laws  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  an  extended  family  member  or 
as  the  dependent  of  an  extended  family,  but  who 
has  not  so  registered,  shall  be  afforded  such  rec- 
ognition upon  the  submission  to  the  health  care 
facility  of  a  statement  signed  under  penalty  of 
perjury  that  the  individual  meets  the  require- 
ments of  a  member  of  an  extended  family  or  de- 
pendent as  defined  in  this  ordinance.  This  state- 
ment shall  have  no  other  effect  beyond  providing 
the  individual  with  visitation  rights  equivalent  to 
those  of  a  family  member  by  blood  or  by  mar- 
riage. It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  health 
care  facility  to  inform  individuals  of  this  right 
upon  denial  of  visitation  where  a  family  member 
by  blood  or  by  marriage  would  have  been  af- 
forded visitation  rights. 

B.  Jail,  Prison,  and  Juvenile  Correction  Centers 
Visitation 

(1)  All  jails,  prisons  and  juvenile  correction  cen- 
ters shall  afford  domestic  partners  the  same  visi- 
tation rights  afforded  to  a  spouse  or  parent  of  an 
inmate,  and  shall  afford  dependents  of  the  do- 
mestic partnership  the  same  visitation  rights  af- 
forded to  an  inmate's  child.  For  the  purpose  of 
visitation  rights  pursuant  to  this  section,  an  indi- 
vidual who  would  be  eligible  for  recognition  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  domestic 
partner  or  as  the  dependent  of  a  domestic  part- 
nership, but  who  has  not  so  registered,  shall  be 
afforded  such  recognition  upon  the  submission  to 
the  jail,  prison  or  juvenile  correction  center  of  a 
statement  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury  that 
the  individual  meets  the  requirements  of  a  do- 
mestic partner  or  dependent  as  defined  in  this  or- 


dinance. This  statement  shall  have  no  other  effect 
beyond  providing  the  individual  with  visitation 
rights  equivalent  to  those  of  a  spouse,  child  or 
parent  of  an  inmate.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  jail,  prison  or  juvenile  correction  center  to 
inform  individuals  of  this  right  upon  denial  of 
visitation  where  a  spouse,  child  or  parent  would 
have  been  afforded  visitation  rights; 

(2)  All  jails,  prisons  and  juvenile  correction  cen- 
ters shall  afford  all  extended  family  members  of 
an  inmate  the  same  visitation  rights  afforded  a 
family  member  by  blood  or  by  marriage,  and 
shall  afford  all  dependents  of  the  extended  family 
the  same  visitation  rights  afforded  to  an  inmate's 
child.  For  the  purpose  of  visitation  rights  pursu- 
ant to  this  section,  an  individual  who  would  be 
eligible  for  recognition  under  the  laws  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  an  extended  family  member  or 
as  a  dependent  of  an  extended  family,  but  who 
has  not  so  registered,  shall  be  afforded  such  rec- 
ognition upon  the  submission  to  the  jail,  prison 
or  juvenile  correction  center  of  a  statement 
signed  under  penalty  of  perjury  that  the  individ- 
ual meets  the  requirements  of  an  extended  family 
member  or  dependent  as  defined  in  this  ordi- 
nance. This  statement  shall  have  no  other  effect 
beyond  providing  the  individual  with  visitation 
rights  equivalent  to  those  of  a  family  member  by 
blood  or  by  marriage.  It  shall  be  the  responsibil- 
ity of  the  jail,  prison  or  juvenile  correction  cen- 
ter to  inform  individuals  of  this  right  upon  denial 
of  visitation  where  a  family  member  by  blood  or 
by  marriage  would  have  been  afforded  visitation 
rights. 

C.  Schools  and  Day  Care  Centers 

(1)  All  schools  and  day  care  centers  shall  afford 
both  members  of  a  domestic  partnership  equal 
access  to  records  pertaining  to  a  dependent  of  the 
domestic  partnership  to  the  extent  permissible 
under  state  law.  Such  schools  and  day  care  cen- 
ters shall  afford  both  members  of  a  domestic 
partnership  the  same  rights  and  access  to  em- 
ployees in  matters  concerning  their  dependent  to 
which  any  biological  parent  of  a  child  enrolled  in 
that  school  or  day  care  center  would  be  entitled. 

(2)  All  schools  and  day  care  centers  shall  afford 
adult  members  of  an  extended  family  equal  ac- 
cess to  records  pertaining  to  a  dependent  of  the 
extended  family  to  the  extent  permissible  under 
state  law.  Such  schools  and  day  care  centers 
shall  afford  adult  members  of  an  extended  family 
the  same  rights  and  access  to  employees  in  mat- 
ters concerning  their  dependent  to  which  any  bi- 
ological parent  of  a  child  enrolled  in  that  school 
or  day  care  center  would  be  entitled. 

Section  5.  Limitation  of  Liabilities 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  cre- 
ate additional  legal  liabilities  greater  than  those  al- 
ready existing  under  law  or  to  create  any  new  private 
causes  of  action:  provided,  however,  that  third  parties 
who  convey  specific  tangible  benefits  in  reliance 
upon  a  statement  filed  in  accordance  with  this  ordi- 
nance shall  have  recourse  against  the  domestic  part- 
ners or  members  of  the  extended  family  for  basic  liv- 
ing expenses  or  other  liabilities  specifically  incurred 
for  the  benefit  of  the  domestic  partnership  or  ex- 
tended family  as  a  unit.  Furthermore,  a  person's  as- 
sumption of  responsibility  for  the  medical  expenses 
of  a  domestic  partner,  extended  family  member  or 
dependent  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  not  be 
construed  to  impose  liability  upon  that  person  in  ex- 
cess of  the  actual  cost  to  the  person's  employer  of 
extending  medical  benefits  to  the  domestic  partner. 
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extended  family  member  or  dependent;  and  further 
provided  that  a  person's  assumption  of  responsibility 
for  any  other  expenses  of  a  domestic  partner,  ex- 
tended family  member  or  dependent  pursuant  to  this 
ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  impose  liability 
upon  that  person  in  excess  of  either  1)  the  actual  cost 
to  the  provider  of  extending  that  benefit  or  program 
to  that  domestic  partner,  extended  family  member  or 
dependent,  or  2)  the  fair  market  value  of  that  pro- 
gram or  benefit  as  of  the  date  that  program  or  benefit 
is  extended  to  the  domestic  partner,  extended  family 
member  or  dependent,  whichever  amount  is  less. 
There  shall  be  no  joint  liability  for  any  expense  in- 
curred after  a  termination  statement  has  been  filed 
unless  both  domestic  partners  or  all  members  of  the 
extended  family  approve  incurring  that  expense  on 
the  behalf  of  the  domestic  partnership  or  extended 
family  as  a  unit. 

Section  6.  Reciprocity 

All  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  extended  to  do- 
mestic partnerships  and  extended  families  registered 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  also  be  extended  to 
domestic  partnerships  and  extended  families  regis- 
tered pursuant  to  similar  laws  enacted  in  other  juris- 
dictions. 

Section  7,  Retaliation 

No  person  who  seeks  the  benefit  of  this  ordinance, 
registers  pursuant  to  its  provisions,  or  assists  another 
person  in  obtaining  the  benefits  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  discriminated  against  in  any  way  for  doing 
so.  Any  person  who  so  discriminates  shall  be  penal- 
ized in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Boston 
Human  Rights  Ordinance. 

Section  8.  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable.  If 
any  of  its  provisions  are  held  invalid  by  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  all  other  provisions  shall  con- 
tinue in  full  force  and  effect.

$5.8  million,  a  $3  million  increase  in  budgeted  FY 
1994  net  tax  levy,  and  a  recently  completed  actuarial 
valuation  of  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System  re- 
sulting in  a  $17  million  reduction  in  the  City's  pen- 
sion appropriation  for  FY94.

Report  on  Docket  No.  1389,  ordinance  allowing 
for  School  Parental  Leave  (referred  October  27)  — 
recommending  passage  of  the  order  in  the  following 
new  draft: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Whereas,  The  role  of  a  parent  or  parents  is  impor- 
tant to  the  intellectual  and  social  successes  and  or 
achievements  of  a  student  during  his  or  her  school 
years;  and 

Whereas,  Parents  of  school-aged  children  ought  to 
maintain  an  active  relationship  with  his  or  her  child, 
including  scheduling  regular  interactions  and  visits 
with  school  headmasters,  principals,  teachers  and 
support  staff;  and 
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Whereas,  It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  for 
parents  to  visit  schools  on  a  timely  basis  and  in  a 
consistent  way,  largely  due  to  the  growing  necessity 
of  two-income-producing  households;  and 

Whereas,  The  schools  of  the  City  of  Boston  can  be 
ameliorated  by  involving  the  parents  of  students  into 
the  education  process  by  creating  greater  opportuni- 
ties for  parents  to  meet  with  teachers  and  headmas- 
ters at  the  pupil's  respective  school;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  should  encourage 
parents  to  intimately  involve  themselves  in  the  educa- 
tion facility  their  child  attends  and  empower  parents 
with  the  opportunity  to  visit  schools  on  a  regular  ba- 
sis; Be  it  therefore  ordained,  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil, in  meeting  assembled,  establish  a  parental  school 
leave  ordinance. 
Section  1.  Definitions. 

"Schools"  shall  mean  all  public  schools  in  the  City 
of  Boston  funded  entirely  or  partially  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

"Parents"  shall  mean  the  biological  and/or  adopted 
parents  of  a  child  attending  the  Boston  public  schools 
or  a  legal  guardian  of  a  child  attending  the  Boston 
Public  Schools. 

"Employer"  shall  mean  the  owner  and/or  proprie- 
tor of  a  business  with  25  or  more  employees  working 
at  any  same  location. 

"Pupil"  shall  mean  any  child  attending  the  Boston 
public  school  system. 
Section  2.  Legislative  Intent. 

This  ordinance  would  allow  parents  of  school-aged 
pupils  in  kindergarten  and  grades  1  to  12  an  opportu- 
nity to  spend  up  to  three  days  per  year  for  school 
visits  if  the  employee,  prior  to  taking  off,  gives  rea- 
sonable notice  to  the  employer  of  the  planned  ab- 
sence of  the  employee.  The  ordinance  would  require 
an  employee  to  utilize  existing  vacation,  personal 
leave  or  compensatory  time  off  for  purposes  of  this 
planned  absence,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  a  col- 
lective bargaining  agreement,  and/or  agreed  upon  by 
the  employee  and  employer  and,  if  requested  by  the 
employer,  to  provide  documentation,  as  prescribed, 
from  the  school  as  proof  of  these  visits.  All  employ- 
ers, notwithstanding  staff  size,  are  encouraged  to 
grant  employees  up  to  three  days  per  year  with  pay. 
Section  3.  Operation  of  Ordinance. 

No  employer,  who  employs  25  or  more  employees 
working  at  the  same  location,  shall  discharge  or  in 
any  way  discriminate  against  an  employee  who  is  a 
parent  or  guardian  of  any  child  in  kindergarten  or 
grades  1  to  12,  inclusive,  for  taking  off  up  to  three 
days  each  school  calendar  to  visit  the  school  of  the 
pupil(s).  If  the  employee,  prior  to  taking  time  off, 
gives  clear  and  reasonable  notice  to  the  employer  of 
the  planned  absence  of  the  employee.  An  employee 
shall  utilize  existing  vacation,  personal  leave  or  com- 
pensatory time  off  for  purposes  of  this  planned  ab- 
sence, unless  otherwise  provided  by  a  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement.  The  employee,  if  requested  by 
the  employer,  shall  provide  documentation  from  the 
school  as  proof  that  he  or  she  visited  the  school  on  a 
specific  date  and  at  a  particular  time.  For  purposes  of 
this  subdivision  "documentation"  shall  mean  what- 
ever written  verification  of  a  parental  visit  the  school 
deems  appropriate  and  reasonable. 

Any  employee  who  is  discharged,  demoted,  threat- 
ened, suspended  or  in  any  other  manner  discrimi- 
nated against  in  terms  and  conditions  of  employment 
by  his  or  her  employer  because  the  employee  has 
taken  time  off  to  visit  the  school  of  his  or  her  child 
pursuant  to  the  intent  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  im- 
mediately entitled  to  reinstatement  and  reimbursement 
of  lost  wages  or  work  benefits  caused  by  the  acts  of 


the  employer.  Any  employer  who  willfiilly  refuses  to 
rehire,  promote  or  otherwise  restore  an  employee  or 
former  employee  who  has  been  determined  to  be  eli- 
gible for  rehiring  or  promotion  by  a  grievance  proce- 
dure, arbitration  or  hearing  authorized  by  law,  shall 
be  subject  to  a  civil  penalty  in  an  amount  equal  to 
five  times  the  amount  of  the  employee's  lost  wages 
and  work  benefits. 
Secfion  5. 

Each  provision  of  this  ordinance  are  severable.  If 
any  sections  shall  be  deemed  unconstimtional  or  oth- 
erwise invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  in  any 
way  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  sec- 
tions.

Whereas,  In  1988,  the  Council  passed  an  ordinance 
improving  rent,  eviction  and  condominium  conversion 
protections  for  tenants  in  govemmentally  involved 
housing;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  the  clear  and  unequivocal  intention 
of  that  ordinance  that  certain  govemmentally  involved 
housing  units  revert  to  controlled  housing  for  the 
purpose  of  rent  regulation  after  the  basis  for  exemp- 
tion ceased  to  exist;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  the  clear  and  unequivocal  intention 
of  that  ordinance  that  these  units  then  no  longer  be 
considered  vacancy  decontrolled  housing,  and  that 
this  would  apply  retroactively;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Coun- 
cil that  the  ordinance  has  not  been  so  interpreted, 
therefore  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Chapter  10,  Section  2.1(a)(2),  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  the  words  after  "accom- 
modations, provided,  however,  that  .  .  ."  through  the 
end  of  subsection  (a)(2)  and  adding  the  words  in 
place  thereof; 

"if  the  basis  for  exemption  under  this  paragraph 
a.  ceases  to  exist,  every  unit  exempted  under  this 
paragraph  shall  be  considered  a  'controlled  hous- 
ing accommodation'  as  defined  in  Section 
2.1(a)(2)  and  none  of  the  units  exempted  under 
this  subsection  shall  be  eligible  for  vacancy  de- 
control as  defined  under  subsection  10-2.1,  para- 
graph c.  or  paragraph  e.  and  any  vacancy  decon- 
trol certificates  obtained  under  paragraph  c.  or 
paragraph  e.  under  the  definition  of  'Housing 
Accommodations'  in  this  section  shall  be  ren- 
dered void;  provided  that  nothing  in  this  subsec- 
tion shall  be  construed  to  nullify  the  provisions 
of  Section  2.1(A)(4);  or,"

SECTION  2,  RE:  RENTAL  HOUSING  ORDI- 
NANCE (DOCKET  NO.  1567)

Whereas,  The  Housing  Court  has  ruled  that  that 
section  of  the  rent  equity  ordinance  which  seeks  to 
control  rents  in  adjoining  buildings  under  common 
legal  or  beneficial  ownership  is  outside  the  authority 
granted  the  city  by  enabling  statute.  Smith  v.  Boston 
Rent  Board,  92-CV-00255  (1993);  and 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Court  in  Flaherty  v.  Boston 
Rent  Board,  91-CV-00957  (1992)  stated  that  to  deny 
a  son  or  child  or  parent  the  benefit  of  being  able  to 
share  common  ownership  of  an  adjoining  building 
bringing  those  two  buildings  under  rent  control  was 
"anti-family".  "What  the  Board  is  saying  to  families 
with  children  is  that  when  the  child  grows  up  and 
leaves  the  family  home,  they  cannot  live  next  to  their 
parents,  that  there  must  be  some  barrier  between 
their  home  and  their  parent's  home.";  and 

Whereas,  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  Entis  v. 
Rent  Board  of  Brookline,  399  Mass.  158,  503  N.E. 
2d  640  (1987),  decided  that  two  adjoining  structures 
joined  by  a  party  wall  constituted  two  separate  build- 
ings even  when  both  were  under  common  ownership, 
focusing  its  view  not  on  ownership  but  on  the  physi- 
cal characteristics  of  the  building  described  in  the  en- 
abling statute.  Id.  399  Mass.  at  161;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  a  duty  to  amend 
the  ordinance  to  bring  the  ordinance  and  regulations 
promulgated  by  the  rent  board  into  confluence  with 
the  enabling  statute,  and  to  remove  the  confusion, 
conflict  and  hurt  which  inevitably  arises  when  the 
question  of  adjoining  or  adjacent  structures  arises; 
and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  change  in  the  ordinance 
exempts  dwellings  owned  by  elderly  parents,  where 
the  son  or  daughter  has  a  remainder  or  trustee  inter- 
est but  does  not  reside  therein  as  an  "owner";  be  it 
therefore  ordained  as  follows:

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety-three 
AN  ORDINANCE 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  CBC  10-2  is  hereby  amended  by  remov- 
ing section  10-2. 1(b)  in  its  entirety,  and  replacing  it 
with  the  following  new  language: 

(b)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  no  more  than  two  (2) 
dwelling  units,  or  containing  no  more  than 
three  (3)  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occu- 
pied by  all  legal  and  beneficial  owners  thereof 
as  their  permanent  residence  shall  be  consid- 
ered exempt;  also 
(b)(1)  In  any  structure  described  in  (b)  where  the 
owner  is  an  elderly  parent,  and  a  son  or 
daughter  not  residing  therein,  holds  a  remain- 
der interest  in  that  building,  that  housing  shall 
also  be  considered  exempt  so  long  as  an  el- 
derly parent  or  parents  live  in  that  housing  ac- 
commodation; also 
(b)(2)  In  any  structure  described  in  (b)  where  the 
owner  is  an  elderly  parent,  and  a  son  or 
daughter,  not  residing  therein,  is  a  trustee  of 
the  building,  that  housing  shall  be  considered 
exempt  so  long  as  the  elderly  parent  or  parents 


live  in  that  housing  accommodation.

AN  ORDINANCE 

FAMILY  REGISTRATION  ACT 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 
Section  1 . 

The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12,  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  after  Chapter  9,  the  fol- 
lowing new  chapter: 

Chapter  10.  Protection  of  Families. 
Section  I .  Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  chapter,  and  for  purposes  of 
providing  only  those  rights  specified  in  this  chap- 
ter: 

A.  "Domestic  Partnership"  shall  mean  two  per- 
sons who  meet  the  following  criteria  and  af- 
firm that: 

(1)  They  share  basic  living  expenses; 

(2)  They  assume  responsibility  for  the  welfare 
of  their  partner  and  any  dependents  regis- 
tered pursuant  to  Section  2; 

(3)  They  are  at  least  eighteen  (18)  years  of 


age; 

(4)  They  are  competent  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract; 

(5)  They  declare  that  they  are  each  other's  sole 
domestic  partner; 

(6)  They  are  not  married  to  anyone  nor  related 
to  each  other  by  blood  closer  than  would 
bar  marriage  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts; 

(7)  They  shall  notify  the  City  Clerk  of  any 
change  in  the  status  of  their  domestic  part- 
nership; and 

(8)  They  register  their  domestic  partnership  as 
set  forth  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance; 

and  their  dependents  as  registered  pursuant  to 
Section  2. 

B.  "Dependent"  shall  mean  a  person  registered 
pursuant  to  Section  2.  who  has  not  registered 
as  a  domestic  partner  and  who  receives  signifi- 
cant financial  or  significant  in-kind  assistance 
toward  her  or  his  caretaking  or  costs  of  food, 
shelter,  utilities,  and  essential  household  goods 
from  the  domestic  partnership. 

C.  "Basic  Living  Expenses"  shall  mean  the  cost 
of  food,  shelter,  utilities  and  essential  house- 
hold goods.  The  individuals  need  not  contrib- 
ute equally  to  the  cost  of  these  expenses.  La- 
bor or  services  in  kind  shall  be  recognized  as 
contributions  to  basic  living  expenses. 

D.  "Assume  Responsibility  for  the  Welfare  of" 
shall  mean  assume  an  obligation  to  provide,  if 
necessary,  for  a  person's  basic  living  expenses 
and  to  assume  joint  responsibility  for  any  other 
expenses  of  that  person  which  arise  out  of  a 
program  or  benefit  for  which  that  person  quali- 
fied because  of  a  statement  filed  pursuant  to 
this  ordinance,  subject  to  the  limitations  con- 
tained in  Section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

E.  "Domestic  Partner"  shall  mean  a  person  who 
meets  the  criteria  set  out  in  Section  1(A)  of 
this  ordinance  and  registers  pursuant  to  Section 
2  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  Registration. 

A.  Statement  of  Domestic  Partnership 

(1)  Domestic  partners  may  make  an  official  re- 
cord of  their  domestic  partnership  by  complet- 
ing, signing,  and  submitting  to  the  City  Clerk 
a  statement  of  domestic  partnership.  Persons 
submitting  a  statement  of  domestic  partnership 
must  declare  under  penalty  of  perjury  that  they 
meet  the  criteria  set  out  in  Section  1(A)  of  this 
ordinance. 

(2)  The  domestic  partnership  statement  shall  in- 
clude the  names  of  the  domestic  partners,  the 
date  on  which  they  became  each  other's  do- 
mestic partners,  and  the  names  of  any  depen- 
dents of  the  domestic  partnership. 

B.  Registration  of  Additional  Dependents 
Domestic  partners  shall  amend  their  registra- 
tion statement  whenever  additional  dependents 
become  part  of  the  domestic  partnership.  Only 
those  dependents  who  are  registered  pursuant 
to  this  section  shall  be  considered  dependents 
of  a  domestic  partnership. 

C.  Termination  of  Domestic  Partnership 

Either  member  of  a  domestic  partnership  may 
terminate  the  domestic  partnership  by  filing  a 
termination  statement  with  the  City  Clerk.  Ter- 
mination of  a  domestic  partnership  shall  be- 
come effective  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  termi- 
nation statement  is  filed  with  the  City  Clerk, 
except  that  a  domestic  partnership  shall  termi- 
nate immediately  upon  the  death  of  one  of  the 
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partners;  and  provided,  however,  that  all  rights 
and  benefits  extended  to  dependents  of  a  do- 
mestic partnership  shall  survive  termination  of 
the  domestic  partnership  if  the  domestic  part- 
ner through  whom  the  dependent  obtains  the 
right  or  benefit  continues  to  assume  responsi- 
bility for  the  welfare  of  the  dependent.  In  the 
event  of  the  death  of  one  of  the  domestic  part- 
ners, the  surviving  partner  shall  notify  the  City 
Clerk  by  sending  the  City  Clerk  a  copy  of  the 
death  certificate.  Any  person  filing  a  termina- 
tion statement  must  declare  under  penalty  of 
perjury  that  (1)  the  domestic  partnership  is  ter- 
minated and  (2)  that  the  other  domestic  partner 
has  been  notified  either  personally  or  by  mail- 
ing a  copy  of  the  termination  statement  to  the 
other  domestic  partner's  last  and  usual  address 
by  certified  mail. 
D.  New  Statements  of  Domestic  Partnership 
No  person  may  file  a  statement  of  domestic  part- 
nership until  any  previous  domestic  partnership 
of  which  they  were  a  member  has  been  effec- 
tively terminated. 
Section  3.  City  Clerk 

A.  Records 

The  City  Clerk  shall  maintain  adequate  records 
of  domestic  partnership  statements  showing 
which  domestic  partnerships  have  been  created, 
terminated,  and  amended.  The  City  Clerk  shall 
provide  forms  as  necessary  to  those  who  re- 
quest them. 

B.  Fees  for  Statements 

(1)  The  City  Clerk  shall  charge  a  fee  for  filing  a 
domestic  partnership  statement.  The  amount  of 
this  fee  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  fee  charged 
to  file  a  marriage  license. 

(2)  Payment  of  the  filing  fee  shall  entitle  the  per- 
son filing  the  statement  on  behalf  of  the  do- 
mestic partnership  to  receive  two  copies  of  the 
statement,  certified  by  the  City  Clerk.  Certifi- 
cation of  additional  copies  of  the  statement,  or 
of  copies  of  amendment  or  termination  state- 
ments, shall  cost  three  (3)  dollars  per  copy. 

Section  4.  Visitation  and  Other  Rights 

A.  Health  Care  Facilities 
All  public  health  care  facilities  in  Boston,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  hospitals,  convales- 
cent facilities,  mental  health  care  facilities  or 
other  long  term  care  facilities,  shall  afford  do- 
mestic partners  the  same  visitation  rights  as  af- 
forded to  a  spouse  or  parent  of  a  patient,  and 
shall  afford  dependents  of  the  domestic  part- 
nership the  same  visitation  rights  as  afforded 
to  a  patient's  child.  For  the  purpose  of  visita- 
tion rights  pursuant  to  this  section,  an  individ- 
ual who  is  registered  as  a  domestic  partner  in 
the  City  of  Boston  or  as  the  dependent  of  a 
domestic  partnership,  but  who  cannot  produce 
documentation  of  such  registration,  shall  be  af- 
forded such  recognition,  during  periods  of  time 
when  the  City  Clerk's  office  is  not  open  for 
business,  upon  the  submission  to  the  health 
care  facility  of  a  statement  signed  under  pen- 
alty of  perjury  that  the  individual  meets  the  re- 
quirements of  a  domestic  partner  or  dependent 
as  defined  in  this  ordinance.  This  statement 
shall  have  no  other  effect  beyond  providing  the 
individual  with  visitation  rights  equivalent  to 
those  of  a  spouse,  child  or  parent  of  a  patient. 
It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  health  care 
facility  to  inform  individuals  of  this  right  upon 
denial  of  visitation  where  a  spouse,  child  or 
parent  would  have  been  afforded  visitation 


rights; 

B.  Jail,  Prison,  and  Juvenile  Correction  Centers 
Visitation 

All  jails,  prisons  and  juvenile  correction  cen- 
ters under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  afford  domestic  partners  the  same 
visitation  rights  afforded  to  a  spouse  or  parent 
of  an  inmate,  and  shall  afford  dependents  of 
the  domestic  partnership  the  same  visitation 
rights  afforded  to  an  inmate's  child.  For  the 
purpose  of  visitation  rights  pursuant  to  this 
section,  an  individual  who  is  registered  as  a 
domestic  partner  in  the  City  of  Boston  or  as  a 
dependent  of  a  domestic  partnership,  but  who 
cannot  produce  documentation  of  such  registra- 
tion, during  periods  of  time  when  the  City 
Clerk's  office  is  not  open  for  business,  upon 
the  submission  to  the  jail,  prison  or  juvenile 
correction  center  of  a  statement  signed  under 
penalty  of  perjury  that  the  individual  meets  the 
requirements  of  a  domestic  partner  or  depen- 
dent as  defined  in  this  ordinance.  This  state- 
ment shall  have  no  other  effect  beyond  provid- 
ing the  individual  with  visitation  rights 
equivalent  to  those  of  a  spouse,  child  or  parent 
of  an  inmate.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  jail,  prison  or  juvenile  correction  center  to 
inform  individuals  of  this  right  upon  denial  of 
visitation  where  a  spouse,  child  or  parent 
would  have  been  afforded  visitation  rights; 

C.  Schools  and  Day  Care  Centers 

(1)  All  public  schools  and  public  day  care  cen- 
ters in  Boston  shall  afford  both  members  of  a 
domestic  partnership  equal  access  to  records 
pertaining  to  a  dependent  of  the  domestic  part- 
nership to  the  extent  permissible  under  state 
law.  Such  schools  and  day  care  centers  shall 
afford  both  members  of  a  domestic  partnership 
the  same  rights  and  access  to  employees  in 
matters  concerning  their  dependent  to  which 
any  biological  parent  of  a  child  enrolled  in  that 
school  or  day  care  center  would  be  entitled. 

(2)  All  such  schools  and  day  care  centers  shall 
consider  dependents  of  a  domestic  partnership 
to  be  siblings,  and  shall  treat  them  in  the  same 
manner  they  treat  siblings  of  any  other  family. 

Section  5.  Limitation  of  Liabilities 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  cre- 
ate additional  legal  liabilities  greater  than  those  al- 
ready existing  under  law  or  to  create  any  new  private 
causes  of  action. 

Section  6.  Retaliation 

No  person  who  seeks  the  benefit  of  this  ordinance, 
registers  pursuant  to  its  provisions,  or  assists  another 
person  in  obtaining  the  benefits  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  discriminated  against  in  any  way  for  doing 
so.  Any  person  who  so  discriminates  shall  be  penal- 
ized in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Boston 
Human  Rights  Ordinance. 

Section  7,  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable.  If 
any  of  its  provisions  are  held  invalid  by  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  all  other  provisions  shall  con- 
tinue in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  8.  Forms 

The  City  Clerk  shall  distribute  copies  of  the  forms 
following  this  Ordinance  to  those  who  request  them. 
Said  forms  shall  be  considered  a  part  this  Ordinance, 
and  consists  of  the  following: 

(A)  Statement  of  Domestic  Partnership; 

(B)  Statement  of  Terminating  Domestic  Partner- 
ship; 

(C)  Statement  of  Additional  Dependents.
